by 10 means approve of thzt pratiice, or thoſe de- 
laies ; brcauſe my Father, Brothers, aud my Self, 
[though none elſe in Europe that I know| have by 

Gods bleſſinf, and our indaſtry, attained to, and long 
prattiſed a way to deliver a Women in this caſe with- 
out any prejudice to her or her [nfant ; though all 0- 
thers, (being reduced, for want of ſuch an expedient, 
to imploy the common way ) do, and muſt endanger, if 
»ot deſtroy oe or both, by the uſe of theſe Crochets. By 
this manuell operation we can alſo both ſhirten the 
trme,and leſſen the number of pains in a right Lavour, 
(if there be the leaFt difficelty ) wahout danger, and 
with advantage to both Woman and Child.

Kut as to produce nothing z ſo likewile it 1s nor e- 
nough, for a Woman co 'have'a Womb to be ca- 
pable of Conception, ſince we find divers that have | 
them, barren. ' | 
We have already *ſhewed you exactly whar the 7n bi A- +} 
compoſition and natural ſtrutture of ic ought to — — ww , 
be,for to ferve to ſo.admirable an end as generation;” *" » 
Wherefore ' we will now ſpeak no further of thc, 
but refer you to that place to be informed, 
© You muſt know then 1n general that the ſigns of 
fecundity in a Wornen are, that her Womb be well 
diſpoſed, that ſhe be art leaſt thirteen or fourteen 
years of age, and at moſt but 4y or yo generally 
and for the moſt part (though ſome; yer very rarely, 
conceive ſooner' or later according to their differenc 
natures and difpoſirions) that chey be of a good 
temperament” and indifferently ſanguine, that they 
have their Courſes in due time, of good blood and 
laudable in coulour, quantiry, qualicy, and confi. 
ſtance, and regularly eycry month, at once, with- 
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out jnterruption, from the time they begin to flow 
cill che cime the evacuation 1s AG. 
We ſay that che bloud ought to be good and lau- 
dable, becauſe it 1s a regurenation and natural eva» 
cuation only of what 1s ſupertluons in Women not 
with Child, and yer of age capable ot Conception 
which hath no maliguicy in icfclf, as many tallly 
umagine : tor 1n healchtul women it hardly difters 
either in colour, conliſtence, or quality trom that 
which remains in the veſſels, except in the finall 
alceration, which 1s cauſed by the an ot the place 
whence it proceeds, and by the mixture of tome hu 
mours with which the womb 1s alwayes plentitully 
turniſhc. 
This evacuation (if in oder) ought to be every 
month bur once, though ſome have them every 
tourtnight, or at the cud of three weeks, according 
as they are more or leſs ſanguine, or cholerick, or 
have their blood heated : and to continue two or 
three days together, or (ix at molt, and chat by little 
and little, conſtant without interruption, and allo - 
more or leſs according to the difference of their pax- 
ticular temperaments, It a Woman have few of 
them, as when ſhe grows in years, ſhe becomes bar- 
ren, foralnuch as this blood ſeems to nouriſh the 
Child in the Womb ; and likew ile it ſhe have too 
many, becauſe the Woman thereby grows tooweak 
and the Womb too cold. Thete are notwithſtand- 
ing ſome Women who void more of chem in two 
days, than others in eight. They muſt flow by lictle 
and little without interruption, and not all at once ; 
for great and ſudden evacuations cauſc great dilſipa- 
r10n of ſpirits, of which abundance are neceflary fox 
generation 3 and the interruption of theſe evacuath- 
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ons thews ſome impediment in nature, or ſome vice 
or evil diſpoſition of the Wornb. 

If all theſe ſigns concur, we may very probably 
judge the Woman truittul ; I ſay probably, becauſe 
there are many who have them all, and yer cannor 
conceive, though they do their endeavours, and 
obſerve thereto all che requiſite and neceſfary cir= 
cumſtances which we (hall hereafter mention : 
There are likewiſe others, who, notwichſtanding 
they have not all cheſe conditions, are truittul. 
Now it all che above named patticulars are found 
in a Woman that is barren, and that you defire to 
inquire mors narrowly, and to be informed more 
certainly whether ſhe be capable of _— 
Hippocrates teacherth a w ay tO know 1t, to w ich | 
give little credir, becauſe the reaſons ot it are very 
obſcure. Ir is in his 59 Aphorsſms of his 5th Book, 
where he ſaith, Si mnlier non concipiat, C7 [cire pla- 
cet an ſit conceptura, weſtibus undique obvalntam ſub- 
ter ſwffito : ar ſi odor corpus pervadere videatur, ad 
ares (7 01 uſqueynon ſna culpa ſlerilew efſe ſcito. It a 
Woman doth not conceive, and you are delirous to 
know wherher the is capable, or no z wrap her clo{e 
round with clothes, and put a pertume under her ; 
and if ſhe perceive the ſent to pals through her bod y 
to her nole and imauth, be aflared (faith he) it 15 nor 
her faulc (he 1s barren. 

Fertility was anciencly fo eſteemed by our fore» 
fathers, chat they bclieved Barrennels ro be a mark 
of reprobation ; by reaſon of which the truictull 
Servant deſpiſed her barren Milkre(s ; as we read 
in the 16th Chapter of Geneſis, where mention 15 
made of Sarat, Abraham's Wite, who, leeing that

or evil temperature and vicious contormation of the 
Womb, and parts depending on it, or the zndil. 
potion and intemperatyyre of the whole habit. The 
evil contormation of the Womb renders Women

barren, when 1t3 neck (called the Mapina) 1s lo nar- 
row, that i cannot give way (© Peneiration z and 
when it is wholly or in part cloſed by lone caicrnal 
Or internal membraiic, (which is very rare, 1 atall) 
or by any cumnour,callolity, or cicatrice, which may 
hinder the Woman trom the tree ule at copulation, 
Bur it 1s noc ſuthcient that the Man's Yard cuicr 
thc Vaginaywhich is the ani-chainber co the Wamb :

The molt trequent 1calon why rhis orifice opens

rinue barren, 1t the ſcituation of this orifice be not 
rightly placed, but either backwards 
*Great, or towards the*/nteſtin refium,or towards 
right Got. either (fide 3 all which hinders the Man 
from Fj darting his Seed directly into 
Tt ſhootzng. it, and conſequently the Woman from 
COnceliving. 
Hippocrates ſeems to have noted all the ſigns and 
cauſes of barrenneſs , which uſually proceed from 
the evil reqmper of the Womb, in his 62 Aphoriſm 


of the 5th Book, where he ſaith, Que fregrdos 


denſos babent uteros, non concipiunt, & que prebu- 
amdos babent utgros, non concipint : extinguitur 
tnim in 1pſis genitura, Et que plus aquo ſiccos &f 
adurentes: Nam alimentt defetiu [emen corrumps- 
tur. Que vero ex utriſque nalle ſunt moderatans 
temperiems ea facunde evadynt, All ſuch Women 
whoſe Womb 15 cold and cloſe, cannot conceive g 
nor chey who haye it too moiſt : becauſe the Seed 
1s extinguiſhed init, And likewiſe ſuch who have 


it too dry and hot; becauſe,for want of aliment ' 


the Seed corrupts : but ſach as arc of a moderate 
temperament are fruitful, Of all theſe which Hipge 
 pocratgs recites in this Aphoriſm, the moſt common, 
according to my opinion, 1s the continual Humi- 
dity of the Womb, fed by an abundance of the 
Whites, with which many are very much incon- 
venienced, the humours of the whole Body being 
accuſtoraed to ſteer their courſe this way, which 
GS-50; , can 
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can very hardly be turned away when inveterate, 
and the Womb being imbued wich theſe vicious 
moiſtures, becomes inwardly ſo untuous and {lip- 
pery, that the Seed (chough viſcous and glutinous) 
cannot cleave to it, nor be retained within it, which 
1s the cauſe that it ſlips immediatly away, or in ſome 
ſhort cime after it 1s received, 

| Barrenneſs may alſo proceed from the whole ha- 
bit of the Body, as when a Woman 1s too old, or 
| too young : for the Seed of the young is not yet 

prolifick, neither have they the menſtruous blood x 
which two things are requiſit to truitfulneſ(s : and 
that of the aged is in too ſmall a quantity, and 
too cold, who likewiſe want the menſtruous blood, 
. An univerſal intemperature (though the Woman be 
of convenient years ) renders them however bar- 
ren, as it happens when they are hectick, hydro- 
pick, feaveriſh and ſickly, and eſpecially ſo much 
the moxe as the noble parts are fallen from their 
temperament and —_ conſticution : There are 
however many Women which ſeem barren for a 
long time, becauſe of ſome ot the fore-mentioned 
Reaſons, yea, till they are thirty five or forty 
years old, and ſometimes longer, who yet at laſt 
' conceive, being cured of the indiſpoſitions which 
' hindred them, and having changed their tempera=- 
ment by their age, of which we have had a remar- 
kable example in the perſon of Queen-motherylately 
deceaſed, who was above two and twenty years 
married , and without Children, and yer after- 
wards, to the great joy and content of all Fraxce, 
ſhe had our inyincible Monarch Lews the 14th, 
now reigning , to, whom God grant a long and 


happy lie.

; Some of theſe Barrenneſſes may ſometimes be cu- 
red by removing their cauſes, and procuring the 
diſpoſitions we have ſaid are neceffary to fruitful. 
neſs; yea, of thoſe which proceed from an uni- 
verſal intemperament, by reducing the Body with 
a good and convemient regimen to a good order, 
and this according to their reſpeRive indiſpoſicions. 
Wherefore if a Woman. have naturally the Vaging 
too narrow, and not from ſome of the cauſes aboye- 


mentioned, ſhe ought to be joyned to a Man whoſe 


Member 1s proportionable, 1t poſlible : and if that 
will not do, (which happens very ſeldom) ſhe muſt 
endeavour to relax it and dilate it with emolient 
Oyls and Oynrments ; if the neck of the Womb 
be compreſled by any humour, it muſt be reſolved 
and \uppurated according to 1ts nature and ſcitua- 


tion, having alwayes care to prevent the corruption 


of theſe parts, which being hot and moiſt, arc very 
ſubject to it 3 becauſe the womb. ſerves as a ſink by 
which all the 11] humours of che body are purged ; 
ſo that you mult take great care, that theſe kind of 
Tumours turn not to a Cancer, which is a very 
miſchievous malady, and cauſeth the poor Women 


miſerably co languiſh which are afflicted with ir, 


and which after many inſupportable pains, brings 
them almoſt alwayes to an inevicable death, 

© When the Vagina 1s not clear 1n 1ts capacity, be- 
cauſe of any ſcar after a rent, cauſed by ſome force 


or violence to the Woman, or of ſome hard labour, 


or after an ulcer which cauſed the two fides to be 
agglutinated, whether inwardly or outwardly, it 
Ya mult be ſeparated the beſt that

h years of age, who was like to die of it, becauſe her 
Terms could not come down, there being no pg= 
foration, wherefore he did the like operation, 
which ſucceeded very well, and made her by 
that means capable of generation, As to the in- 
ward orifice of the Womb, if it be diſplaced eicher 
towards the back or ſides, it may be in ſome forc 
remedied, by making the Woman to obſerve, in the 
ad of generation, a convenient poſture, that the 
Man's Seed may be ejaculated towards the orifice ; 
and if the Whites, or other Impurities of the Womb 
# cauſe barrennels, as it 15-for the moſt part by the 
diſcharge of- the whole habic on this place , ir muſt 
be helped by Evacuations, Purgations, and a regu- 
lar Diet, according to their different cauſes,” and 
qualicies of theſe iIl humours. : 
Having thus diſcovered the moſt certain ſigns of 
Fertility, and the marks of Sterility, I will now 
( the better to purſue the order I haye propoſed) 


treat of Conception, 
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CHAP. FL. - 
Of Conception, and the conditions ne- 
ceſſary for it. 


T is moſi certain, according to the Rule of Na- 
ture, thata Woman is incapable of conceiving,if 
ſhe have not the condicions requiſit for fruitfulneſs: 
we have mentioned them in the foregoing chapter : 
let us now examine 1n this, what is Conception, 


and how it is cauſed. Conception 1s nothing elſe, - 


but an aCtion of the Womb, by which the prolifick 
lceds of the Man and Woman are there received and 
retained, that an infant may be engendred and for- 
med out of ic, There are two forts of Conceptions, 
the ane true, according to Nature, to which ſuc. 
' ceeds the generation of the Infant in the Womb : 
the other falſe, which we may ſay is wholly againſt 
Nacure, and there the ſeeds change into warer, falſe- 

conceptions, moles, or any other ſirange matcer. 
The qualifications requiſit, tor a Woman to con- 
ceive according to Nature, are, that the Woman 
receive and retain in her Womb the Mans and her 
own prolifick ſeed, without which it cannot come 
to pals; for it is neceſſary that both ſeeds ſhould 
be therez nor 1s it at all true, what: «Ariſtotle and 
ſome other of his followers affirm, that the Woman 
neicher hath nor can yeeld any ſed, a great abſur- 
dity to believe : for the contrary may eaſily be diſ- 
covered , by ſeeing the Spermarick Veſſels and 
Teſticles of a fruitful Woman, appointed for this 
pe, which are wholly filled with this ſeed, which 
= 'n 
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18 coition they diſcharge as well as Men, Such a 
will not open ther eyes to behold a verity fo clear, 
may make refleEion on the reſemblance of Infants to 
their Mother, which could not be unleſs her ſeed 
had been more przdominant than the Fathers,when 
he begot them 3 which likewiſe happens after the 


 ſamemanner when the Fathers hath more force and 


vertue, Which may evince, that the Womens ſeed 
contributes aswell to the formation of the Infant 
as the Fathers. If they will not agree to a thing ſo 
common, let them make another refleQtion on the 
generation of certain Animals, which participate of 
the nature of the Male and Female (of which they 
are engendred) though of diftcrenc kind; as we 
daily ſee Aﬀſes and Mares produce by their coupling 
Mules, which are Animals of a middle nature reſem- 
bling both the one and the other, that produced 


them, We may then learn by this, that borh Seeds 


are neceflary for a true Conception, provided they 
be prolifick, that is, containing in them the Idea of 
all che parts of the body, and then the Womb being 
greedy of it, delights ur ſelf in it and cafily retains 
ic when received, elſe it ſoon afterwards rejets 

Il. 
| Irisnot abſolutely neceſſary,that both the Seeds 
be received and retained intire, without the loſs of 
ſome. part ; for, provided there be a moderate quan= 
tity of it, 'tis ſufficient': Nor muſt we imagin, that 
{though all of ir be not received into the Womb)- 
the Child, formed out of it, will want ſome limb, 
| as an arm, a leg, or other member, for want of ſufti. 
- cient matter : inaſmuch as the forming faculc j 1$ 
whole in every part of the Seed, of which cheleaft 
drop contains 3n it potencially the idea and form af 
| alt 
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all the parts, as we have lately made appear : but 
indeed when the Seeds are received bur in ſmall 
juantity,the Child may be the leſs & weaker for it} 
&, if either or both of them have not the requiſic 
ualiries 3 or, though well enough conditioned, if 
the Womb be imbued and tuft with 111 humours, 
as the menſtrues, whites, and other filth, or any 
other fault; it chen there be a conception, it will be 
contrary to Nature, and there will be ingendred 
falſe births, Moles, or dropfies of the Womb, mixed 
with ſome other ſtrange Foes which are very 
troubleſome to Women, till they void them. 

* Tt is therefore without cauſe, that many Women 
are blamed, when their children are born with red 
and livid ſpots,which very much disfigure the faces 
of fome of them : Ir is uſually ſaid ( but wichour 
reaſon) that this praceeds from the mothers longing 
to drink Wine; for, though fome have, by chance, 
been in effe&t harraſfled (as they aftirm) with theſe 
paſſionate deſires during their being with child, yet 
we mult not ſuperſtitiouſly believe (as many do ) 
that theſe ſpots are fo cauſed, bur rather from ſome 
6ther cauſe, which mult be ſearcht tor elſewhere ? 
And. that which makes it appear, it cannot pro- 
ceed from hence, 1s, that almoſt rhroughout all 1taly, 
where nothing but white wine is drunk, as alſo in 
eAnjou in France, I have ſeen divers perſons marked 
with theſe red ſpots: and in caſe it proceeded from 
their Mothers longing to drink Wine, they ought 
x0 pe white ſpots, or of an Amber colour, being che 
eolour of the wine of theſe Countries : but we ought

Feder to conclude that they are cauſed, from ſome 


Extravaſated blood, at the time the Infant is form. 


ed; which marks the skin, yet very cender with theſe 
_ ſpots, 
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ſpots, and colours it in whatſoever part it toucheth, 
much after the ſame manner as we ſee it marked 
with Gunpouder, or ſome waters producing the like 
efſet'when it is waſht and bathed with them. P 
will not however deny that the imagination hath a 
power to imprint on the body of the Infant, marks 
of this nature 5 but thar can only be when young 
with Child, and aoaye 9! at the very moment of 
conception z for when the Child is compleatly for- 
med, the imagination can in no wiſe 'change its firſt 
figure, and Women niuſt wean themſelves from theſe 
vain apprehenſions, which they ſay they have to 
ſuch things < every moment ) and ſerves ſome of 
them for a pretext to cover their hquoriſhneſs:

fix years old, and her firſt-born, whom ſhe loved 

with an extraordinary tenderneſs and paſſion) dyed 
in ſeven dayes of the ſmall Pox, all which time ſhe 
continned night and day by his bed fide tending 
him inall hs-geceſſicies, not ſuftering any otherto 

do'it, whatſotver defires were made to her, not to 
weary and trouble her ſelf,as ſhe did, for the Childs 
ſickneſs, alledging that in her preſent condition,ſhe 
oughr to be caretul of her ſelf, and not be the cauſe 
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of death to the Infant ſhe went with $ in finezat the 
end of ſeven dayes her Son;dyed, upon which the 
next day ſhe was delivered of me, who brought 
eftcQyely into the world with me .(ix or ſeven of 
the (mall Pox, Now it 1s certain, that it would be 
irrational to ſay; that I had then contracted theſe 
{mall Pox in my Mothers Womb, by her trong im- 
magination : But if I were asked whence they pro- 
ceeded ? I ſhould anſwer, that the contagious air 
ſhe breathed without diſcontiuuance; during the 
whole fickneſs of her deceaſed Son, had fo infeted 
the maſs of her blood, with which at that time I 
was nouriſhed, that I, rather than ſhe; eafily recei- 
ved the impreſſion of this contagion; becauſe of the

that to give and keep 15 not good : Þut it 1s not ſo 
in Conception ; for a Woman gives and caſts her 
Secq into her Womb, and there: rerains it. She 
may know whether ſhe retains the Seeds, if the per- 
ceives nothing flow down from " Womb after 
Copulation : The Woman ſome few months after 
erceives allo ſome {mall pain about her Navel, and 

lack lictle commotjons in the bottom of her Belly, 
cauſed by the Womb's cloſing it ſelf to retain the 
Seeds, and contracting it ſelf fo as to-leave no em- 
pty ſpace, the better to contain them, and embrace 
chem the cloſer. The light pain of the Navel comes 
from the Blader of the Urine (from the bottom of 
which proceeds the Hracha, which is faftened to 
che Nayel) which 1s a little agitated by that con+ 
traction and kind of motion that happens to the 
Womb, when it 1s cloſed to retain the Seeds, and 
from the ike agitation comes allo thoſe little com-. 
motions of the Belly. 

 Thgfe aretheſfigns of Conceptions, which may: 
be known at the moment they happen, aud may be 
yet more certainly known if you perceive the in- 
ward Orifice exactly, cloſe. Befides theſe figns, 
thereare others which cannot be known till ſome 
time after, as when the Woman begins to have 

| loathings, having no other Diſtemper, loſeth her

11 this doubtful caſe for very certain, which is, 
tn ventre plat enfant y az in aflat Belly there is 
a Child. Indeed there is rime in this proverb, and 
ſomeching of reaſon, but not as they imagin, that 
the Womb cloſing ir ſelf after Conception draws in 
4 manner the Belly inwards and flatten's it, which 
cannot be ; becauſe the Womb free and wavering, 
not faſtened forwards to the Belly, whereby to

the one is animated ſooner than the other ; which 


wee ſee the contrary, in that che Women are 


brought to Bed indiffterently both of Sons and 
Daughters at the ordinary terme of nine months, 
Lex us therefore ſay, thar rowards the fifth or ſixth 
week, as well Males as Females have all the parts 
of their body (though ſmall and very tender) en- 
tirely formed and figured, at which rime it 15 not 
longer than a finger, and from thence afterwards, 
which is our third time, the blood flowing every day 
more and more to the Womb (not by Intervals, as 
the Courſes, bur continually) it daily grows bigger 


.and tronger to the end of the ninth month, which 


is the full term of ordinary labour, Having expli- 
cated Conception and Generation, let us now con» 
fider great Bellics aud their differences,

fies of the Womb,  Falſe-Conceptions, Moles, or 
Membranes full of blood and corrupted ſeed ; for 
which reaſon they are called falſe great Bellies:

_ - already faid, otten cauſed by wind, which blows 


up and diſtends the Womb, and which Women

from the Fundament : ſometimes *cis nothing but 


water which is gathered there in ſuch abundance, 


as ſome Women have been ſeen to void a pail full 
without any Child ; though they verily believed

Chapter, who did not void it till the end of the 
tenth month, till when ſhe alwayes believed her 
(elf with Child, There are others who concave 
only fall. conceptions and Molcs, which may be 
known by the Infants difterent "motions, already 
mentioned, and by the Moles continuing in the 
Womb otren atter the ordinary time of labour, ſome 
Women having them a whole year, yea many 
years, according as thele Moles are more or leſs 
adhering to the inner parts of the Womb, and are 
there entertained and nouriſhed by the blood that 
ftlows thither. 

Moles alwayes proceed from ſome falfe-con- 
ceptions, Which continuing in the Womb, grow 
chere by the blood that flows to them, by the ac. 
cumulation of which they arc by little and little 
augmented : if the Womb expels it before two 
months, it's call'd a falſ-conception, & ſome are qn- 
ly but as it werethe Seed involved in a membrane, 
like that geniture which that Woman voided after 
fix or ſeven dayes, of whom Hippocrates ſpeaks in 
his Book, De »atard Puers. The others are a little 
more {old and fleſhy, rclembling in ſome ſort the 
Gizard of a Foil, and are greater or leſs, accordin 
eo the time they Ray in the Womb, and allo ac-' 
cording to the quantity of blood with which they 
are alwayesſoaked, Women'expel rheſe fall. con- 
ceptions ſooner or later, according as they cleave to 
the Womb,which makes them almoſt alwayes flood 
in great quantity at chole runes,

the top of my little Finger to enter into 1ts inward 
part,and yet wider towards the outward part ; but

ordinary tearm z If it be nor, that the Womb not? 
being capable of an extention beyond a certain de= 
gree, cannot bear its burden, bur a little while af- 
tet the reckoning is out; alchough there 'have been 
Women, as Hippocrates acknowledgeth, who have 
' ® gone ten or x 1.6 whole months with Child, 
#, which notwithſtanding 1s ſo much the more rare, by 
| how muchic exceeds its limics, Theſe things hap- 
|. penalſoto Women accorcling to the different dil- 
Y _ poſitions either of their whole body, or of their 
Womb alone, 'or as well according to their rule of 
living, and the greater or leſter exerciſe they uſe, 
and may likewiſe happen on the Childs part : for. 8 
by example, if at ſeven months he 1s fo big, that 
the Womb can no longer contain him, nor dilate it 
ſelf more without burſting, it is chen provoked by 
the 50 which this violent extencion caulerh, to 
diſcharge 1c ſelf of himz and fo hkewiſe mn the

'+due time. That which deceives them, nſually is, 
" their believing (as we have already ſaid) them 
{elves with Child from the time of the retention of 
their courſes, having had them during the two firſt 
© months of their pregnancy, yea and ſomerimes lon- 
2er; and others allo miſreckon themſelves, when 
their courſes are ſtopped two months before they 
conceive, It 1s allo eaſte to know that a Woman, 
though well regulated, cannot exactly know by the 
ſuppreſſion fingly, the certain time of her being 
with Child : for example, if ſhe lies with. her 
Husband upon the point of the coming down of 
her terms, and ſhe conceives upon 1t, then ſhe may 
make her reckoning from the time of cheir ſappreſſ1- 
on, which may be very near the crutch : burift ſhe 
concelves immedaiatly 'atrer. ſhe hath had them:

there is hardly a Midwife which will not boaſt her 
ſelf able ro reſolve ic ( incffe& it is eafier to guels, 
than to find the truth) for when ic happens,it 1s cer-

tainly rather by'chance, than by any knowledge or 
reaſon they could have to enable them to forerell 
It, But ſometimes one is ſo preſſed and importuned 
to give judgment, chiefly by Women who never 
had Children, and often by their Husbands, who

Gitls, as here it happencd, and doth every aay 1n 
the ſame: place; whereas 1n aii other places arc 
indiftcrently born both Boys and Girls. 

Others again believe the Males to be begotten

fince that time : nor needed he to ſuſpe& his Wife 
had the affiſtance of any other in that buſineſs, as ic 
very often happens in this Country, 
Such perſons as deſire to foretell before the Child 

be born, whether 1t will be Boy or Girl, douſu- 
ally adhere by complacency, to the defires of the 
big-bellied Woman and her Husband 1n this caſe 5 
for if the Midwife knows they deſire a Boy, ſhe 
will aflure them it will be a Boy, and ſwear to it 
alſo; And if they wiſh for a Girl (as it alſo hap- 
pens to ſome Women, who love Girls beſt ) they 
will fay it ſhall be a Girl, and lay wagers of it too. 
If this happens luckily according to her pronoſtick, 
ſhe will not be backwards to affirm ſhe knew it ve- 
ry well : but when 1t happers contrary to her 
prediction, ſhe makes her ſelt reputed ignorant and 
preſumptuous, and remains aſhamed. 
For my part I ſhould do quite otherwiſe : for 
knowing beforchand the defires of the perſons, I 
ſhould give my advice alwayes quite contrary to 
them ; becanſe if ic happen to be true (althouglt 
by chance) what was foretold, they will then gon- 
clude me to be knowing, and to have ſaid well: 
and if otherwiſe (which may be once in twice) the 
Woman and her Husband obtaining what they de- 
fired, will not take ſo much notice of ir, becauſe

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| one alwayes receives with a good welcom what 
they defire, though unhoped for. 
Having ſhewed that it 1s impoſſible to know

Now to the end ſhe may maintain her ſelf in 
00d health, as much as can be in that condition, 
which alwayes keeps 'a middle ſtare, ler her obſerve 
a good dyet, ſuitable to her temperament, cuſtom, 
condition and quality, which the right uſe of all 
the ſix non-natural doth effect. 

The Air, where ſhe ordinarily dwells, ought ta 
be well temper'd in all its qualicies : if it be not 
fo naturally, i: muſt be corre&ted as much as may 
be by different means ; ſhe muſt avoid that which 
1s too hot, becauſe ir often cauſeth,by dillipating too 
much the humours and ſpirits, many weakneſſes to 
Women with Child, & particularly alſo that w hich 
1s too cold and foggy 3 ior, cauſing great Rhumes 
and diſtillacions upon the lungs, it excitech a cough, 
which by its ſudden and imperuous moffons, forcing 
downwards, may make the Woman miſcarry, She 
ought not to dwell in narrow Lanes very dirty, nor 
neat'common Dunghils, For ſome Women are ſo 
mice, thar the ſtink of a Candle not well extinguiſh, 
is enough to bring them before their time, as Lie- 
bant aſſures us he himſelf had ſeen : which likewiſe 
may be cauſed, if not ſooner, by the fmelI of Char- 


coal, as hapned once to a Laundreſs, whofn TI knew, 


hat miſcarricd the fourth month 3'being in Ran 
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' - Haſte to finiſh ſome Linen on a Saturday night, ſhe 
had not patience to .kindle the Charcoa 


in the 
Chimney, but in the Room in a Chafingdiſh,which 
flew up into her head, and made her miſcarry the 
ſame night, and in danger of dying, Let the Wo- 
man therefore endeavour, as much as her convent- 
ence will permit, to live in an Air tree trom theſe

InNCONVENIENCIES. | 
The greateſt part of Women with Child have 

ſo great loathings, and ſo many different Iongings, 

and ſtrong paſſions for ſtrange things , that it is 


very difficult to preſcribe an exa&t dyet for them : 


bur I ſhall adviſe them in this caſe. to follow the 
Opinion of Hippocrates, in his 38th Aphoriſm, 2% 
Book, where he ſaith, Paulo deterior & potus Of cr- 
bus, ſwavier tamen, melioribus quidem, [ed 1inſuavit- 
ribas, preferendey. Meat and Drink though not fo 
wholſome, if it be bur pleaſant, is to be preferred 
before that which is wholſom, if not ſo pleaſany: 
which in my opinion 1s the rule they ought to ob- 
ſerve, provided what they long for, 15 commonly 
uſed for dyer, and not firange and excraordinary 
things's and: that they have a care of exceſs, If 
the Woman be not troubled with theſe Joathings, 
tet her then uſe ſuch a'dyet, which: breeds good 
juyce, and in quantity ſufficient for her and her 
Child : her appetite may regulate that.” She muſt 
not-then faſt nor be abſtemious, becauſe overheating 
the Mothers blood thereby, renders it unfit co nou- 
riſh the Child, which ought to be ſweer and nuld, 
and makes it tender and weak, or conf{traivs 1t to 
come before its time; to fearch what 1s fit for it elſe- 
where: ſhe muſk not cat too much at a time, and 
chietly be nights, becauſe the Womb by its extenc 
er Sin ad ie rolleſſing 
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poſſeſſing a great part of the belly , hinders the 
ſtomach from containing much , which cauſerh 
thereby a difticulty of breathing, becauſe it com- 
preſſeth the D:apbragma, which as then hath noc 
an intire liherty to be moved, Wherefore let, her 
rather cata little and often ;. let her bread be pure 
Wheat, well baked and white, as is that of Go- 
welſe at Parts, or the likez and not courſe houſe 
hold Bread or Bisket, which ſwells up che ſtomach, 
nor any other of the like nature thar's very ſtufhng. 
Ler' her cat good nouriſhing meat, as are the ten- 
dereſt parts of Beef and Mutton, Veal, Fowl ; as fat 
Pullers,Capons,Pidgeons and Partridge, either roaſt 
or boyled as ſhe likes beſt ; freſh Egs are alſo good : 
And becauſe big-bellied Women have never good 
blood,let her pur into her Broths thoſe herbs which 
purifie it, as Sorrel, Letrice, Succory, and Borrage'z 
ſhe muſt avoid hor-ſeaſoned Pyes and baked Mears, 
and eſpecially Cruſt, becauſe being hard of digeſti- 
on, it extreamly overchargeth the ſtomach : If ſhe 
hath a mind to Fiſh, ler it be new, and not ſalted ; 
Fiſh of Rivers and running ſtreams, foraſmuch as 
Pond-Fiſh tafts of mud, and breeds ill juyce. Bur 
if big-bellied Women cannot abſolutely refrain thar 
extravagant longings, 1t is berter ( as-we have al» 
ready faid ) to ſuffer them to deviate a little from 
this rule of dyet ( provided it be moderate) than 
too much to oppoſe their appetites. They may drink 
at their meals a liccle good old Wine well temper'd 
with Water, and rather Claret than White-wine z 
which will help make a good digeſtion, and.com- 


fort- the ſtomach, - which is alwayes weak during

efore, ler them, accuſtom themſelves to ic by dee 
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Pregnancy 3 and if they were not uſed to, drink-it 
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grees; and as well in drinking as cating, = faſt 
fhun all things hot and diureQtick, becauſe they 
provoke the courſes, which 1s very prejudicial to 
the Child. 
By moderate ſleep, all the natural funCtions of 
a Woman are fortified, and particularly the con- 
coction of food in the Rtomach, which then is very 
{ubjeR to loathings and voritings. We ſay, it mutt 
be moderate 3 becauſe, as exceſſive watchings diflt- 
| pare the Spirits, ſo too much ſleep choak them. Ler 
s Ctherefore Women with Child fleep nine or ten hours 
atleaſt in four and wwenty, and twelve at moſt; 
and let it be rather in the night-time, as moſt fic 
for reſt, than in the day, as perſons of quality are 
accuſtoined, who frequenting the Court,ordinarily 
urn night into day. However they who have got. 
ten this il] habir, had better continue ir than change 
roo ſuddenly, becauſe this cuſtom is become natural 
to them, 
For what reſpects exerciſe and reſt,let them govern 
themſelves according to the difterent time of their 
| beingwith Chuldz for ac the beginning of the con. 
;  _  ception (if the Woman perceives it) ſhe ought (if 
| ſhe can) to keep her bed, ar leaſt rill che fifth or 
|| ſixth day, and by no means to uſe copulation all 
the cime z foraſmuch as the Seeds being not yer c0- 
vered with the membrane, which is formed in that 
time (as we have ſaid already) are in the beginning, 
- by the agitation of the body, very apt in ſome per- 
ſons to {lip forth. She ought neither co go in 
Coach, Chariot or Waggon , nor on Horſeback, 
whilſt with Child; and much leſs the nearer ſhe 
| comes to her time: becauſe this kind of exerciſe 
doubles the weight of what is contained in the

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Womb,by the jolts ſhe receives, and often makes her 
miſcarry :, But ſhe may walk gently, g0 in a Sedan 
ar Litter ; She ogght-neither to carry or lift heavy 
burdens, nor lift up her arms too high : and there. 
forethe oughr not to dreſs her own head, as the 
uſed: to do, becauſe it cannot :be done: wiekivue: 
Rrecching her arms too much above her head, which? 
hath: cauſed many to,miſcarry before their time's; 
becauſe the ligaments of the Womb: are at ones 
loofned by theſe violent extenſions. . Let her ex6r-. 
ce be gentlewalking , and the'heels'of her ſhoes: 
low-z becauſe! Women cannot; for . the bignels. of 
their bellies, ſee their feet; and ſo are .ſubject-ro. 
Kumble and fall : In ſhore, the. muſt govern her. 
ſelf 1n theſe-exerctſes,rather to err in; too phtes = reſt;: 
than in too muchtexerciſez for the danger is greater 
by immoderate motion, than incoo much reſt. - bc

cauſed the death of many Women and Children,

Some Women have miſcarried only with the noiſ 
of a Cannon; as alſo with the ſound of a great Bell; 
þut eſpecially with a clap of Thunder, when of a 
ſudden it ſurpriſeth them, and frizhts them, 
Big-bellied Women are ſometimes ſubje& to be 


toſtive, becauſe the Womb by its weight preſſing 


the Reflum; hinders the Belly from diſcharging its 
excrernents with edſe, They that are troubled with 
this inconyemience tmiay uſe Damask-Prunes ſtewed, 
Veal-Broth, and Herb-Pottage, with which they 
may gently moiſten and loofen the Belly. If theſe 
things are not ſufficient, they may give her gentle 
ClyKers of Mallows, Marſh-mallows, Pellitory ah4 
Anife-ſeeds, with two vunces of brown Sugar 
diflolved in it, adding a little Oyt of Violers, or 
elſe a DecoRtion made with a handful of Bran, two 


ounces of Honey of Violets, and a piece of freth 


Butter ; or any other as occaſion might require : 
bur there muſt be great care taken chat no ſharp 
Clyſters be given her to this purpoſez nor other 
Drugs to cauſe a looſneſs, or too great an evacoa-

ſhe miſcarriesz and the rather, if ſhe be far gone. 
This Aphoriſm mult not prohibit us the uſe of bleed- 
ing when the caſe requires, but only warns us to 
uſe ic with great prudence; foraſmuch as ſome 
Women want bleeding three or four times, yea, 
and ofcner ſometimes, whilſt they are with Child, 
| When twice may be fufficienc to others : For as there 
have been ſome that haye been blooded nine or ter 
times for diſeaſes during their pregnancy, and yer 
60 on with their Infant to their full account ,* ſo 
others have miſcarried by bleeding bur once a little 
too copiouſly, as in this Aphoriſm ſpeaks Hyppocra= 
tzs, Now fince all are not of the ſame nature, 
they mult not be all governed after che ſame man- 
ner, nor believe that it is neceſſary to bleed all 
big-bellied Women ; one may judge of the necef- 
firy according as they are more or leſs ſanguine. It 
1s the ſame in purging; which ought to be'prudent. 
ly adminiftred as well as bleeding, according to the 
exigency of the caſe, uſing alwayes gentle and be- 
nign remedies when they are neceſſary ; as Caſſia, - 
Rhubarb, Manna, with the weight of a dram or rw, 
at moſt of good Senna.

Omiting, with the ſuppreſſion of the Terms; 
is for the moſt part the firſt Accident which - 
happens to Women, and the means by which they 
themſclves perceive their pregnancy. It is not al- 
wayes cauſcd, as js believed, from 11] humours col- 
lected in the ſtomach, becauſe of this ſtoppage of 
their Courſes : theſe corrupted hnmours & often 
cauſe, a depraved appetite 1n pregnant Women, 
when either they flow thither, or are there:engen- 
dred 3 but not this Vomiting which happens im. 
mediately after Conception, and which comes by 
facceſſion : 1t cannot be meant of thoſe which are 
therc afterwards corrupted ; but theſe firſt Vomit. 
Kings proceed from the fympathy berween the Sto- 
Each and the Womb, becauſe of the ſimijitude of 
2 their ſubſtance, and by means, of the Nerves in- 
ferred 1n the upper orifice of the Stomach, which 
haye communication by continuity with thoſe thac 

paſs to the Womb, being poxtions of the ſixth pair 

of thoſe of the Brain, Now the Womb, which 
hath a very exquiſite ſenſe, becauſe of its mem- 
branous compoſiyon y beginning to wax bigger,

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feels Come pain, which being at the ſame time com- 
municated by this continuity of Nerves to the upper 
orifice of the Stomach, caule there theſe nauleatings 
9 and vomitings which ordinarily happen, And to 
prove thac it 1s thus 1n the beginning, and not by 
precended Il humours, appears, in that many Wo. 
men vomit fram the firſt day of their being with 
Child, who were in pertect health before they con 
ceived, ar which time the ſuppreſſion af the Terms 
could not cauſe this Accident, which proceederh 
from this ſympathy in the very ſame manner 3 as we 
ſee thoſe that are wounded 1n the Head and Bowels, 
and that have the Stone-Cholick,are troubled with 
Loaathings and Vomitings, and yet have no cor. 
rupt humours in the ſtomach. Loathings and Vo. 
mitings, which are motions of the Komach con- 
trary to nature, happen to big-bellied Women from

defire to vomit, and a motion by which the. Sco- 
mach 15 raiſed cowards the upper orifice, without 
caſting up any thing, And Vomiting is another 
more vialent endeavour, by which 1c caſts forth of

capacity, In the beginning Vomiting 1s but a 
ſingle ſymptom nor.to be-teared ; but concinuing a. 
long time, it weakens the ſtomach very much, and 
hindring digeſtion,corrupts the food inſtead of cone. 
cacting it, whence afterwards are engendred thoſe ill 
humours, which need purging, Thele Vomirings 
ordinarily continue to the third or fourth month ot 
beihg wich Child, which is the time the Child ap- 
pears' manifeſtly to quicken 1n, after which it begins 
ra ceaſe, and Women $0 xecover the appecice they | 7 
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had loft during their being young with Child ; 

becauſe the Infant growing ſtronger and bigger, 
havino need of more nouriſhment, conſumes abun- 
dance of humovrs, which hinders the flowing of 
ſo much ſuperfluiry to the ſtomach 3; beſides,at tlte 
time the Womb js by deprees accuſtomed tO exten. 
tion : It.conrinues 1n ſome nll they are delivered,

To hinder this Vomiting from afflifting the. 
Woman 'much or long ( it being very difficult 'to 


binder It quite ) ler her We good food, ſuch as 15- 
| ſpecified 
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ſpecified before in the Rules of:Diet z, Þut little at a 
time,that the tomach may conrain 1t without pain, 
and not be conſtrained to vomit 1t up, as it muſt 
when they take too much, becauſe the big. belly 
hinders the free extenfion of it; and for to comfort 
and ſtrengthen ir ( being alwayes weak ) ler her 
ſeaſon her meat with the Juice of Orenges, L-m- 
mons, Pomegranets, or a little Verjace or Roſe-Vi1- 
negar, according to her appetite, She may take 
likewiſe a Deco&tion made of French--Barley- 
flower, or good Whear-flower, having dryed the 
Hower a little before in an Oven, mixing the yolk 
of an Egg with it, which 1s very nouriſhing and 
of eafie digeſtion : ſhe may hikewiſe eat afcer 'her 
eeals a little Marmalade of Quinces, or the Jelly 
of Goosberries ; ler her Drink be good old Wine, 
rather Claret than White, being well mixed with 
good running Fountain-Water, and not that which 
hath been long kept in Ciſterns, as 15 moit of the 
Warter of our Fountains of Pars, which acquire 
by thar ſtay an evil quality : Tf ſhe cannot get tuch 
freſh Waters, let her rather nſc River-Warer taken 
up in' a place free from filch, in which ſhe may 
ſ»merimes quench hor Iron : Above all, ler her for- 
bear all far Meats and Sauces; for they extreamly 
moiſten and ſoften the Membranes of the Scomach, 
which are already weak enough, and relaxed by 
the Vomitings, as alſo all ſweet and ſugered Sau- 
ces, which are not convenient for her, but rather 
ſuch as are a little ſharp, wich whuch it is delighted 
and comforted.

here (o faſt, muſt be purged away by Stool, to eftect 
which they need a Diſlolvenrt, which may be a gentle 
Purge, made by infuſing half a dram of Rhubarb, 
a dram or two at moſt of good Senna, and an ounce 
of Syrup of Succory; which Purge dillolves the hu- 
mours, and in evacuating them, comforts the parts : 
Or, it may be made with young Mallows, Caſſia 
Tamarinds, orar: :y other gentle Purgers, according 
as the caſe requires, alwayes adding a hetle Rhu- 
arb, or compound Syrup of Succory : ; obſerving 
likewiſe what humours ought to be purged : For, 
as (ONT es ſaith, 1n the 12th Aphoriſm of his 
firſt Section, Is perturbatiovibu ventris, & vom- 
$:bus ſponte reementibay; fi quiderms qualia oportet 
purgart, pur gentur, confert & facile ferunt + ſin'mi- 
284 contra, (Fc. In perturbaiions and dejections of 
the Belly, and in ſpontaneous Vomitings, if the 
matter be purg'd away, which ought to be, the Pa» 
ticnt finds eaſe and comfort : if nor, the contrary, 
Therefore we are to confider, that it is not enough 
to purge, unleſs we evacuate the peccant humours z 
for otherwiſe purging more weakens the Stomach, 
which it would not if it were well ordered, and 
convenient to evacuate the-vicious humour, If 
once be not ſufficient, 1t may be repeated, giving \ 
the Woman ſome few dayes reſpit between both 3 if | 
the Vomiting continues daily, almoſt winkole: IN. | 
termiltion, - although the Woman: obſerves a.good — {| 
dyct, 5d aſter thar ſhe hath been reaſonably well 
purged, we '6 mal reſt there, cl} lomething worle 
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happen, of which we may incur the blame z for ſhe 
is then 1n great danger of miſcarrying : and when 


the Hiccough takes them through emptinels, pro- 


ceeding from too much evacuation, cauſed by theſe 
co:mual yomutings , 1t 1s very bad, as the third 
Aphorin ot the ſecond Book teacheth us, A Voms-

Som: adviſe, that after all theſe things have been 
tryed 111 vain, great Cupping-glaties ſhould be ap= 
plyed to the region of the ſtomach, to keep it firm in 
ts place : but | believe 1t to be a Chip in Potrage, 
which doth neither good nor hurt; becauſe the {tos 
mach 1s looſe, and no wayes adhering to this upper 
part of the belly : but fince theſe Vomitings cool it, 
and daily weaken it, 1 ihould adviſe a big-bellied 
Woman to wear in the Winter, upon 1ts region, a 
good piece of warm Serge, or ſoft Lambskin, which 
would a little warm thole parts, and help digeſtion, 
which 1s alwayes weak, The J[trahans have a Cu 
Rom, which is not bad 3 they wear to the ſame pur.

Of Pains of the Back, Reins, and Hips. 


LL theſe Accidents are but the effefts of the 
dilatation of the Womb, and the compreſ- 
fion it makes by its greatneſs and weight on the 
neighbouring parts z which are much greater che 
firſt cime the Woman is with Child than after- 
wards, when the Womb only receives the ſame di- 
men{ions it had already before : bur when it hath 
not yet been dilated, it 1s more ſenſible of this ex- 
tention, and the higaments, which hold it in 1ts na- 
tural ſciruation, ſutfter a greater ſtreſs in the firit 

regnaucy , having never before been forced to 
k/"8 co anſwer the extent of the Womb, than 
in the following Great-Bcllies, ro which 1t obeys 
more eahily the fecond time, Er 

\ { Theſe ligaments, as well round as large, cauſe | 
theſe pains, being much ſtrained and drawn by 
the bigneſs and weight of the Womb, which con- 
tains a Child, to wit, the large ones, thoſe - of the 
back and loyns, which anſwer to the reins, becauſe 
theſe two ligaments are trongly faſtened-rowards 

theſe parts z the round ones cauſe thoſe of the groins, 

ſhare, and thighs, where they rerminate, They « 

are ſomerimes fo violently extended by this extream 

bigneſs and great weight of the Womb , eſpecially 

ef the firſt Child. ( as I ſaid before ) that they are 

lacerated and torn, being not able to yeeld of 

ſtretch any farcher, and chiefly if the Woman in 

that condigon makes a falle ſtep, which cauſeth in 
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them almoſt infupportable pains, and other worſe 
accidents; as it happened two years ſince to a near 
Kinſwoman ot mine, who being fix months gone, 
or thercabours, of her firſt Child, felr the like af 
ter ſhe had ſtumbled, and perceived at the ſame mo- 
went ſomething crack in her Belly towards the re- 
g10n of the Reins and Loins, which was one of thele 
large ligaments, with a kind of noiſe, by the fudden 
jolt ſhe received. At the ſame inſtant ſhe {clt ex- 
tream pains in her Reins and Loins, and all the one 
lide of her Belly, which made her immediately vo- 
mit very often with much violence, and the next 
day ſhe was: taken with a great continued Feaver, 
which laſted ſeven or eight dayes, without being 
able to ſleep or. reſt one hour, all which time ſhe 
continued to yomt all ſhe rook, with a ſtrong and 
frequent Hiccough, having alſo great pains, which 
ſcemed as if they would haſten her Leon which 
(tor her lake) I was very apprehenſive of, as alſo of 
her death : bur with the kclp.ot God, having pur 
her immediatly*to bed, where the continued twelye-: 
whole dayes, in which time I bled her thrice in 
her Arm on ſeveral dayes, and made her take at 
two ſeveral times a ſmall grain of Laudanum in the 
yolk of an Egg, a lictle ro eaſe her violent pains by 
giving her reſt, alwayes ordering her from tint ro 
time good {trengthning Cordials ; all thele ſymp. 


toms, w hich at firſt ſeemed deſpeyafe, ceaſed by litrle 


and lictle, and ſhe wear on her tull time, when ſhe 
was happily delivered of a Son, which lived fifteen 
months notwithſtanding all thoſe miſchievous acci- 
dents ſhe met with, which were enough to have 
Kill'd half a dozen others : bur God ſometimes 1s 
pleaſed to work Miracles by Nature, _—

- This Hiſtory informs us (I think) very well how 
theſe Pains of the Loins, Back, and Reins come; - 
and the pregnant Womb cauſech allo thoſe of the 
Hips by its ercatnels and weight, in compreſſing 
them, and bearing too much upon them, Thege 1s 
nothing will eaſe all theſe forts of Pains betrer,than 


to reſt in Bed, and bleed in the Arm, if there were | 
any great extenſion. or rupture of any ligament of |

A S ſoon as a Woman conceives, her Tearms 
& > wanting the ordinary evacuation, the paſlages 
being (opt, and the Woman breeding daily blood, 
there is a-neceſſity, ſhe conſuming but little whulſk 
young with Child, the fewir being; yer very little 
alſo, that the veſſels which are too full, ſhould diſ- 
gorge part, as it doth" upon the patts, diſpoſed. to 
receive it, ſuch as are the kernels; and,,glatduloys 
parts, eſpecially the Breaſts, which imbibe and're-. 
ceive a great quantity of is, which filling and 6t- 
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treamly ſwelling them, cauſeth this Pain in them, 
which Women feel when they are with Child, aid 
happens alſo to thoſe whoſe Terms are only ſuppreſ- 
ſed. Iu 

In the beginning we ought to Icave the whole 
work to Nature, and the Woman muſt orly have 
a care ſhe receives no blows upon thoſe parts, which 
are then very tender, nor be ftrazght laced with her 
Bodies, or other ſtiff Waſtcoats, that might bruiſe 
and ' wound her; upon which follow Inflamations 
and :Abſceſs: But after the third or fourth month of 
going with Child , the blood being ſtill ſent to the 
Breaſts in great abundance, *tis much better to eva- 
cuate it by bleeding in th'Arm, than to turn or drive 
ic back on ſome other part of the Body by repercuſ- 
hve or aſtringent Medicines ; becaule it cannot flow 
ro any part, where it can do lefs hurt, than 1n 
theſe, Wherefore 1 ſhould rather preter the Wo. 
man being very plethorick, to evacuation, by bleed- 


ing in the Arm, than any other way , becauſe of 


| ſhunning thereby the Accident , of which ſpeaks

"He ſeltuation of the Bladder; which is placed 

juſt upon the Womb, )s ſufficient to inflruct us . 
wherefore pregnant Women are ſomerimes troubled 
wich difficulcy of urine, and the reafon why they 
cannot often hinder, nor ſcarce retain their water z 
which is cauſed ewo wayes: x. Becauſe the Womb 
wich Child by its bigneſs and weight comprefleth 
the Bladder, 6 that it 15 hindred from having its 
ordinary excenſion, and ſo incapable of containing 
a reaſonable quantity of urine: Which is the caule_ 
that the bigger the Woman grows, and the nearer 
her time ſhe approaches, the oftner the is compelled 
to make water, which for that reaſon they cannor 
keep. 2, If the wei ghty burden of the Womb doth 
very much compreſs the bottom of the Bladder, ir 
forceth the Women to make water every moment : 
but contrarily, if the neck of it be preſled,it is filled 
ſo extreamly with urine, which ſtayes : there with 
great pain, being not able to expel it, foraſmuch as 
the Sphincter, becauſe of this compreſſion, cannot be 
opened to ler it out, Sometimes alſo the urine by 
- Ut$acrumony excites the Bladder very ofcen by prick- 
ing it, to diſcharge ic ſelf; and ſometimes by its 
heat ir makes an inlamation in the neck of the Blad- 
der, which cauſcth its ſuppreſſion. It may be like- 
wiſe that this Accident is cauſed by ſome Stone con- 
EL in zthe | agders 5 then che pains of icare al- 
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moſt inſupportable, and much more dangerous t o 
Woman with Child, than to one that' 1s not ; be. 
cauſe the Womb by its ſwelling cauleth perpetually 
the ſtone to preſs againſt the Bladder ; and fomuch 
the violenter are theſe pains, as the ſtone is greater, 
or the figure of it unequal and tharp, 


Ic is of great conſequence to hinder theſe violent 


and frequent endeavours of a big-bellied Woman 
to make water, and to remedy 1t, 1t poſſible, both 
in one and the other indiſpofitions 5 becauſe by long 
- continuance of alwayes forcing downwards to make 


water,. the Womb is looſned and bears very much 
down, and ſometimes 1s forced (the inconvenience 
not ceaſing ) to diſcharge it ſelf of its burden be- 
fore the ordinary time, This 1s that ſhould be en- 
deavoured to be hindred , having reſpe& to the 
difterent cauſes of the diftemper 5 as when it comes 
from the bigneſs and weight of the Womb, preſſing 
the Bladder, as it 15 for the moſt part : the Woman 
may remedy -it, and eafe her elf, 1f when ſhe 
would make water, ſhe lift up with both her hands 
the bottom of her belly : ſhe may wear a large 


| Swaith accommodated to this uſe, which will bear it 


up if there be occaſion and hinder it from bearing 
roo much upon the Bladder ; or, to do better, ſhe 
may keep her Bed. 

If it be the acrimony of the nrine that makes the 
inflammation on the neck of che Bladder, it may be 


 appeaſed by a regular cooling dyer, drinking only 


Ptiſan, and forbearing the uſe of Wine, and all forts 
of Purgations, becauſe they ſend che filth of the 
whole body to the part afteSted, and by cheir heat 


do yet more augment the acrimony and inflamma- 
tion; bus the will-do well to uſe, mornings and 


; eYenmes, 
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eyenings, Emulſions made with the cold. Steds; or 
Whey mixt with Syrup of Violets. This Remedy 
Is proper, by.refreſhing gently, to cleanſe the: urina- 
Ty paſſages, without prejudicing either the Mother 
or Infant. If the inflammation and acrimony of 
the Urine be.not removed by this Rule of Dyet, 
they may [et-her blood a little in the Arm, to pre- 
vent, any ill accident that may happen : they may 
bkewiſe bath her outward entry of the neck of her 
Bladder wich a Deco&tion of emolligent and cooling 
Herbs, as the leaves of Mallows, Marſh-mallows; 
Pellitory, and Violets, with a little Linſeed, which 
being viſcous, will help the conduit of the Urine to 
dilate it ſelf the eafier ; there may be alſo InjeRions 
given into the Bladder of the ſame Decoction, to 
which may be added Honey of Violets, or elſe of 
Iukewarm Milk. _ <5 6 1 Rs 
But if the Woman, notwithſtanding ſhe obſetves 
theſe Directions, cannot make water, recourſe muſt 
be had to the laſt remedy,which is, to draw it forch 
by a Catheter, repreſented and marked with the 
Letter M inthe Table of Inſtruments, ar the end 
of the ſecond Book, which being anointed with 
Oyl Qlive,, or ſweet Almonds, having firſt lifred up 
and thruſted the Belly a little upwards, muſt be 
gently introduced by the urinary paſſages into the 
yery hollow of the Bladder, and then the Urine 
will immediately paſs aways which being finiſhed; 
the Catheter muſt be taken forth, and it the ſup. 
preſſion continues, it may be uſed again 1n the ſame 
manhter until the accident quite leave her, and then 
they may try whether ſhe can urine naturally, If

YA 2es whoſe Children lie low, are oftenet 
- troubled with diſticulty of Urine (as we 
have mentioned 1n the foregoing Chapter) than they 
whoſe Chi]dreu lie higher, who ate indeed exemyt- 
ed from this and the hike 1nc Wyentence, bur are thei 
more {aubjc& to a Cough and Uillicalty of breathung 
than the former, 

A Cough, if violent, as fomerimes, even to vo- 
miting , 15 one of ' the moſt F AR 15 Accrgents, 
which contributes to Abartioa, becauſe it 15 an ele 
lay by which the Lupgs endeayour to calt forth of 
F ts 
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the Breaſt thac which offends them, by a compreſſt. 
on of all its Muſcles, which pretiing all the incloſed 
air inwards, with which the Lungs are much ex. 
tended, thruſts alſo by the ſame means with a ſud- 
den violence the D:aphragma downwards,and con- 
ſequently all the parts of the lower Belly, bur par- 
ticularly the Womb of the pregnant Woman, 
which accident continuing long and violent, often 
cauſeth her to come before her time, 
This Cough proceeds ſometimes from. ſharp and 
biting rkeumes, which diſtill from the brain upon 
the ſharp Artery and the Lungs, and ſometimes 
fron a blood of the like nature, which flowes from 
the whole havit towards the Breaſt, upon the ſup- 
preſſion of the Terms ; as alſo from having breathed 
11 too cold anair, which irritates the parts, and 
excices them to move in that manner ; bur being be. - 
2un by theie cauſes, 1t 1s very often augmented by” 
the compretiion the Womb of the pregnant Wo. 
man makes upon the Diaphragma, which cannot 
have its free liberty in thoſe that bear their Chil- 
dren high, becauſe by 1ts great extenfion 1t bears u 
almoſt all che parts of the lower Belly cowards the 
Breaſt, and principally the Stomach and Liver, 
forcing thcm againſt the Diaphragma, which is 
thereb ; compreſled, as we have ſaid. 

- Thus may be remedied by the Womans obſer 
ving a good dier ſomething cooling : if fharp hu= 
mours cauſe it, avoiding all meats ſalted, ſpiced, or 
hautgouſt , the muſt forbeaz ſharp things, as Oren- 
ges, Citrons, Pomgranats, Vinegar, and others of 
che like nature, becauſe they yet more and more b 
their pricxing quality excite the Cough: but ſhe 
may make wie ot Leninves and, ſuch as ſweetenthe 
paſſages, 
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paſſageszas juice of Liquoriſh, Sugarcandy, andy 
rup of Violets, or Mulberries, of which they may 
mix ſome ſpoonfuls with a Pryſay made with [uju. 
bes, Sebeſtens, Raiſons of the Sun and French. Barly, 
alwayes adding a lutle Liquotiſh to it ; Ir may nor 
likewiſe be amiſs to turn the abundance of theſe hu- 
mours, and draw them downwards by ſome gentle 
Clyſter, It this regimen prevails nothing, and thar 
thete appears ſigns of fulneſs of blood, it will be 
necellary,at whatſoever cime it be of her going with 
Child, to bleed her in the Arm, and though this 
remedy be not uſually practiſed when they are 
young with Child, yer in this caſe ic muſt : tor a 
continual Cough 1s much more dangerous than mo= 
derate bleedihg. It the Cough comes of cold, ler 
her be kept 1n a cloſe Chamber with a Napxin three 
or four timcs double about her Neck, or a Lamb- 
ſkin, that it may keep her warn 3 and going to bed 
let her take three or four ſpoontuls oi Syrup of burnt 
Wine, which is very pectoral, and cauſeth a good 
digeſtion, if ir be made 1n the foliowing manner : 
Take half a pinr of good Wine, two drams of 
$00d Cinamon bruiſed, half a dozen Cloves, with 
four ounces of Sygar z put them together in a Sil- 
ver Porenger, and cauſe them to boil upon a Chafin- 
dith of coals, burn it; and afterwards hol it to the 
conhiltence of a Syrup, which let the Woman take 
at night, an hour or tio after a light ſupper.

ly cloſed during Pregnancy ) 1s forced to flow back 
into the whole habit, and chicfly ypon the neigh- 
bouring parts of the Womb, and cauſeth in many 
the Hemorrhoids both internal and external, All 
the ſeveral ſorts &f them, which we ſhall nor de- 
{cribe, may as well happen to them ar this, time as ac 
anothet .; bur we will only ſpeax.ot that ſort which 
1s cauſed by pregnancy, becauſe qur deſign 1s only 
to make known ſome, particulars, oi. the maladies 

Women are in this condition ſubject ro. F 
_ Hemorrhoids are tumours and paintul inflamma- 
tions, ingendred by a flux of hunours upon the ex. 
tremicies of the Hemorrhoid Veins and Arteries, 
and.are cauſed in great-bellzied Women by the @- 
Þundance of Blood which is caſt-upon theſe parts, 
becauſe the body. at - this time 15 not purged of its | 

ſuperfluicies, as-1t, was;accuſtomed before ; Lt 18 like- 
wiſe very. ofcen cauſed. by the great endeavours that 
'Women ſometimes make to go to itool when they 
are coſtiye ; becauſe the Womb being placed upon 
the Refum, hinders by prefling 1c, the excrements 
contained in it from being eafily extruded ; and by 
theſe endeqvourgthe Blood, which 1s 1n the neigh- 
bouring Velkcls; being likewiſe expreiled, fw FOTO 
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blows up their extremities, upon which comes theſe 
painful inflamations, calld Hemorrhoids, of which 
Jome are internal, ſome external, ſome ſmall and 
: with little or no pain, and ſome extreamly bis and }_ 
painful. This may ſufhice for their general differen- 1: 
ces, without coming to their particulars, - which 

would require a more ample explication, 

If they are ſmall and without pain, either inter- 
nal or external, it 1s eafie enough to prevent their 
farther growth, by Remedies, which hinder and 
curn the flux from thoſe parts : but there 1s more 
reaſon to cure the great and painful ones, by - | 
eaſing firſt the great pain, for as long as that con. {| 
tiaues the Flux is ever augmented. To this purpoſe, 1 | - 
if the big-bellied Woman have in the reſt of her bo. | 
dy other ſigns of repletion, ſhe may ſafely be once; = 
blocd in the Arm, and ſometimes (if there be great 
necel{ity) twice, for to turn away the humours, and 
to evacuate the fulneſs, by which the pain will like- 
wile be appeaſed : It the groſs excrements retained 
in the right Gur be the cauſe of it, and that ſhe he 
coſtive, ler her take an emolhient Clyſter of the De-

to draw and empty the Blood there gathered ; or 


they may be opened with a Lancer, if ſoft, orany 


kind of inundation : bur Leeches 1s more proper 
for hard Piles, and as it were fleſhy, becauſe they 
do not put one to fo much pain as the Lancet : Al. 
though ſome men by the help of theſe Piles, have

When this Flux of the Belly happens to a big- 
bellied Woman, it 15 ordinarily, becauſe they have 
alwayes the digeſtion of their ſtomach weak, by 
reaſon of their bad dyet, which their ſtrange appe= 
tites cauſe them often to Tong for : by the continual 
uſe of which being at length weakned, it ſuffers the 
food to paſs immediately withour digeſtion ; or it 1t 
Itay longer, 1t 18 converted into a corrupted Chyle; 
which deſcending into the Guts, irritates them by 
ts acrimony to diſcharge themſelves as ſoon as they ' 
can, | 
: Now to proceed ſafely to the cure of theſe diffe. 
rent Fluxesof the Belly (to which *cs fit care ſhould 
be taken in good time, lelt the Woman miſcarry, as 
we have already ſaid) the nature of it muſt be con= 
ſidered, to the end the cauſe, which maintains ic, 
ſhould be remedied, 1f ic be a Liezteria following 
(as is uſual) continual Vomirtings, whuch have ſo 
debilicated the Stomach,and relaxed its membranes, 
that having no longer ſtrength co yomit up that 
food, it ſuffers it to paſs downwards without di- 
oeſtion: In this caſe a Woman muſt abſtain from 
all thoiec irregular appetites, and accuſtom her ſelf to

If a big-bellied Woman have her Courſes, it 1s 
impoſſible thc Infant can be in health, This Apho- 
riſm muſt not be taken literally, but muſt be under- 
{tood when they: come down immoderately : for 
though, according to the moſt general and natural 
rule, the Courſes onght not to flow when a Woman 
1s with Child, becauſe their ordinary paſlage 1s 
ſtopr, and alſo becauſe the Blood 15 then 1mployed 
for the nouriſhment of the Infant, of which, it 
it flows away, 1t 1s defrauded, and conſequently 
much weakened : Yet there are fome Women, who 
nowihſtanding they are with Child, have their 
Courſes till the 4th or 5th month ; about which 
time, the Intant being already pretty big, draws a 
- good quanrity of blood for its nourifhment , where- 
fore there cannot fo calily remain a ſuperfluity, as 
when young with Child. I knew one that had 
four or five living Children, and had, of every 
Child, her Courſes duly from month to month, as 
at other times, onely 1n a little leſs quantity, and 
was {otill the 6th month ; yet notwitkſtanding,fke 
was alwayes brought to bed at her full cime, I 
Iikewiſe ſaw another, , who not believing fhe was 
with Child, becauſe ſhe had her Courſes ; and 
i __ knding 
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; fnding Fer my out of ler, becauſe ſhe had con-" 
ceived, imagining it was lome other Diſtemper.pre- 
vailed with her Phyfitian to bleed and purge her 
very often, which he did, till he had indeed cured . 
her 3 bur 'twas after ſhe bad miſcarried, being three 
months gone, Thus eyacuation uſually befalls ye- 
ry Sanguine or Phlegmatick Women, who bteed- 
ing more blood than theInfant hath need of for i its 
nouriſhment at the beginning, diſcharge themſelves 
at thoſe times of that ſuperfiuons quantity, more 
or leſs, accoraing to their diſpolitions, but not by 
the bottom of the Womb, as formerly when they 
were not breeding, becauſe thoſe paſlages are eft-- 
cually cloſed by "the afrer-birth which adheres ro 
it, and the Womb is then exactly cloſe ; bur by a 
couple of Branches which Nature (provident and

Jafanr, which puts her i in great danger of niſcar- 
rying, tor as the proverb ſaith, Hunger « drives the 
wolf out of the Wood ;, ſo likewiſe wav of nouriſh- 
ment forceth the little priſoner out of his lidtng- 
place hefore his time. 

To hinder this Flux from cfteSting fo evil and fi- 
nilter an accident, the Woman muſt kee; p her feli 
very quict in bed, abſtaining from all things that 
may heat her Blood, thunning Choler above al! thi: 
palſ1ons of the mind, uſing a ſtrengrhening and a 
cooling diet, feeding on meat that breeds goo 1. 
Blood, and. thickens. it + aSarc good broths made 
with Poultry ; necks of Murton, knuckles of 
Veal, in which may be boiled cooling Pot-herbs ; 
newlayd Eggs, Gelly's, Rice-milk, Barly-broths , 
which arc proper for her : Jet her Dink be Water 
11 which lorn 1s quenched, with a l1:tle Syrup of 
ny. ſhe muſt reirain from Copn lation, bc- 
caule by heating the Blood 1t excites 1t to flow mote,

CHAP. XX, 
Of Flooaings, 


Rd 


{Here 1s a great difterence between the menſtru- 
& Blood, of which we have diſcourſed 1n the 
preceeding chapter, which happens ſometimes to 
Women with Child, and this Flooding which we 
have now in hand : for (as I have ſaid) the Courles 
come periodically ar the times accuſtomed, without 
pain, deflilling by little and lictle from the neck of 
the Womb, during pregnancy, after which it to- 
rally ceaſeth : but much the contrary, this Toſs of 
Blood comes from the bottom of the Womb, with 
pain, and almoſt of a ſudden, and in great abun. 
aance, and continues Hooding daily without inter= 
miſſion, except that ſome clods ( formed there ) 
"Which ſeem ſomtimes to leſfen the accident, by ſtop- 
ping for a little time the place whence it flows 5 but 
ſoon after it returns with greater violence, after 
which follows death both ro Mother and Child, if 
not timely prevented, by delivering the Woman, as 
ſhall be hereafter declared. 

"Tf this Flooding happens when young with 
Child, its uſually becauſe of ſome Fall-concepti- 
on, or Mole, of which the Womb endeavours to 
diſcharge 1t ſelt, by which it opens ſome of the 
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ceaſeth not to flow, until in hath caſt forth the 
{trange bodies 1t contained 1n its capacity : and the 


hotter and- ſubtiller the Blood 1s then, the more 


abundantly it flows. But when this Fiouding hap- 
pens to a Woman truly conceived, at whatſoever 
time 1t be, it proceeds likewiſe from the opening 
of the Veſlels of the fund of the Womb, cauſed by 
{ome blow, ſlip or other hurt, and chiefly becaule 
the Secnndine 1n ſuch caſes, and ſometimes 1n others, | 
ſeparating in parr, if not totally, from the 1nfide of 
the bottom of the Womb, to which it ought to ad- 
here, thatit might receive the Mothers Blood, ap- 
pointed for the Infants nouriture, by which ſepara= 
tion It leaves open all the orifices of the veſſels where 
ic was joyned, and ſo follows a great flux of Blood, 
which never ceaſeth (if ſo cauſed) till the Wo- 
man be brought to bed : for the Secundine being 
once looſened, although bur part of ir, never joyns 
again to the Womb to cloſe thoſe Veſlels, which 
can never ſhut till the Womb hath voided all that it 
comained : for then compreſling and clofing its lelt, 
and as it were entering within 1t ſelf (as 1t happens 
preſently after delivery) the orritices of the velicls 
are cloſed and ftopt up by this contraction, wheres 
by allo this flooding ceaſeth, which alwayes con- 
tinues as long as the Womb 1s diſtended by the 
Child, or any thing elſe it contains, for the realon 
aforeſaid : much like to a Spunge, whole pores or 
holes being very large when ſwelled, diſappear and 


cloſe with their own ſubſtance when ſqueezed and 


compreſſed ; ſo likewiſe by this contraction of the 
Matrix (which during pregnancy became as it were 
ſpongeous) 1n the place whence the Secundzne was 
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ſeparated, the orificegof the veſlels are cloſed, afſ- 
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{ſoon as it 1s cleanſed from whatſoever 1t contained 
1i1 1tS Capacity, 
Alchouoh I have ſaid that a Woman 1n this con-

Gition, for the reaſons alledged, muſt neceflarily 


be delivered, that the Flooding may be ſtopt ; I do 


not intend it ſhould be done afloon as perceived : 
becauſe {ome ſmall Floodings have ſometimes been 
{upprefied by keeping quietly 1n bed, bleeding in 
the Arme, and the uſe of the Remedies ſpecified in 


_ the precedent Chapter ; it may Ikewiſe be but an 


ordinary and menſ{truous Flux, If then the Blood 
flows bur in ſmall quantity, and continues a little 
while, *tis good leaving the labour to the work of 
naturc,provided the Woman hath ſufhcient ſtrength, 
and thar it be accompanied with no other. evil acc1- 
dent : but when 1t flows in ſo great abundance,that

Many Women and Children have periſhed for 
want ot this operation in this 11l accident 5 and ma- 
ny others have eſcaped death, (which elſe moſt cer- 
tanly had followed) by being timely ſuccored, 

Gullimen in Clap. 13 of his 2d Book of hap- 


py Deliveries, makes mention of fix or ſeven Hiſto- 


ries to confirm this verity, in ſome of which we may 
find the Women and their Children bloody victims 
of it, for not having been in the like caſe delivered, 
which others, by a ſeaſonable delivery, eſcaped : 
and the better to confirm 1t by my own experience, 
I will recite you one amongſt the reſt, very remark- 
able, ot the remembrance of which I am fo ſenſible, 
that the Ink I write with at preſent to publiſh it to 
the World tor their prophit, ſeems to me to be 
Blood, becaule in this ſad and faral occaſion, I ſaw 
parc of my ſelf expire. 

Abour three years ſince one of my Siſters, not 
yet one and twenty years of age, being about eight 


months and a halt gone with her fitch Child, and 


then very well in healch, was ſo unfortunate as to 


hurc her ſelf (though ar firſt ſmall in appearance) 
by falling on her Knees, her Belly a little touching 
the ground by the fall, after which the paſſed a day 
or two without perceiving auy great alteration, 
which made her neglect to repole her ſelf, being 
yery neceſlary for her 5 but the third' day, or 


thereabouts, after her hurt, about eleven in the 


morning, ſhe was ſuddenly ſurpriſed with trong 
and frequent pains in the Belly, which were umme=- 
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which being done, 4t will ſoon after ſtop with all 
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preſently ſend for her Midwife, who no better un« 

derſtanding her Office, told her (he muſt have pa= 

patience, till the Womb had dilated ir felt by the 

pains, before ſhe could be delivered, aſſuring her 

furcher that ſhe had no reaſon to be afraid, and that 

ſhe ſhould be quickly freed from the danger, be- 

cauſe her Child came right : ſhe made her thus hope 
in vain three or four hours, until, the Flooding ſtill 
continuing violently, the pains began to ceaſe, and 
the poor Woman fell into frequent faintings, and 
then the Midwife deſired a Chiurgeon to adviſe 
with in this caſe : they immediately ſent to my 
houſe for me, but unfortunately miſling of me,they 
ſent tor him, whom they judged the ableſt of all the 
Chirurgeons that praftiſed Midwifery in Pars, and 
immediatly conducted him to my Siſters, where he 
arrived about four in the

] ſaw likewiſe that ſhe grew eyery moment weaker 
and weaker,which convinced me thar ſhe was then 


. In more danger than ſhe would have been if the 


had not ler flipe the opportunity of delivering her 
two or three hours betore, as it was poſſible and 
ealte ; becauſe fhe had then almoſt all her ftrength, 
which ſhe afterwards loſt with the reft of her. 
Blood, which all along flooded away ; and defrrous 
to know whether they could have delivered her, 
I found, by trying her body, that the inward ori- 
fice of the Womb was dilated in ſuch fort that 
could eaſily introduce two or three fingers, and ha- 
ving marked it, ] made the Midwife try again to ſee 
whether the -#orifice was ſo diſpoſed. when the Chi- 
rurgeon ſaid that ſhe could not be delivered, and 
whether ſhe was of his opinion, She told me it was 
fo, and that 1t had been Wwayes 1 in tne ſame condi- 
tion from the time of his departure. Affoon as ſhe 
had made me this declaration, I eaſily perceived tus 
 Jgnorance, and-where the ſhoe wring'd him. 
Wherefore ] told her, that I w dh 04 much 
they were both of that opinion, ſecing thar in eruth 
1t ſcemed quite contrary to me, becauſe it Wagat 
that time moſt certazuly yery cafic for him to þave

delivered her, if he had pleaſed,as it ſtil was, & whas 
indeed I would have done at that very moment, if ic 
had been poſſible for me to have had power enough 
over my Spirit, which wavered a long while abour 
the reſolution I was c:nſtrained to take;after I had 
loſt the hopes of all other help. That which hin- 
dered me, was not ſo much the Prognoftick, that fo 
famous a Chirurgeon had made, in perſwading alf 
the Afliſtants, that ſhe could not be delivered, 
(though it might ſeem raſh to oppoſe the ſayings of 
ſuch as are eſteemed Oracles) neither was it the 
little {trength the Patient had then left; but it was 
chiefly the relation of the Perſon, being my Siſter, 
whom I tenderly loved, which troubled my ſpirits 
with ſuch diftcrent paſſions, to ſee her before me 
ready to expire through the prodigious loſs of 
blood, which proceeded from the ſame ſpring as 
mine own, that it was impollible for me at that mo- 
ment to reſolve, and obliged me to ſend again to 
theChirurgeon (who was long ſince returned home) 
to entreat him to come back again to the Houle, 
thar(my ſelt demonſtrating to him the facility I found 
for the operation, and making him underſtand” and 
confeſs that in thoſe caſes there 15 no-hope, unleſs 1t 
be undertaken as ſoon as may be) I might perſwade 
him to deliver her, rather than'to abandon.the Mo- 
ther, ſo to the diſpair of. her life, as he had done, 
and to ſufter the Infant to periſh with her unbap- 
tized ; which had-been prevented if he had done 
what Art required, which is at leaſt. ( when both 
cannot be ſaved') to fave the Child, if poſſible, 
without prejudice to the Mother, which was very 
eafte, as you ſhall preſently underitand 2 But no 
prayers nor ſollicicatzons could ever prevailwith hym

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to return, excuſing himſelf that 1 was impoſſible 
for him to do any thing 1n the caſe. When this 
. was related to me, I ſent yer again to another Chi. 
rurgeon, one of my Companions, being a little more 
obliging and ſerviceable, whom, if he had come 
time enough, I would have convinced of the ne- 
ceſfiry of the operation, and made him acknow- 
ledge the facilicy of it : but by misfortune he was 
abroad. During all theſe goings and comings, there 
was an hour and half ſpent, which time the flooded 
without intermiſſion, and her weakneſs orew more 
and more : wherefore ſeeing my ſelf without hopes 
of getting the perſons I ſent for, I reſolved to de- 
liver her preſently, which before was beyond my 
power, for the reaſons recited, and indeed was now 
a little too late for the Mother ; for, if I cond 
have commanded my paſſions to have done it at 
the inſtant 1 arrived, there would then have been 
great bopes to have ſaved her, as well as I did the 
Child : After 1 had thus prepared my elf for ir, 
that 15, having directed rwo of my fingers into the 
inner orifice of the Womb, being open enough to 
admit them into it, I did in a httle while after in. 
troduce a third, and by degrees the ends of all the 
five of my right hand, with which I dilated che 
orifice ſufficiently to admic it quite in, as it is very 
eafie in the like caſes, becauſe the abundance of 
-Blood moifſtens and relaxeth exrreamly (as is already 
mentioned) the whole Womb, into which having 
fo gently entred my hand, T found the Child came

plain during the Operation, although ſhe had her 


lenſes very well, and exactly knew all I did to her, 
and found her lelf yery much comforted as ſoon as 
ever ſhe was delivered, and immediatcly after the 


flooding began to ceaſe : As to the Child I brought. 


3t alive, and it was preſently baptized by a Prieſt 


that was 1n the Chamber, The poor Patient, and 


ail the company preſent (which were 1n great num= 
ber ) tound then maniteſtly that the Chirurgion 
and Midwife, who ſaid ſhe could nor be delivered, 
had bur little reaſon to aflure any {uch thing. 


The Operation was finithed time enough for the 


Childs baptiſm, which (praiſed be God) it receivedy 


bur too late to fave che Mothers life, who ( having 
before loKk all her Blood ) dyed an hour after ſhe 
was lo delivered, by the ſame weakneſs that ſhe of- 
ten fcll into before ſhe was delivered, The flooding 
indeed ceaſed preſently, but ſhe had not Blood 
enough left to enable her to refiſt thuſe frequent 
faintings, which ſhe might have done, as may pro- 
bably be conjcctured, if the Chirurgion that firſt 
ſaw her had dehvered her three long hours before, 
as without doubt he might as ea- 
* each Porenger ily have done as I ; in which 
contaiys abou; time ſhe loſt above twenty * {mall 
for ounces, porengers of Blood, of which tour

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Woman of a very good conſtitution, having no in- 
convenience or ſickneſs when ſhe was ſarpriled with 
this fatal accident, which befel her (as aforeſaid 
about eleven in the morning, and ſhe was delivered 
about ſeven at night ; and becauſe ſhe had loſt fo 
much Blood before the Operation, it proved un- 
proficable ſhe dying an hour after, haying her 
perfect cdgo the moment the expired, which 
was about eight the ſame night.

Of the weight, bearing down, or relaxation of 
the Matrix, which hinders a Woman with 
Childin her walking, and the freedom of 


coition, 


Any Women with Child find an extraordi. 
nary weight at the botrom of cheir Bellies ; 
which comes, becauſe the Womb, by the weight ic 
contains 1n its capacity, bears down upon'the neck, 
and ſometimes fo low that they cannot walk-with- 
out pain and fitadling ; at which time alſo they 

* cannot uſe copulation but with'great inconvenience. 
 _Thebearing down of the Womb, is when it on- 
ly falls into the Vagina, without coming in the leaſt 
without the Priviries,for then it is called the falling- 
out, or Precifutation ; which is. a more troubleſora 
and dangerous Diſeaſe, and doth not uſually bel 
Women with Child, becauſe the extent and bigneſs 
of the Womb hinders it, that it cannot fall out, buic 
only bears down, The Precipitation is diſcerned by 
the view; and the bearing down eafily, by puting uj 

a Finger into the Vagina ; for there the Womb b if 


be ſoon tiet with, and its inner Orifice, which is 
very near the Privities, eſpecially when the Woman 
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This bearing down, is often canſed by the relaxa- 
tion of the ligaments of the Womb, and chiefly the 
large ones, which ought to faſten it on each ſide toe 
wards the loins, to prevent it; which relaxation 
comes either from the weight of che burthen it bears 
and contains within, which conſtrains theſe liga- 
ments to be extended more than ordinary z or from 
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ſome fall, which by much ſhaking of it produceth

the ſame effe&, and ſo much the eaſier, by how 
much the burthen 1s greater ; and likewiſe from 
{ome great pains or bad labour which preceeded the 
a0 pregnancy :. or very often it 1s cauſed, or at 
eaſt facilitated by abundance of humours, which 
moiſtening the ligaments, relax them 1n that mane 
ner, to which the phlegmatick are very ſubjeR, 
who uſually are much troubled with the Whutes. 
Beſides the hinderance which the bearing down 
of the Womb cauſeth ro the Womans walking and 
uſe of coition (as we have above mentioned) it caul. 
eth likewiſe by its weight, principally towards the 
latter end of ker reckoning , a numnels in her Hips, 
ſleepine(s in her Thighs, as alſo difficulty of Urine, 
and going to ſtool : becauſe by bearing down it 
preſſech down the Bladder and the great Gut, be- 
tween both which ic is ſcituated, The Patient may 
be much eaſier cured of this bearing-down, after 
ſhe is brought to bed, than whilſt ſhe 15 with Child; 
for being freed from ics burthen, ics ligaments will 


be the eaſter fortified : beſides the may then uſe

From what cauſe ſoever this bearing-down pre 
cecds, the beſt remedy for a big-bellied Woman is 
to keep{her bed, becauſe the weight of it doth mort 
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&faries to keep ir in its place, which cannot ſo welt |

3f ſhe have neither the means nor converilence ſo ta

bf the truth of ir : She informed him that thexca- 
fon why ſhe had concealed her great-Belly, was, 
the refuſal four Chirurgions {to whom ſhe had 
confeſt it ) made to take her in hand.

Its head downwards, and its heels upwards , Yor 
to be born right, and the poor Women otten be- 
lieving chey may procure an eafie labour, make iT 
by this extraordinary excrciſe very unnappy, 
which becauſe of the agitation and commotton of 
the body , cauſech the Chil to take a wrong po=- 
ſure, or makes the Womb fo to bear down and be 
engaged in the cavity of the. Hypogaſirinms , that 
afterwards it hath not at duc time liberty ro be 
turned 5 which 1s often the reaſon, why 1t comes 
10 1ts firſt poſture, that is, with the feer , belides 
that labour (which aught ro be Natures work , if 
the Child come right) 1s thereby excited before the 
full time, and though it were bat four or five days 
it hinders not, as I have ſaid elſewhere, from be-

Whetetage 1 counſel a Woman (though almoſt

that ſhe by all means avoids being ſtrait laced, that 
fo ir may have more ſpace ro be ewned into a fic 
poſture to be born ; fhe mult then likewiſe obſerve:

| What is to be fone when the Woman firſt falls 
in. Labour, 


A Womans travel is only many pains with rei- 
terared Throws , by which ſhe endeavours 
to bring, forth her Child : Icis fo called, becauſe 
both Mocher and Child ſuffer and cake much pains 
11n this action. Mott people believe that there is 
no other reaſon tor the cauſe of this evil , but be- 
cauſe God hath ſo ordained it , and that Woman, 6 
according to his Word , muſRbring forth with as 
pain, becauſe of her lin, according to what is. 
written in the 34, Chap, of Geneſis, I will greatly 
multiply thy ſorrow and thy conception , in ſorrow 
thou ſhalt bring forth Children, and thy deſire for 
be to thy Husband — This curſe was indeed 
very great, becauſe it hath extended to all Wo- 
men that have brought forth Children fince that 
| | rime , and will continue to all thar ſhall come 
hereafter, However we find that all the Females 
of other Animals ſufter as 'much, arid are in as 
great danger of their lives as a Woman , when 
they bear, cheir young, This perſwades us, that, 
4 M ____ bekiges 
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beſides this preciſe will of God in reſpect of a 
Woman , Nets muſt be yet a natural reaſon, 
wherefore it cannot happen otherwiſe , and that 
is, That it is impoſſible the Womb , being very 
ſtrait in compariſon of the Childs bignel(s,and very 
ſenſible , becauſe of its Membranous compoſition, 
ſhould receive a neceſlary dilatation for the Childs 
birth , and ſuch grear violence , withour ſufftering 
conſiderable pains for it, Now fince a Woman, 
for this cauſe , cannot ſhun theſe pains , the mult 
endeavour to endure them with pMtience, in the 
hope of being ſuddenly delivered from them by a 
fortunate labour, 


Aſſoon as it is known thar the Woman is cer- 
ea:nly in Labour , by che figns mentioned 1n the 
Second Chapter of this Book , where both thoſe 
preceding and thoſe accompanying. Labour are 
recited ; of which the principal are, Painsand 
ſtrong Throws in the Belly , forcing downw ards 
towards the Womb * the dilatation of the inward 
Orifice , perceived by touching 1c with the finger : 
a8 alſo the gathering of the Waters , which come 
before the Head of the Child , and- thruſting 
down the Membranes which contain them,through 
which berween che Pains one may in ſome manner 
with the Finger difcover the part which preſents, 
eſpecially 1f ir be the Head of the Child, by its 
roundnels and hardneFs:. Then, nwft all things ne- 
ceſſary to comfort the Woman in her Labour be 
£0: icady ; and the þetter to help her , care muſt 
be, taken , that ſhe be not ſtrait-laced ; a pretty 
ſtrong Clyfter may be given her, or more than one, 
if there be occalion ; which muſt bg, done at the 
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all ſhe muſt, .þe perſwaded co bold out her pains, 
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beginning and before the Child be too forwards, 
tor afterwards it 1s very difficult for her to receive 


chem , becauſe the Gut is too much compreſſed : 
they ſerve to excite it to diſcharge it (elf of its ex= 


' crements, that fo the Reftum being emptied, there 


may be more ſpace for che dilatation of the paſſage, 
as allo to f{irr up the pains to bear the better 
downwards , through che endeavours ſhe makes 
when ſhe is at ſtool, and the while all neceflary 
things for her Labour (ſhould be put in order, as 
well tor the Woman, as the Child , a Midwites 
ſtool, or rather a Pallcc-Bed girced, placed cloſe by 
che fire, if the ſeaſon require 1t 5 whuch Paller 
onght to be ſo dilingaged , as to be turned round 
about z the better to help the Woman when there

If che Woman be ® Plethorick, *full of blood. 
ic may be convenient to bleed her 
a little , for by this means, her Breaſt being diſ- 
ingaged , and her reſpiration free , ſhe will have 
more (trength to bear down her pains , which ſhe 
may do without danger , becauſe che Child being 
about that time ready to be born, hath no more 
need of the Mothers blood for its nouriſhment + 


' which I have often practiſed with good ſucceſs : 


beſides this evacuation often hinders her having 


| a Fever after Delivery , in expeCtation of which 


hour {he may walk about her Chamber , if her 
ſtrength permits; and to preſerve her ſtrength, it 
will be convenient to give ſome good gelly broths, 
aew-laid eggs, or ſome ſpoontuls of burnt or brew- 


£ ed Wine 4 from time to time , or a Tolt dipt in 


Wine , avoiding at that time folid food. Abovg 
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bearing them down as much as ſhe can, at the 


inſtant when they take her: The Midwife muſt 
from time to time taſte the inward orifice with her 
fingcr , to know whether the Waters are ready to 
break, and whether the Birth will foon after fol- 
low : ſhe muſt likewiſc anoint all the bearing place 


with emllieut Oyles, Hogs-greaſe, or freſh Butter, 


if ſhe perceive that they can hardly be dilated, and 
all the while ſhe muſt be near her Woman , toob- 
ſerve her geſtures diligently , her complaints and 
pains, for by this they gueſs pretty well, * how jthe 
Labour advanceth , »wichout being obliged to taſte 
her body ſo often. | 


Mr. de /a Caifſe deceaſed z who often ſlept near 


the Woman in Labour , was fo uſed co it, that he 
neycr awaked il] juſt rhe Child was n the paſſage, 


at which time the Woman changeth her moans 


into loud crics, which ſhe ſtrongly repeats”, be- 
cauſe of the greater and more frequent pains which 
ſhe then feels: rhe Patient may likewile by inter- 
vals reſt her fſelf'on her bed, for to regain (her 


\ ſtrength : but not too long , eſpecially little , or 


ſhort thick Women , tor they have alwaics worſe 


| Laboury if they lye much-on their beds in their 


Travail, and yet 'much worfe of their firſt Chil. 
dren', than when they are prevailed with to walk 


- about the Chamber, ſupporting them under their 
arms, 1t 'neceflary ; tor by this means, the weight 
of the Child (the Woman being on her Legs) caulſ- 


eh the inward orifice of the Womb co dilate-ſooner 


. than in bed; and her pains to be ſtronger and ' 
' trequenter, that her Labour be nothing near fo 


long. 
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Qualms and Vomitings, which ofcent happen to 
Women in Labour, ought not to amaze any, for, 
on the contrary , it furthers the Throws and Pains 
provoking downwards : we ſhewed the cauſe of 
this Vomiting in the Secoyd Chapter of this Book, 
and the reaſon why jt is not dangerouy. 

When the Waters of the Child are ready and 
gathered , which may be perceived through the 
Membranes to preſent themſelves to the inward or1- 
fice, of the bigneſs of the whole dilacation, the 
Midwife ought to let them break of themſelves , 
and not as forge, that impatienc of the long La- 
bour , break them ; intending to haſten their bu- 
fiacſs, which on the contrary they retard by lo 
doing, before the Infant be wholly in the paſiage 3 
tor by the too haſty breakino of theſe Waters , 
w hich ought to ſerve him to ſlide forth with greater 
facility, he remains dry , which hinders after- 
wards the Pains and Throws from being o ef- 
tectual to bring forth che Infant, as elſe they would 
have been ; it 1s therefore better to let them break 
of themlelves, and then the Midwife may eahily 
teel the Cluld bare, by the part which firlt pre- 
ſents, and. ſo judge certainly whether it com:s 
right, that is with the Head , which ſhe ſhall find 
hard , big, round, and cqual ; bur if it be any 
other part , ſhe wall perceive fomething incqual, 
and rugged, and hard or ſoft, more or leſs accord- 
ing to the part it 15, Immediatcly 
after * let her diſpatch to deliver her * That being 
Woman, if ſhe be not alrcady, and the right time 
allilt che Birth , which ordinarily when all Wo- 
happens ſoon after, if natural, and men ought to 

be delivered, if nature perform its office.

they lives. lo preſumptuous, as to belicve 
themſetves as capable as the Chi- 
rurgeons to undertake all, And ſome there are 
indeed, who are not ſo wicked, yer for want of 
knowleag and experience in their Art, hope {till 
In vain, that the Child in time may change to a 
better poſture, and thar the accidents will ceaſc 
( if it picaſe God, as they ſay );and ſome do malici- 
ouſly put ſuch a terrour and apprehenſion of the 
Chirurgeons in the poor Woman,

occaſion, and ſend * in time * A neceſſary note. 
tor ſome help in their buſt- 
neſs , betore the Child be( as very often) en= 
gaged in a wrong poſture 1n the paſlage , fo as 1t 1s 
almoſt impoſſible co give ic a better , without ex- 
tream violence to the Woman , which is alſo the 
cauſe of the death of che Child 3 and chey would be: 
* ſo far from lofing their reputation , thar they 
would augment it, decaule by ſo doing , it would 
be maniteſt they were not ignorant of the danger 
doth of time and place z and che Chirurgeon be- 
ing called , afloon as neceſlity required it , could 
'have no juſt cauſe co impute any all conſequence of 
the Labour to them, though it ſhould (o fall our, 
and rheir conſcience would be diſcharged of it : for 
zn this caſe (as we have ſaid) both the Mothers and 
Childs life is at ſtake. 
Afſoon then as the Waters are broke, and the 
 Midwite finds the Child to come wrong, ſhe muſt 
adviſe the Woman not to forward her Pains, leſt 
by bearing down ſhe engage the Cuild roo much in 
the paſſage, and ſo give the Chirurgeon more 
pains to tura it, aud mult ſend for him aflooa 
as may be , for ro dcliver her as occahion requires, 
and according as ſhall be directed hereafter in this 
"Book.

Of anatural Labour, and the means of helping 


a Woman there , when there 1s . one, or 
more Children. 


| TJ TFE have already taught that there are four 
MV 


things requiſite to a truly legitimate and 
natural Labour: ro wit , That it be ar full time, 


\ Thar it - be ſpeedy, without any ill accident ; That 


the Child bealve; And that he comes right ; all 
which being found co be ſo , and after the Waters 
be broke of themſaves, as aboveſaid., let the Wo- 


man be preſently placed on the Paller-bed, pro- 


vided for her to this purpoſe near the fire; oy ſhe 
may , 1 the hikes 1c better , be delivered in her or- 
cuſtomed to 
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be delivered inthe ſame -olture ; : ſome will be on 
their Knees , as many 1n Country Villages ; others 
Ntanding upright , leaning with their Elbows on a 
Pillow upon a Table,or the fide of a Bed ; and 0- 
thers lying upon a Quilt in the midſt of che Cham- 
ber : bur the beſt and ſareſt is to be delivered 1n 
the r Bed , to ſhun theinconvenience and trouble 
of being carried thither afterwards 3 in which 
caſe it ought to be furniſhed rather with -a Quile + 
than a Feather-bzd , having upon ir Linnen and 
Clothes in many folds » witch other neccflaries to be 
changed according to necel{ity , for to hinder the 
Blood, Waters and other Filth which is voided 
in Labour , from incommoding the Woman _ 


| wards. 


The Bed muſt be ſo made , that the Woman "y 
ing ready to be delivered , ſhould lye on her back 
upon 1t, having her body in a convenient Figure, 
that 15, "hey Head and Breaſt a little raiſed , ſs har, 
ſhe be toes lying nor fitting; for in this manner 
ſhe breathes beſt, 8 wall have more ſtrength to help 
her Pains,than if ſhe were otherwiſe, or ſoak down 
in her Bed, Being in this poſture, ſhe muſt ſpread 
her Thighs abroad, tclding her Leos a little cowards 
her Butrocks , ſomewhar raiſed by a ſmall Pillow 
underneath, to the end thac the Coxcyx, or Rump, 
ſhould have more liberty co retire back , and have 
her Feet ſtayed againſt fome firm ching > beſides 
this, let her hold ſome perſons with her hands , 
that the may the þetrer ſtay her ſelf during her 
Pains, She bei ng thus lac near 'the fide of her 
Bed (with heMiawife by , the better to help up- 
on bo muſt rake courage and help her Pains 
the beſt the can , bearing them down when they 
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& forcing her (elt all ſhe can, juſt as when the goeth 
to Stool ; for by ſuch endeavors, the Diaphragme 
being ſtrongly thruſt downwards, doth force 
down the Womb and Child in it; in the mean 
time the Midwite muſt comfort ner, and dehre her 


to endure her Labour bravely , putting her in 


hopes of a ſpeedy Delivery, Some would have an- 
other Woman ar that time to preſs rhe ſuperior 
parts of her Belly,and fo to thruſt gently the Child 
downyards ; bat I am not of their opinion, be=- 
cauſe fach compretizons will rather hurc then pro- 
fic, by mndangering che biuifing of the Womb, 


which 15 cxtream ſore at that time ; and I haye ſeen- 


ſome Women , very ill afterwards, for having 
been uſed in this manner, But the Midwife may 
content her ſelf only(haying neither Ring nor Brace. 
ler on, and her Hand anointed with Oyl or freſh 
Butter) to dilace gently the inward orifice of the 
Womb , putting her Fingers ends into its entry, 
and ſtretching them one from the other, when the 
Pains take her , for to endeavour to forward the 
Child, & thruſting by little and liccle che fades of 
the Oritice, cowards the hinder part of the Childs

When the Intants Head begins to advance into 
this inward Oritice, tis commonly faid it 15 crown.

When things are in this poſture, the Midwife 
mult ſeat her ſelt conveniently to receive the Child, 
which will ſoon come , and wich her Fingers ends, 
her Nails being cloſe pared , endeayour to thruſt 
"(as abovelaid) this crowning of the Womb back 
over the Head of the Child , and aſfſoon as it is ad- 
yanced as far as the Ears , or thereabouts , ſhe may 
cake hold of the two tides with her two hands, 
, that when a good Pain comes ſhe may quickly 
draw forth the Child, taking care that the Navel. 
firing be nor then intangled about the Neck, or 
any other part , leſt thereby the Atter-burthen be 
pulled with violence , and poflibly the Womb alſo 
to which it 15 faſtened , and ſo cauſe flooding , or 
elſe break the ſtring , whereby the Woman may 
come to be more diffticul:ly delivered. Ir muſtalſo 
be obſerved that the Head benot drawn forth ſtrait, 
but ſhaking ir a little irgm one fide to the other , 
that the Shouldtrs mayMWic ſooner and eafier take 
us place, immediately after it be paſt, which muſt 
be done without loſing any time, leſt the Head 
being paſt, the Child be ſtopr there by the bignels 
and largeneſs of the Shoulders , and be in danger 
of being ſuffocated and flrangled in the paſlage : 
but afloon as the Head 1s born, if there be need, 


ſhe may ſlide 1n her Fingers under the Arm-pits, 


and the reſt of the Body will follow without - any 
difticulty.

endures betore Labour, and doth not: ceaſe tor- 
menting her, until ſhe hach voided ir, and then 
ſhe jsar eaſe ; bur ſometimes the Blood continuing 
fill to flow, and remaining in the bottom of the 
Womb, becomes new Clods 5 which 1s the cauſe 
why the accident renews again as before, and con- 
tinuech fo'by firs; in the intervals of which there 
comes away ſome Serofities of the Blood retained , 
which diflolves 3 and makes lome perſons, ignorant 


Ls ofthe Art, to think that the Flux is ſtopt, althougti 


ic ſtill continues flowing within, where it ſtops: 
only by ſome blood ſo coagulated ; but when this 
Clod comes away the Flooding begins again, pure

Flooding 1s a more davgerovus Accident than any 
other which may happen to a Woman newly laid,

To-which purpoſe 'tis fit to conſider what cauſeth 
this Flooding, and if it be a falſe Conception, 
piece of the Buxthen, or clodded Blood remaining 
bchind, all diligence muſt be uſed to ferch them 
away, or to cauſe a ſpeedy expulſion of them ; but 
if when nothing remairs behind in the Womb, 
the Blood doth notwithſtanding continue to flow, 
you mult bleed the Woman mm the Arm, not fo 
much thereby to empty the tulneſs, as ro make d1- 
verſion 3 let her Body be laid equally flat, and not 
raiſed, that fo the Blood may not be ſent down to 
the lower parts ; let her keep her ſelf very quiet, 
without turning from fide to fide, that ſo the 
Humours may not be {tirred, the upper part of 
her Belly muſt hkewiſe not be ſwarhed or boul- 
{icred, for ſuch ftraitneſs augmens the evil ; let 
her Chamber be kepr alittle cool, and ler her noc 
be too warm covered in her Bed, that fo the flood- 
ing through Heat 'may not be continued, All the 
world forbids Clyſters in this caſe, leſt, as they 
ſay, the humours be drawn down in great abun- 
dance ; but I have twice experimentally found the 
contrary, where great Floodings have been ftopt 
by Clyſersz: of which I will give you a particular 
account, that ſo it may be uſeful on the like oc- 
Calion. 

[ was three years fince called toa Woman, who 
was ſurprized with a very great Flooding imme- 
diatly after the Midwite had delivered her, which 
{he had done with roo much violence, as the good 
Woman afſured me ; who told me, She felt a very 
great pain at the inſtant ſhe pulPd away the After. 
birth, and that ſhe perceived art the looſening of it 
a Crack: Noyg from the momenc that ihe was ſo

delivered, ſhe loſt,for five or fix daies continually, 
{ſo great abundance of Blood, that F could ſcarce 
believe ſhe could withour dying, had I not ſeen ic 
my felt : during all this time they had t6 rio pur=- 
poſe uſed all che means they could imagine to top 
this accident, and becauſe with it ſhe complained 
of great pains in her Belly, they gave her Azodine 
and cooling Clyſters, fot fear leſt givitig her others 
more ſtrong, the Flooding would be more and 
more excited : She had taken 16 four or five Cly- 
ers, which came away as they were given, with- 
out any Excrement z which ſeeing, and judging 
_ that aſluredly ſome groſs Excrements ( being re- 
rained in the Inreſtines from before the time of her 
Labour, which could not be evacuated by theſe 
eAvodine Clyiters) did cauſe fo great a Chollick, 
which ſhe felt all over her Belly, which appeared 
puft up ; I cauſed her tortake one common and one 
pretty ſtrong Clyſter, contrary however to che 
opinion of moſt perſons, who not knowing the 
cauſe of the diſtemper, bade me have a careleſt it 
ſhould, as they ſaid, cauſe a greater Flooding3 
but the iflue of ic was quite otherwiſe than they 
expected ; for the good Woman voided with this 
Clyſter a Pan full of groſs Excrements, which 
having ſtaid rhere a long time, and being thereby 
hardened, had ſtopt the Paflage of much Wind, 
which paſſed away at this time, Now the In- 
teſtines full of 'this groſs matter, being every mo= 
ment agitated by this Wind, did likewiſe agate 
and continually compreſs the Womb, by means of 
which the Flooding was always maincained, which 
did ceaſe immediarly after this Chollck was diſſipa= 
- ted by the evacuation of theſe Excrements ; and

which is extreamly waſted by the evacuation of

Of the bearing down, and falling out of the 


Womb and Fundament of a IVoman new- 


laid. 


Shall, the better to explain the thing, make 
rwo forts yot Bearings down. or Relaxati- 
ons, as alſo two ſorts of Fallings forth, or Prectpi- 
tations of the Womb ; all which difter bur in the 
degree, according as they fall down more or leſs : 
for the Relaxation is when the Womb only bears 


- down and comes not forth ; and the Precipitation

Thefirſt ſort of Bearing down is that, in which 
the whole body of the Womb falls into the Vagina, 
in ſuch manner, that putring up the Finger, one 
may feel the orifice very neer., The ſecond ſort. of 
Bearing down 1s, when the Womb being yet 
lower, one can manifeſtly perceive this Orifice 
quite without. = 
The Falling-out 1s alſo of two ſorts ; in the 
firſt the Womb comes quite forth, bur is nor tur-

only its Orifice, which appears at the end of a 
great fleſhy mals, which makes the body of che 
Womb and this is called Prolapſacs ters, that 15, 

And the other 
falling out, of all is moſt dangerous, and 1s calſed 
Perverſeo,. or- turning inſide out 5 for then it 1s 
nor only fallen forth, bur the bettom of it is turned 
quite out, that ſo you may perceive 1t all even, and 
without an Orifice'; becauſe it is fo turned. The 
Womb turned on this faſhion appears to be only a 
great piece of bloody fleſh,

The Bearing down of the Womb proceeds either 
from a Relaxation or Ruption of the Ligaments, 
Women that have abundance of the Whrtes, are 
ſubject ro theſe Relaxations , and the Ligamencs 
are Extended or broken by hard and violent La- 
bour, as alſo by too frequent bearing of great and 
heavy Children, ſometimes by a great Cough, by 
ſtrong and frequent Sneezings, or having leaped or 
fallen from high places, by going in a Coach, Cart, 
on Horſ-back, or in other rude and ſhaking Car- 
riages ; by having lifted up beyond their ſtrength 
heavy burchens, by lifring up the Arms too much, 
and putting them over the Head ; by a tedions looſ= 
neſs, with great Pains and Needing $3 foraſmuch as 
all theſe things do ſhake and extremely thruſt the 
Womb downwards when,it is with Chald, and the 
Ligaments being by this means looſened or broken 


cannot

cannot keep 1t up any longer, which 1s the cauſe 
chat a bearing down doth eaſily follow the birth of 
a Child; but the moſt ordinary cauſe of theſe 
Bearings down, or fallings out of the Womb, is 
violent and hard Travails, which uſually happens 
when a Child comes wrong, fo that it cannot be 
born, and whenit hath too big a Head, or when 
the inner Orifice is not dilated ſuftcicntly for to 
give it paſſage at that time, for the Woinb 1s then 
forced down with ſo much violence, and yet the 
Child cannot advance into the Pailaze, becauſe the 
Ligaments are extremely rent or looſened, and like- 
wile when the Seconding cleaving cloſely to the 
bottom of the Womb is pulled away of a 
ſudden, or with too much violence, and much the 
ſooner, if that putting up the Hand into it (as it 15 
neceflary when the String is broke) one takes hold 
and pulls the body of the Woind it ſelf, inſtead of 
the Aﬀer-birth. We havezin the x3** Chap, of the

this miſtake, and bring it away ſafely, 

A Woman troubled with this falling out of the 
Womb feels a great weight at the bottom of her 
Belly, with an extreme pain in her Reins and Lois 
towards the place where theſe Ligaments are faſt- 
ned, and a reddiſh bloody moiſtnre is perceived to 
paſs through this maſs of Fleſh which hangs be- 
tween her Legs. A Relaxation may happen to all 
ſorts of Wemen from any of the cauſes above 
mentioned 3 but a falling out but ſeldom, and a 
perfe&t Perverfion never but upon a' Delivery, or 
immediatly afcer ; becauſe then the inner Orifice 1s |

Woman muſt fiſt of all be made to render her 
Urine, znd a Clyfter muſt be given her, it it be 
neceſiary, for to empty the groſs Excrements that 
are in the ReFum, that ſo che reduction may be 
the eaficr performed; then place her on her Back, 
wich her Hips raiſed a little higher chan her Head, 
and then foment all that is fallen forth with a little

As tothe ſecond part of this Cure which conſiſts 
in the rerention of the Womb in its place, and the 
ſtrengthening of it ſo reduced, it will be done by 
a convenient ſcituation, Let the Woman for this 


purpole keep her ſelt in Bed on her back, having 


her Hips a little raiſed, her Legs ſomething croſled, 
and her Thighs joined together, to prevent the 
falling of it out again; but the beſt way 1s to put 
up a Pefſary into the Neck of the Womb, for to

at the beginning of this Chapter. Some are 
round and a little longiſh, #f che figure of an Egg,

aſwel for the lodging, ſupporting and receiving of 
the inner orifice of the Womb, as for the giving 
pallage co the ſuperfluous humours, ' which are 
thence evacuated. Theſe kind of Peffaries muſt be 
covered with white Wax, that they may be more 
[mooth and incapable of hurting the Woman that 
uſeth them : they muſt be pretty large, that they 
may be the eaſier kept when they are put up: they 
may allo have a ſmall String faſtened to them, to 
pall them our at any time to clean : Bur this String 
15 not ſo very neceſſary,becauſe they may be eafily 
enough taken out with one Finger : they may be 
made {ome of them exactly round, and others 
ſomerhing of a ſquare Figure or triangular : the 
corners muſt be rounded or blunted. Theſe ſome- 
times hold betrer, and fall not ſo eaſily forth as the 
round 3 buc either che one or the ocher may be 
uſed, as ſhall be thought moſt fic. 

During the flowing of the Lochia from the 
Womb, nothing els muſt be uſed to ſtrengthen, bur 
only to keep it ſo in 1ts natural place z for aſtrin- 
oent Remedies proper for the prevention of the Re- 
Jaxation of it will very much prejudice the Wo. 
man, by ſtopping of theſe evacuations z and above 
all ic muſt be obſerved in this diſtemper, that the 
Womans Belly be notMrait ſwathed any more than 
for a ſtay only, in which many Midwives are de- 
ceived, believing they keep it the better in 1ts place 
by how much they ſwath the Belly che firatter, for 
by this ſtrong compreſſion of it they force the 
Womb yet more down, She muſt uſe the Bed- 
pan in Bed,8& lying along if poſſtble when ſhe goes 
©o Stool, keeping her hand all the while on the bot= 
tom of herBelly,to bear it up.But when RE 
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Women in Child-bad. 3I3 
her Purgations is fully over, and that ſhe hath 
cleanſed very well, aſtringent Injections may be 
then uſed without danger ; reſpect muſt likewiſe 
be had to the whole habit of the Body, to dry up 
the humours by an univerſal courſe ; and the Wo- 
man muſt not riſe out of her Bed in at leaſt five or 
fix Weeks time, that ſo the Womb and its Liga- 
ments may be reſtored and fortified in their na-= 
tural Scituation. 

Ie happens alſo ſometimes that by the great 


 Throwes the Woman endures at her Labour, the 
. Fundament falls quite out; n this caſe, if the 


Child be very forward in the Paſlage, *twill be 
ſufficient before this accident happens to hinder it if 
poſlible, perſuading the Woman not to help her 
Throwes ſo ſtrongly,; but it it be already fallen 
down, they muft ſtay till the Child be born ereit 
can be put up ; for before that it will be difficulr to 
do withont much bruifing the Inteſtine.

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CHAP, VII. 


Of the bruiſes and rents of the outward parts 


of the IVomb cauſed by Labour. 


T is no wonder that often, and. eſpecially in firſt 
Labours, there happens bruiſes amd rents in 
the lower parts of a Woman ; the canſe of which is 
eafily known, if the bignels of the Childs Head be 
bur conſidered, which muſt needs make a great 
diltention of choſe (trait parts, by paſſing and com- 
ing forth of che Wombz which parts, being thereby 
extremely preiled againit the hardneſs of the bones 
thar ſurround 1c, are eafily bruiſed, and when they 
are not able to be ſufhciently dilated, they muſt 
neceſlarily be torn alunder, 

Almoſt all Women in their firſt Labours do very 
much complain when the Child 1s in the Paſlage, 
that the Midwives prick and ſcratch thoſe parts, 
and do bcheve that the hurts and bruiſes which are 
there, after Labour, do happen becauſe the Mid- 
wives handled them too roughly 3 but they are 
very much miſtaken, for this comes becauſe the 
Childs Head in patling makes a violent diſtention 
and ſeparation of the four Caruncles and other ad. 
jacent parts which are bruiſed, and ſomiefhmes 
rent by itz from hence ſpring the pains of 'whych 
they then complain, as it they were pricked's d 
Icratched, whereof they are never after ſenfible in 
their following Labours, becauſe thoſe parts having 
oe given way to an Infant, are ever afcer very 
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eaſily relaxed and extended, and every Tyavail 
with lels Pain than orher. 

Theſe contuſtons and rents muſt never be ne. 
glected,leſt they degenerate into malignant Ulcers; 
. for the Heat and Moiſture of theſe parts, beſides 
the filch which continually flows thence, doth eafily 
contribute towards it, if convenient Remedies be not 
timely applyed : Wherefore afloon as a Woman 1s 
laid, if there be only fimple Contufions and Exco. 
riations, apply the Cataplaſme formerly dire&ed to 
thoſe lower parts to eaſe- pain, made of the Yolks 
and Whites of new-laid Eggs and Oyl of Roſes 
ſeeth'd a little over warm Embers, continually 
NRirring it cill it be equally mixt, and then ſpread 
upon fine Cloth; ir mult be applyed very warm to 
the bearing-place for tive or ſix hours 3 when, be- 
ing taken away, lay ſome fine Rags-dapt in Oyl of 
S* Fobns-wort on each fide the bearing-place, and 
renewing them twice or thrice a day, toment theſe 
parts with Barley Water and Honey of Roſes, to 
cleanſe them from the Excrements which pats 5 and 
when the Woman makes Water, let them be de- 
tended with fine Rags, to hinder the Urine ' trom- 
cauſing ſmarting and pain by touching them. 

Sometimes the Bruiſes are fo great, that the 
Bearing-place is inflamed, and a very conſiderable 
Abſceſs tolows, which I have met with ; in which 
caſe.ic muſt be opened juſt below the ſwelling, in 
the moſt convenient place ; and after the matrer is 
evacuated, 'a Deterſive Injection muſt be injected 
into the Cavity, with the ſame Fomentation above= 
mentjoned ; wiz. Barley-water and Oyl of Roſes, 
which may. be a little heightned with Spiric of 
Wine, if there be any danger of Corruption, and

But ſometimes it happens by an unlucky and de- 
plorable accident, that the Perinexm 1s rent, ſo that 
the Privity and Fundamenc 1s all in one; 1t it were 
ſo let alone without reunion, the Woman after- 
wards happening to be with Child would indeed be 
delivered with more eale, and without danger of 
ſuffering the ſame again, as 1s uſual when healed 
afcer ſuch an accident ; but hikewile if it remains 1n 
this manner, tis ſo great an inconvenience, thar 
her Ordure comes both waites, Wherefore having 
cleanſed the Womb ,from ſuch Excrements as may be 
chere,with red-Wine, let it be {trongly ſtitched ro- 
gether wich three or four ſtitches or more, accord- 
ing to the length of the ſeparation, and caking at 
each ſtitch good hold of the fleſh, rhac ſo ir may 
not break out, and then dreſs it with an aggluti- 
native Balm, ſuch as 1s Linimentwwm Arces, or the 
like, clapping a Plaiſter on, and ſome linnen above 
it, to prevent as much as may be the fa{ling of the 
Urine and other Excrements upon it 3 becaule their 
acrimony would make it ſmart, and purit to pain : 
and, that theſe parts may cloſe together with more 
eaſe, let the Woman keep her Thighs cloſe toge- 
ther, withour the leaſt ſpreading, until the cure be 
pertected, Bur if afrerwards ſhe happen to be with 
Child, ſhe will be obliged, to prevent the like 
miſchief, to anoint thoſe parts with emollient Oyls 
and Ointments; and when ſhe 1s in Labour, ſhe 
muſt forbear helping her Throws too ſtrongly art 
once, bur leave __ to pertorm it by degrees, 
rogether with the help of a Midwite well inſtructed: 
in her Art, whobang warned by che firlt Gilgrace,

will do her beſt to avoid a ſecond yz for uſually when 
theſe parts have been once rent, it 1s very difhculc 
to prevent the like in the tollowing Travail ; be. 
cauſe the Scar there made doth ſtraighten the parts 
yet mores wherefore it were to. be wiſhed for 
greater ſecurity againſt rhe like accident, that the 
Woman ſhould have no more Cluldren. 

Now if by neglecting ſuch a renr, the Lips of it 
be cjcatriced, and that Cure be defired, you muſt 
with agood patr of Sciſfers cur off thoſe Scars in the 
ſame manner as is done in a Hare-lip, and ic muft

The Pains of the Belly for the moſt part proceed

a buſineſs of great. conſeqtence,, which is ſometimes 
capable to kill the new-born Babe, without almoſt 
knowing the» canſe of 1t ; *tis a very bad cuſtome 
ſome Midwives have, before «hey make. the Knot, 
thcy drive all the blood out of the String into the 
Infants Belly, believing that by this means they 
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fetch it to it ſelf, and ſtrengthen it when 1t is weak: 
bur *cis "no ſuch matter, for aſloon as theſe Veſicls 
*are never ſo little cooled, the blood ic contains 
quickly loſes its ſpirits, and is half coagulated jn 
an inſtant, which is the reaſon , that being 
driven into the Infants Liner It 1 C- 
nough to cauſe very great Accidents - not he- 
cauſe of its abundance, but becauſe having quite loſt 
its natural heat, it is afterwards ſoon corrupted, 

and changeth and ſpoileth the Childs Blood, with 
which it comes to mix. They commonly put this 
il cuſtome in practice when the Child js weak ; 

but this doth ſoouer ſuffocate them , for'if they 
need Blood to give them vigour, it muſt be good 
and laudable, and not thar which i is halfclodded, 

and deſtitute of its natural hear, Wherefore hi 
ther the Child be ſtrong or weak, 1f you will not 
put. it in danger of its life, or atleaſt cauſe to hin 
oreat oppreſſions, pains and gripes, forbcar driving 
his blood © thus out of the Scring into the Infan:s 

body. Now having thus tyed and cut the String, 

waſk the Child preſently all over, for to ſaddle 16 
afrerwards, as we ſhall direct. 
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CHAP, XVII 
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Hiw a new-born Babe muſt be waſhed and 
cleanſed from the Excrements, as alſo how 
it ought to be wrapped P n {wadling- 
Cloaths. . k 

Hen the Midwife hath Oy che Childs 
| Navel-firing, juſt as we have direRted in 
the foregoing Chapter, ler her preſently cleanſe it 
from the Excrements it brings with it into the 
world ;_ of which ſome are within the body, as the 


Urine in the Bladder, and the Mmrronn tound in 


the Quts and others withopt, which are thick, whi- 


tiſh and yiſcous, proceeding from the dimyneſs or: - 


the Warers ; there are Children ſometimes ſo co<- 
yercd all over with this, that one woul« ſay, they 
were rubbed over with ſoft Cheeſe 5 and certain 
Women, of eakie belief, do really i imagine it was, 
becauſe chey had often eaten ſome while they were 
with Child, that their Infantf are thus full of this 
thick white Excrement, which in colour and con- 
hſtence 1s not unliRe white Cheeſe. 

Let the Child then be cleanſed from all theſe Ex- 
crements with Wine and Water a little warmed, 
and every part of his body where this Excrement is; 
as principally the Head, becauſe of the Hair, and 
the folds of the Bioins; and Arm-pits, - and the 
Cods z which parts muſt be gently cleanſed with a 
ſoft Rag, or a ſofc Spung dipt in this Iyuke-warm 
Wane. 'Y this viſcous Excrement ftick fo cloſe, thar 

it.

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it will not*eafhly be waſh'd off of theſe places, ir 
may be feccht off with Oile of ſweet Almonds, or a 
little freſh Butter 'melted with the Wine, and after- 
wards well dried oft ; one muſt alſo cleanſe and 
, unſtop with tents of fine Rags, wet in this liquour, 
the Ears and Nofſtrils; for the Eyes, they may be 
wiped with a fofc dry rag, not dipt 1n this Wine, 
that ir may not pain them and make them ſmarr. 
Afﬀer the Child isthus waſhed and cleanſed from 
theſe Impurities and Blood which comes away in 
the Labour, with which ſometimes its whole Body 
is belmeared, all the parts of it muſt be yiſited, to 
\ Tee1f there be any faulc or diſlocation, whether the 
Noſe be ſtraight, or its Tongue tyed, whether 
there be no bruiſe or tumor of the Head, or whether 
the Mould be not overſhotten, or whether the 
Scrotum, in calc it be a Male, benot blown up and: 
fwelled 3 in ſhort, whether it ſuffered any vio- 
lence' in any part of its Body, and whether, they 
be well and duely ſhaped, that ſo Remedies may 
be uſed according to the nature of the indiſpolition 
diſcdvered, Bur as it 1s not ſuſhcient to cleanſe the 
ourlide of the Childs body ; you muſt above all ob- 
ſerve, that 1c mnſt diſcharge the Excrements re- 
rained within : 'wherefore examine whether the 
Conduits of the Urine and Stool be opened, for 
ſome have been burn without having them, perſo- 
rated, who havedicd for want of voiding their Ex- 
cremenfs, becauſe timely care was not taken of, 1t : 
as to the Urine, all Children as well Males as Fe- 
males, dorender it affoon as they are born, eſpe- 
cially when they feel the heat of che fire, and 
ſometimes alſo the Meconmin of the Gurs, but ne- 
verthelels uſually a hittle after, If he Iniant doth 
| 110t 
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not render 1t the firſt day, that it may not remain 
too Jong in his Belly, and cauſe very painful 
Gripes, put up into his fundament a ſmall Suppo- 
fitory, "to ſtir 1t up to be diſcharged ; to this pur- 
poſe a ſugar'd Almond may be uſed, anointed over 
with a lictle boiled Honey, or elſe a ſmall piece of - 
Caſtile-loap, rubd'd over with freſh Butter ; you 
may allo give the Child to this purpoſe at the Mouch 
2 little Syrup of Roſes, or Violets, mixt with ſome 
Oyl of Sweer Almonds drawn without fire, anoint- 
10g the Belly alfo with che ſame Oyl or a little freſh 
Bucter, [rt may be known when the Child hath 
voided all its Mzcomon, if the Stools change from 
black and become pale, which is about the ſecond” 
or third day, lohing by degrees this tinure in 
proportion to the generation of new Excremems 
trom the Milk, which about this time mixes- with 
the f11{t. LE T 

As to the Meconioy, which 1s an Excrement in 
colour and, confiſtence like to the Pulp of Caſſis, 
found in the Childs Guts when 1t comes into the 
World, 'twill be enough to the purpoſe to examine 
wharit is, and from whence it proceeds; where- 
fore without dwelling upon the different explicati- 
ons of Authors touching its generation, I will in- 
genioufly give my tnoughts of x 5 which 1s, that it 
comes from the ſuperfluous Blood daily diſcharged, 
as it doth in all perſons and of all ages, by means 
of the Hepatick, channel, which coming trom che 
hollow of the Liverz goeth and emptycth 1ato'the 
Inteſtine Duodenum, out» of which 1s formed the 
Mzcomion, which afterwards ſerves to keep the In- 
teſtines of the Few open and dilated,. that ſo they 


may the berter perform cheir office after its birth ; 
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and to make it appear thar it 1s truely thus made, 
and that the {ſuperfluous Blood is continually dif- 
charged by the Hepatich channel into the Dwode- 

_ unm, as] doſay, there are ſome people of Four- 
ſcore years of age, that were never let Blood, nor 
never loſt any outwardly, who nevertheleſs do 
and have bred ſome every day, as muſt neceflarily 

- confeſt. Now it they did not void it this way, they 
muſt ſoon be ſuffocaced by its too-great abundance, 
I know tht many may aniwe+me, that it is more. 
credible that this diſcharge 1s made by the branches 
of the YVena porta, diſtributed throughout the Me- 
ſentery: but ſuch as are acquainted with the Circula- 
tion of the Blood, know thatſnaturally ic cannot well 

* be ſo,& 1 believe they would ſoon-be of my opinion,if 
they did bur well confider 1t ;. and ir 1s not ſufficient 
- to xefute me, by obje&ting, thar if the ſuperfluity 
of Blood be thus daily voided, one would alwaies 

have bloody Stooles ; 'becaule 1t is not unknown | 
that thus porcion of ſuperfluous Blood, which 1s. 

very ſmall in compariſon of the other Excrements 
proceeding from the Aliment wich which it 1s. 
mixr, doth eaſily there receive a change of colour, 
by the alteration and kind of concoction there 
made, whence it happens that it 1s not ſo eafily 
perceived ina Man as a Child, in whom the Me- 
comon being yet without any mixture, retaines 
more of the colour; as alſo becauſe *cs engendered 
of Blood only, which hach been ſeparated as uſe- 
lefs to its nouriſhment, and is after this manner ex- 
pelled. _ Now foraſmuch as there 3s bur little ſu- 
perfluous Blood in an Infants body, whilelt it 1s in 
the Woinb, becauſe ir coKfumes a great deal of it 
for its nouriſhment and growth ; beſides that it hath 
| been 
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been purified by the Mother, before it is conveyed 
to him ; ſo likewiſe there 1s but little Mwronon 
ingendred during the whole time of Pregnancy 
for which reaſon alſo the Infant doth nor void any 
dnring its ſtay in the Womb ; but it doth when 
it 1s born, for then it receives nouriſhment by the 
Mouth, of which, plenty of other Excrements are 
made, which forceth him to caſt forth the firſt: 
and although the Me:omon hath continued in the. 
Infants Guts, during the whole time it was in the 
Mother's Belly, nevertheleſs, which is very ad- 
mirable, ic hath nothing neer ſo ill a ſcent as the 
new Excrements have, which are engendred out of 
the nouriſhment taken 1n at the Mouth after 1t 1s 
born, although they make bur a very ſmall ſtay 
there, and are daily diſcharged. 
Aſfoon then as the Midwife hath waſhed 
and cleanſed the Child according to direGions, 
and that (he hath viewed every part of its Body, ler - 
her begin to {waddle it in its SwathingzCloaths, 
"In begining firſt to cover the Head with 
* This 5 the a \mall hnnen Biggen, * putting a 
French faſhion. woollen Cap upon it, having firſt 
; put upon the mould of the Head 
a fine Linnen rag, three or four double, and four 
Fingers broad 3 which that it may not ſtir, pin to 
the Biggen with aſmali Pin on the outfide, that it - 
may not prick the Child : this double Rag ſerves 
to defend the Childs Brain (which 1s nor as yet co- 
vercd over in this place: with a Bone) as well from 
cold, as other injuries : Let her put ſmall Rags be- 
hind the Ears, to dry up the filth which uſually is 
there. ingendred ; thi#done, let her put other 
rags, as well upon the Breaſt, as in the folds of the 
Q Arm-pits 
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' Arm-pits and Groyns, and ſo {wathe it, having 

- wrapped it up in beds and warm blankets, Ir 1s 
not neceſſary to give a particular dire&tion how this 

_ ought to be done, becauſe it 18 ſo common, that 
| there is ſcarce a Women bur knowes it, bets wee'l 
only fay in general, that a Child muſt not be 
ſwathed roo-Rtrair in his Blankets, eſpecially about 
the Breaſt and Stomach, that ſo he may breath the 
freelier, and nor be forced to vomit up the Milk he 
| ſucks, becauſe the Stomach cannot be {ufhciently 


. extended to contain 1t; and ſuch a practice may 


poſſibly 1n time, convercing this vomiting into an 
habit, prove a very great prejudice to he Child : 

| Wherefore ro avoid it, ler his Arms and Legs be 
wrapped in his bed, and ftretched {trait out, and 


{wathed to keep chem ſo, viz. his Arms along his 


fides, and his Legs equally bach together, with a 
little of the bed Bn them, that ſo they may 
not be galled by rubbing one another 3 afcer all 
_ this, #. Head muſt be kept ſteady and firait, with 
a ſtay faſtned on each fide the Blancket, a then 
wrap the Child up in Mantles or Blankets to keep ir 
warm. He muſt -be thus ſwaddled4o give his lictle 


| body. a ftrait Figure, which is meld” decerit and 


convenient for a Man, and to accuſtom him to keep 


upon the Feer, tor elſe he would go upon 'all four, 


as moſt hes Animals. do, 
Beſides all theſe Excrements mentioned, the 


Child hath yet a certain clammy Phlegme remaining 
in its Stomach, which-he pukes up ſome few Gaies 
after he 1s born : to .remedy this, you muſt 

give the Child a ſmall Spoonful of ſucared Wine, 
_ or thrice the firft day rogerher, making him 
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be moſt parr evacuated, or digeſted and conſumed 
by the Stomach, for fear left the Milk mixing with 
this viſcous humour ſhould corrupt, as it would do, 
if you gave 1t preſently ſuck ; ſome gives rhem for 
this purpoſe a little Oyl of ſweet Almonds, drawn 
without fire, anda little Sugar-candy : The Jews 
are accuſtomed to give their Children a little Butter 
and Honey, which doth almoſt produce the ſame 
effet ; and this they do to follow what 1s ſaid in 

the 7** Chap. of 1ſarab, the 14, and 15 Verſes: Be- 
bold,a Virgin ſhall concetve & bear a Son,and ſhall call 
his name Emanuel ; Butter & Honey ſhall be eat,that 
he may know to "0 the Exil, and chuſe the Good: 
But Wine is much better, becauſe it doth better que 
and looſen this Phlegme, and helps ro concodt and 
digeſt thac which remains, and the Sugar ſweeteys 
its Acrimony, and helps to purge it away. 

Now having given ir this Medicine, lay it quietly 
to reſt on his fide, thar the Excrements may be the. 
better evacuated and caſt forth ar the Mouth : tor if 
the Child lyes on the back, 1t would be: in danger 
that remaining in its Mouth, a parc of it would fall 
upon his Breaſt, which might Thoak him, or ar 

leaſt very much offend him. Let us now ſce how he 
mult be fed and ordered hereafter,

A Child, which during its ſtay in the Morthets 
» Belly, had no other nouriſhment but the Waod 
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it receives by the -mbilical Veſſels, hath for 'want 
of that, after its Birth, need to rake ſome by the 
Mouth | and ſuck Breaft. m.Ik : However It 1S Not 
20d to give it ſuck affoon as it 1s born, to pre- 
vent that ſo ſudden a change, as well inreſpect of 
, the difference of nouriſhment, as the manner of re. 
_ cejving itgleft ir cauſe ſome alteration in 1ts healch. 
Firſt cherefore empty the Phlegm out of his Stomach, 
oiving him, as we have ſaid, the firſt rhree or four 
daies, ſome Wine and Suear, ro cut and looſen jt, 
to prevent the Milk he ſhall cake from corrupting, 
\ being mixt with this viſcous Phlegme 3 wheretore ic 
1s beſt to ſtay until the nexc day before you give lt 
ſuck, that fo it may be w holly evacuated, or di- 
oeſted and conſumed, and then you may fafely 
give him che Breaft, 

It were to be wiſhed that the Mother hould not 
eve it ſack, until the eighth day of her Child-5ed 
at ſooneſt, if wor three Weeks or a Month : : that fo 
all the humours of her Body, being well rempercd, 
and having recovered the agitation they received 1n 
the Travail, as allo their Superfluities having been 
wholly purged by means of the Lochia, her Milk 

| bethereby ſo much the more purified ; befides this 

{ theſmall edkes of the Nipples'nor yer being ſuſhci- 
ently opened, . a hew-born'Babe cannot ordinarily 
ar fuſt cafily draw her Breaſts; during that time 
therefore let a Woman ſuck her. 

* Bur oftcen poor pcople cannot obſcrve ſo many 
| Precautions, aid ſuch Mothers are obliged to give 
'S # cher Children ſuck trom the firſt day : and hke- 
wiſe others will not {after any but themſelves to do 
It: 1n this caſe, let ther Breaſts be a little drawn 


by lome old perlons, or ſome luſty ſucking Child; 
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or they may draw them theniſelves with a Glaſs, 
figured like that 1n the beginning of the 15*" Chap, 
and afterwards they may give ther Children ſuck 
when the Milk is a lictle brought down; let them 
continue to do thus, *cill the Milk be ealy for the 
new-born Child to draw. x ge. '." 2” 
There are ſome who believe that the Milk of a 
Woman .new-laid is better at the beginning than _ 
when ic 1s purified, and chart it opens the Belly and 
purgeth the Meromton from the Guts ; but the gripes, 
which this overheated and foul Milk alſo cauſeth m 
him, is much more prejudicial than the good it 
otherwiſe doth ; wherefore it 1s beſt nor co give it 
ſuch new-milk, if poſſible, As to the fitteſt cime 
then of giving the Breaſt to the new-vorn Babe, it 
muſt not be till after the firſt day, for the reaſons 
above given; and to make him take it, becauſe 
there are ſome that will not in chree or four daics, 
the Nurſe muſt milk a little into his Mouth and 
upon his Lips, that ſo he may by degrees taſte it, 
then ler her put the Nipple dropping into its Mouth, | 
and ſqueeze her Breaſt. with her Hang when he - 
hath faſtened, that the Milk may come down the 
ealter,-and that the Infanc who hath yet bur ſmall 
ſtrength, Wy not take too much pains to draw 
and ſuck it, doing thus dy degrees, until he is well 
accuſtomed to fuck, | | 
If che Nurſe hath much Milk, ſitemuſt not give 
the Child any thing elſe, at leaſt che firſt two» 
Months; Beaſts do ſhew. us, that Milk alone 1s 
ſafficienc to 'nouriſh an Infant, fince that they do 
ſuckle five or (ix of their young ones, and ſometimes 
more, without their taking any other food for a 'Y 
long time afrer, As to the quantity of Milk a Child *. 
AT ”_____- ought 
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6ught to ſuck, it muſt be proportionable to his Age / 
and Strength ; in the begining he muſt not have too 
much, nor too often, that his Stomach not yet ac- 
cuſtomed to concoRt it, may the ' better digeſt it 5 
afterwards ler. it daily by little. and lictle be aug- 
mented, until he may take his fill : As to the time 
and hour it needs no limics, fot it may beat any 
time, night or day, when he hath a mind; but 
ſer him haye it rather little and often, than too= 
much at a time, that his, litcle Stomach miay the 
better conco& and digeſt ir without Vomiting, as 


It often doth'when ir cannot eaſily contain it. 


 Aﬀeer ch&Child hath ſuck'd Milk alone for two 
or chree Months, more or lets, accotding as. one 
fnds he needs {tronger nouriſtiment, give him then 
Pap, made of Flower and Milk, though but. little 
ar firſt, and:not too thick, left his Stomath be ſoori 
overcharged by not being uſed, to it 5 or (that it 
may be of eafier digcſtion)put the Meal 1n an earthen 


Pan, into an Oven aſfoon as the bread is drawn, 


ſtirring it ofren, to dry ic equally. Pap made of 
this Flower, beſides that Tt is ſooner concoted, / is 
much better than the ordinary, which 1s heavier,

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There are many Women who give Pap to their 
Children affoon as they are born, and Nurſes who 
have little Milk ordinarily do ſo, to hinder their 
crying as they wil do when they are hungry 3 but 
ſomtimes this, only is enough to kill chem, becauſe 
of the indigeſtion and obſtruction it cauſeth, which 
by reaſon of its groſs and viſcous confiſtence, 'can 
hardly find paſſage through che Stomach and Guts, 
which at the beginning are but weak,and not ſuf 


ficiently opened and dilated, whereby there hap. 


pens to the Children great opprelſions, and difficulty

q their Age, they cannot otherwiſe expreſs the 1n- 
[ commodities they ſuffer within, but by their cryes, 
We have heretofore diſcovered how they ought to 
be governed in; the beginning for the preſervation of 

2 good health z we will now diſcourſe of the in- 
Cifpoſitions to which they are ſubje&, principally 
ifom their birch, ?cill they are ſeven or eight 
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Months old, Lec us firſt mention ſome they ar® 
born with, and then wee'l entertain you with thole 
that uſually happen to them afterwards. | 

The firſt Accident to be remedird is the weak= 
nels many Children bring into the world with them; 

which often happens, not becauſe they are fo by 
Nature, but by the violence of a bad Lanour, or 
the length of it, during which they ſuffer ſo much, 
cthatſometimes after they are born they are ſo weak, 
that 1t 1s hard to be diſcovered whether they are 
dead or alive, not any part of their Body being 
: Sp) to ſtir, which ſometimes js ſo blew and 
vid, eſpecially the Face, that one would thinx 
they were quite choaked. And many times, ajcer 
they have been thus for whole hours, they re- 
coyer by little and little from their weakneſs, as at 
BY revived, and were returned from Death to 
ife,

the eaſier; and to be yet more helpfull to him, let 
the Midwife keep his Mouth a little open, and cleanſe 
the Noftrils with (mall linen tents, alſo dipt in white 
Wine, that ſo he may receive the ſmell of it ; let 
her chaſe every part of his Body well with warm 
Clothes, to bring back the Blood and Spirits, which 
for being retired inwards through weakneſs, pur 
him in danger of being choaked: in doing thus by 
lictle and little, the Infant recovering his ſtrength, 
will inſenfibly come ro flirr his Limbs one ater 
another, and ſo at firſt cry but weakly, which 
afterwards, as. he breaths freer, will augment and

Beſides theſe helps we have mentioned, which 
certainly 'are the beſt and moſt certain for the 
weakps gf a new-born Babe, Midwives ordinarily 
make uſe of others, which I do not approve of, not 
only becauſf chey are uſeleſs, but becauſe ſome of 
them are very dangerous to the Child, Some lay 
the After-burthen, being very warm, to the Belly, 
' and leave it there *cill it is cold, I have elf-where, 
* declared, that the Burthen, by reaſon of its heat, 
' may be ſomething ſerviceable; but notwithſtanding, 
becauſe of its weight, being ſo placed wpon the 
Childs Belly,- which wanting a ſupport 15 ca- 
fily compreſſed, 'it doch very much hinder his 
reſpiration, whichat that time is moſt neceſſary for 
- him. Others caſt' the Secondive into the Fire be- 
fore ie beperted, amid for put it in warm Wine, 
"believing thar by"this mealſthe ftrongrh of the Wine 
Root es 4 Conveighs 
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eonveighed through the mbilical Veſſels, is able to 


give him new vigour : But as this fleſhy Maſs,and 
theſe Veſſels, are dead parts afloon as they are out

If theſe things do no good, yer do they no 
great hurt, but are only nfeleſs 3 but this which 
follows is capable to ſuffocate a Child immediately, 
that is, when ſome. do thruſt back, and fnake the 
Blood which 1s in the #mb:lical Veſlels to enter into 
the Body, believing that jt fortifies and recovers 
the Child out of its weakneſs ; but we have elſewhere 
declared, that the Blood contained in theſe Veſſels 
loſe their ſpirits afloon a3 the Secondine is ſeparated 
and come forth of the Womb nay, it is there im- 
mediatly after, half congealed : Now if- ix be thus 
thruſt back 1kto a weak Childs Liver, it remains 
there, being no longer animarced with any ſpirits, 


and inſtead of giving him new ſtrength, it overcomes 
that liccle which remains,and compleats the extin&tion 
of his languiſhing natural heat: to ayoid this,be care= 
Kul not to torce back the Blood thus into the Infants 
Bully, for beſides in- theſe 'weaknefles, (unleſs ir 
ſhould-be otherwaies by the Mothers flooding be- 
fore ſhe was brought to Bed) there 1s alwaies too 
much of it in the Infants body, and inſtead of ſend- 
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ing more to it, there muſt be ſome drawn back from 
it towards the extremities, that ſo its Ventricles be- 
Ing a little diſcharged, may have afterwards a more 
free motion to ſend back the ſpirits to all parts,

Very ofcen the Children which are weak at their 
Birth, are ſo by nature; as when they come before 
their time, and are ſo much the weaker, ®by how 
much, they want to complear the end of the ninth 
Moneth, and alſo when they are begotten by infirm 
and fick parents. 

Theſe are hard to remedy, and there 15 nothing 
more tq be done, but to nouriſh and order them 
well according to our former directions ; but it will 
be rare for them to be long-lived, and ic 1s much 
if they do nor dye by the leaſt indiſpoſition that 
betalls their nacural weakneſs, :

l haveſaid, ſo tender and delicate, thas they 
are exfily bruiſed and hurt ; and ſometimes in a bad 
Labour their Members are diſlocated, either þbe-

becauſe they were handled roo rudely in the Opera- 
tion : the moſt uſual and frequent bruiſe is for the 
moſt. part on the rop of their Head, where ſome- 
times at their Buth, they have a Kaob, as big as

firſt Labours; and which happens the ſooner, ac. 
cording as the Woman is advanced in Ape ; becaulc 
che - inward orifice of the Womb, called the Gar- 
land, being more callous, doth not dilate without 
much difficulty; for which reaſon, the Childs head 
prefling again ir, and the upper part of it (which 
naturally prefents firſt to the Paſſage) being begirr 
with 1t as with a Garland, is puft up and ſwelled 
(becauſe of the Blood and Humours which fall 
: down, and are retained in this part) by the great 
compreiſion which rhis inward orifice makes round 
about, eſpecially when the Throwes begin to be 
ſtrong, and the Child comes bur ſlowly forward, 
after the Warers, which did a little defend it, 
are broke away the Midwife alſo may do much ill 
It it, if ſhe roucheth it too-ofcen, or too. roughly 
with her Fingers, when it Iyes in the Birth; but 
many times they are in this caſe wrongfullyaccuſed ;

livid, as if it were bruiſed : Now this compreſſion 
1s much greater - in reſpect of the Veins, which arc 
alwaics more outward, and ought ro carry back the 
Blood to the Heart, chan of the Arteries, by means 
-of which 1t is' carried/-ito- all the parts; for beſides

Of a new-born Babes Fundament being cloſed 
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There have likewiſe ſometimes been Girles, whos” 
having the Fundament cloſed, yer voided the Ex- 
crements of che Gacs by an orifice, which nature,to 
ſupply its defect, had made within the Vagimgyy or 
Neck of the Womb, _ | 

Now the Fundament is cloſed two waies; either® 
by a ſimple Membrane, as che fingle Skin, through 
which one may. perceive fome livid marks, pro- 
ceeding {rom the retained Excrements; and. touch- | 
ing it withe Finger, there 1s felt a ſoftneſs withun, 
whereabouts ic oneht to be pierced : or elfs it 18 
quite Ropt up by a thick fleſhy ſubſtance, and in 
ſuch ſort, that there appeares nothing without by 
which 1ts true ſcicuation may be denoted. 

When there is nothing bur the {ingle Skin which 
makes this cloſure, the operation is very caly, and 
the Children may eſcape, Then an apertion may 
be made with a ſmall Incifon-knife, croſs-waies 
rather than fmple or long, that it may the better 
receive a round form ; and that the place may not 
afterwards grow together, being very carctul not 
to hurt the SphixfHer of the Reftum. The Incifion

CHAP. XXIV. 


Of Gripes and Pains of the Belly of a young 
Child, SE 


MPA Children areſo griped, that they cannot 
EYE forbear crying night nox day, for the greac, 
pains they feel in their Belly, with which ſome are 
ſo vext and tormented that they dye of it, *Tis 
very ofren the firſt and moſt common diſtemper 
which happens to lictle Infants after their Births 
which in general and for the moſt part comes from 
zhe ſudden change of their nouriſhment, foraſmuch 
as having alwales received it by the {#mbilical 
Veſlels, whiles they were*in their Mothers Belly, 


 B&Y they come to change it of a ſudden, not only the 
LO manner of receiving it, but the nature and quality 


of it aſloon as they are born ; for inſtead of puri- 
fhcd Blood only, which was conveyed to them b 

means of the #mbilical Vein, they are "bliged 
Bb for want of it to be nouriſhed with their Mothers | 
Be Breaſt-milk, which they ſuck with their Mouth, |} 
and trom which are engendered many Excrements, | 
cauſing the Gripes, as well becauſe it 1s not fo | 
pure as the Blood with which it was fed in the 
Womb; as becauſe the Stomach and. Inteſtines ? 
cannot yet make a good Digeſtion, nor an eake þ 
Pullribution, being not accuſtomed tot. | 


The 
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| The particular cauſes of theſe Gripes are, either 
when the Meconion (amaſled, during all the time of 
Pregnancy) is not evacuated ſoon after the Infants 
birth, and that by its roo-long ſtay in the In- 
reſtines, it acquires a ſharp and pricking Acrimo- 
ny 3 or that becoming hard, the Infant cannot 
void it, nor the new Excrements which proceed 
from the Milk, which he hath taken at che firſt : 
*cis alſo ſometimes becauſe the Child not being able 
to ſuck with eaſe, he ſwallows, in ſucking the 
Milk with difficulty, much air and wind, which 
being retained in the Stomach, and (liding into the 
Inteſtines, doth painfully diſtend them. Thus 
Wind ſomecimes 1s cauſed, when a Child rakes a 
greater quantity of Milk than he can digelt ; or be- 
cauſe of ts 111 quality, as when the Woman gives | 
her Breaſt-milk afſoon as ſhe is delivered, with- 
our ſtaying to have it purified : Cold may alſo 
make 1t ſuffer the ſame, But very often 1t 1s for 
giving him Pap too ſoon, as alfo when 1t 1 not e&- 
nough boiled ; becauſe this nouriſhment, which 1s 
groſs and viſcous, cannot be eafily digeſted by a 
new-born Babe, whoſe Stomach 1s not yet accu- 
ſtomed to it ; and Worms, that are engendred 
in che Inteſtines, by their ſtirring and bicing do 
alſo much torment them, Beſides all theſe things 
already mentioned, the Midwife alſo may caule 
oreat pains in the Childs Belly, by driving back 
into 1t the cold and clodded Blood out of the 
Navel-ſtring before it be tyed. 
For toremedy all thele/pains in the Belly, which 
Women uſually call all by one common naine of 
Gripes, reſpe& muſt be had to char ditterent 
cauſes: as to that which 1s the general caule, che

too ſudden change of the nouriſhment, To avoid ity 
one muſt forbear giving the Child ſuck, until the 
next day, leſt the Milk being mixt with the Phlegm 
which 1s then in the Scomach, corrupt ; and at 
fir(t 1t muſt ſuck but little, uncil it be accuſtomed 
to digeſt jr. It it be the Macomon of the Inter 
fines which by its long ſtay cauleth theſe pains ; for 


to help to diſcharge them of it, give them at the 
Mouth a little Oyl of fweet Almonds, and Syrup 
of Roſes, as we have directed before, and to 
provoke it further, give it Beets-ſtalk, covered over 
with Honey, for a Suppoſitory ; or a ſugar'd Al- 
mond alſo diprt in common Honey : or one may. 
give it a {mall Clyſter, = 
It a Child cannot ſuck with eaſe, regard muſt be 
+ had co that which hinders it ; for if it be Tongue- 
tycd, it muſt be cut, as 1s above direRted ; and if 
it be becauſe the Nurſe is hard milcht, change her 
tor one whoſe Milk 1s better purified ; and ler her 
rather ſuckle jta little and often, than more ar 
once than the lictle Stomach can eaſily digeſt at a 
time, And above all whules the Child is griped 
've 1t no Pap; becauſe this food, by its viſcoſ1- 
tie* doth eaſily cauſe obſtructions, which after- 
wards engender Wind. It ic be Wormes, lay a 
cloth, dipt in Oyle of Wormwood mixt with Ox- 
gall,upon the Belly; or a ſmall Cataplaſme mixt 
with Powders of Rue,Wormwood, Coloquint, Alots, 
and the ſeed of Citroxs, incorporated with Ox-gal 
and flower of Lupsnes; and to draw & drive them 
more downwards, if the little Infant can take any 
thing by the Mouth, give it a ſmall infuſion of 
Rhubarb, or half an Ounce of compound Syrup of 
Succory ; having before given it a {mall Clyſter of 
| |  ſugar'd 
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2 NM. _w_- 
ugar'd Milk : for by this means the Wormes, 
which ſhun the bitterneſs of the Medicines, and 
ſeek after the ſweetneſs of the Milk, are eafily 
brought away by Stool. 

When theſe Gripes are cauſed by Wind, as it 
often happens, or by any fharp Humours in the 
Inteſtines, anoint the Childs Belly all over with 
Oyl of Violets, or with Oyl of ſweet Almonds, or 
elſe with Oyl of walnars, Camomil, and Melilor 
mixt together, having firſt warm'd them, in which 
alſo a Cloath may be dipt to lay upon it ; or a 
{mall 'Pancake may be made with an Egg or twa 
fried in Oyl of Walnuts, for to be applicd to it ; 
and they may take a little Azodine or Carmmative 
Clyſter, according as the cauſe of the Gripes is 
known ;z aboye all, ever keeping the Child very 
warm,

He continual cries of little Children, becauſe 
| of rhe Pains and Gripes which they feel at 
the beginning, doth ſomrtimes cauſe ſuch an ag). | 
ration of rhe Belly, that che Navel-ftring falling , 
oft too ſoon, and before it be entirely cloſed and 
cicatrized, there happens there an Inflammation 
and Ulceration ; at other times allo for the ſame 
| == realon 2 
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reaſon, although it be outwardly healed, not 
being ſo within, it is dilated and thruſt ourward 
the bigneſſe of a ſmall Egg, and ſometimes bigger, 
which 15 uſually called Exomphale, or ſhooting 
forth of the Navel. . 
There are ſome who imagine when it 1s ſo in- 
flamed and ulcerated, that it was becauſe the 
String was tied too-near the Belly, which cauſed a 
great pain and inflamation to follow : Others ſay 
that Nature having uſed to diſcharge the Urine by 
this part, during the Childs being 1n the Mothers 
Belly, doth at firſt {ti]] continue to fend 1t this 
way, and that it cauſeth this Accident by its acri- 
mony, for which there is no reaſon : for *tis 1m- 
poflible the Urine ſhould regorge from the Bladder 
to the Navel by the Krachus ; taraſmuch as it is 
not hollow in an humane Fetus, as we have elle. 
where made appear, And how near the Belly 
ſoever the Navel-ſtring is tied, and how hard (pro- 
vided ' ſome of the true skin, which is ſenſible, be 
not alſo tied with it) it can cauſe no manner of 
pain to the Child ; becauſe it isa dead and inani- 
mate part aſloon as a Child is born, and likewiſe 
inſenſible 3 becauſe there is no Nerve diſtributed 
into it. But this Inflamation uſually comes, as I 
have mentioned, becauſe the Infant, tceling the great 
pains and pripes in his Belly,doth continually cry, 
and thereby hinders the Navel from healing : ic 
may likewiſe be cauſed by a violent and frequent 
Cough, becauſe by theſe efforts, the Blood is for- 
ced back into the remaining end of the #mbilical 
Vein, which it alwaics keeps dilated, and being 
corrupted by its ſtay there, failes not to make an 
inflammation of the Nayel, and that which was 
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tyed coming to fall off before it was perfe&tly heal- 
ed, there remains a very bad Ulcer, upon which 
ſomerimes follows great loſs of Blood, and ie may be 
Death, 

The principal thing to be obſerved in the cure of 
this Malady, is to appeaſe the Cough, and quiet 
che Childs crying, reſpeCting thar which cauſerh it, 
without which it would daily increaſe; and if ir 
were the Gripes, 1t muſt be remedied, as 1s di- 
reed in the foregoing Chapter : as to the reſt, if 
the Navel be inflamed, one muſt lay upon it Vs- 
guentum refrigerans Galem, mixt with as much 
Populeon; or a imall Boullter dipr in Oyl of Roſes 
with a little Vinegar : Zygwentum Roſatum & Al. 
bum, mixt together,1s alſo good for 1t. It the Navel 
continues ulcered, after the String is fallen off, 
Deficcative and Aſtringent Medicines muſt be ap- 
plied to it, ſuch as 1s ſmall Rags dipr in Lime water 
which 1s not too {troneg, or P/antave water where- 
in a little A/loms hath been diflolved, It the Ulcer 
be ſmall, a Pledgit of dry Lint will be ſufficient. 
Many put to it only a little powder ofa Pf, T heſe 
things are better for this purpoſe than Plaiſters, 
which are never {o drying, becauſe of the Oyles 
and Greaſe which enter into their compolition, 
Burt if notwithſtanding one would uſe them, he may 
take Deficcatruum rubrum, or Diapompholigoes, pat- 
. ticularly obſerving to put a good linnen Compreſs 
on the top of theſe Remedics, with a Swarh to 
keep them faſt,unti] the Navel be ciccatriz.ed and 
pertectly healed ; leſt beſides its Ulceration, 1t be 
forced outwards, and that 1:s Veſſels open by the 
violence of a great Cough, or by the agitation 
which the Gripes cauſe in the Childs Belly. = 
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2094 Df the Diſeaſes of Lib.z] * 

As to the rupture of the Navel in young Chil- 
dren, whether great or little, the cure of it muſt 
not be otherwiſe undertaken than by Swathes and 
Compreſles fitted for the purpoſe, *cill they have 
acquired a more reaſonable Age, when, if the 
Malady be not cured by the Swathes, the Opera- 
tion may be done if defired : But if after the in- 
flamation there growes an Impoſthume, which 
cauſeth the ſhooting forth of the Navel, and that 
the tumor of it be very great, then it ever kills the 
Children, and if it be opened, the matter indeed 
may.be emptied, but there is great danger that to- 
gether with it, the Guts come forth in the ſame 
place the firſt time the Child cries, which may 
afterwards perſuade thoſe that underſtand not the 
Art, that this accident happened through the 
Chirurgeons ignorance. For this reaſon Ambroſe 
Pare in his 94'* Chapter of his Book of 
Generation, adviſeth you not to meddle with it, 
but rather to let the Child die, without doing any 
thing to it, as he ſaith he did himſelf, when he 
was ſent for by a Taylor in the like caſe. 

He recites in the ſame place a ſtory of a Chi- 
rurgeon of his time, called Mr. Peter de [a Rock, 
who was in very great danger of his life, for ha- 
ving opened an Impoſtume of the Navel of a Child 
of Monſieur de Martigues, which being done, the 
Inteſtines came forth by the orifice, and ſoon after 

_ the Child died, which the ſervants of the houſe 
reported was thereby cauſed, and therefore al- 
though withour reaſon) they would have killed 
him, if the ſaid Monſieur de Martigues had not 
hindered them : but I believe the Chirurgeon had 
ſhunned the danger they put him jn, and that 
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diſgrace, if he had before made a good Progno=- 
ſick of what yonld follow, and the danger 
wherein the Infant was ; for it may be,reſembling 
many of our time (who undertake ſuch things that 
they may be thought more able chan others, and 
being bur ſimple fellows, boaſt themſelves capable 
to work miracles ) he had promiſed ſpeedily to cure 
the Child of this Maladie, which was incureable, 
that (under fo fair hopes) he might have a good 
ſumme in hand paid him. In this we muſt tol- 
low Parey's advice with ſome diſtinEtion , for, if 
the Impoſtume be ſmall, and the Child ſtrong, one 
muſt not forbear, having firſt made a good Pro- 
gnoſtick, to open it 3 and when there is never (0 
little hopes, ?tis better to practiſe what Arr com-. 
mands, than to forſake the flick ina certain de. 
(pair.

The cure of theſe Indiſpofitions 1s twofold; (that

firſt, rhe Nurſe maſt cleanſe the Child of his Ex 
crements aſſoon as he hath voided them, ſhifting it 
each time with a clean bed, waſhed in the Back 
as to the ſecond thing to be obſerved, of cempering 
the Childs Urine, that cannot be execufed bur by 
the Nurfes keeping a cooling Diet, that ſo her Milk 
may have the ſame quality 5 wherefore let her ab- 
ſtain from all chings that may heat her, oa 

Beſides theſe two generals, cooling and drying 
Remedies mult. be applyed to the inflamed parts. 
Wherefore each time the Childs excrements are 
wip*d off, ler the parts be bathed with Plantaze 
water, mixt.with a fourth part of Lime-water 5 
and if the pain be very grear, let it only be to- 
mented with luke-warm Mulk. Rs 
' Many Women ordinarily uſe the powder of a Poſt 
to drie it, or a little MiIl-duft, which they firew 
upon ir.

Ery frequently the Milk of a Nurſe, that is ; 
| Red-haired, given to Wine, or very amo. 
rous, may by its heat and acrimony cauſe ſmall 
Lilcers in an Infants Mouth, which are called 
Aphthe, and vulgarly Cancers 3 ſometimes alſo 
though che Milk have no 1ll quality in it felf, ir 
may however corrupt in the Childs Stomach, be- 
cauſe of its weakneſs, or for ſome other indiſpoki- 
tion, in which acquiring an acrimony, inſtead of 
being well digeſted, there arifeth thence biting 
Vapours, which forming a thick Viſcoſity, ſticking 
like a kind of white Soot all over the Mouth, doth 
eahly cauſe and engender theſe ſmall Ulcers, by 
reaſon of the tenderneſs and delicacy of it, This, 
Guido makes us take notice of, when he ſaies, that 
theſe Ulcers for the moſt part happen to Children 
by the badnefſe of the Milk, or by its ill digeſti-

Of theſe Ulcers, ſome are benigne, as they that 
| arecauſed by a ſimple heat of the Nurſes Milk, or 
| by the Childs blood and humours being a little 

overheated 3 or alſo for having had a ſmall fit of a 
Feaver, and they arc then very ſuperficial, of ſmall 
continuance, and eaſily yeilding to Remedies z O- 

 thers are malignant, ſuch as axe cauſed by a vexr- 
real VN nome, of that happen after a malignant 
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Feayet, and are Scorbutick,, which are putrids 
corroſive, and ſpreading, and do not only poſſeſs 
the ſuperficies of the w:mbranes, which covers the 
roof of the Mouth and Tongue; but making its 
Scabs deeper, 15 communicated to all the internal 
parts of the Throat, as the Yenereal ones eſpeci. 
ally, which can riever be cured by ordinary Reme- 
dies, but muſt be handled with Specificks, with- 
out which they ever augment, and ſoon kill lictle 
Infants, who arc too weak to undergo the Reme- 
dies fic for their cure. 

The Ulcers of the Mouth, according to Galen, 
are of difficult Cure ; becauſe they are in hot and 
moiſt places, where eahly Putrefaction and Cor-= 
rofion 1s augmented ; behdes the Remedies applied 
cannot lodg there, being ſoon waſhed away with 
Spitcle. 

To cure theſe Ulcers when they are ſmall and 
without malignity, you mult take care to temper 
and cool the Nurſes milk, preſcribing her a cooling 
Diet, bleeding and purging her alſo, if there be 
occaſion « waſh the Childs mouth wich Barley or 
Plantane-water, and Honey of Roles, or Syrup of 
dric Roſes, mixing with them a little Verjuice, or 
juice of Lemmons, as well to looſen and cleanſe 
the viſcons Humours which cleave to the infide of 
the Childs mouth, as to cool thoſe parts whichare 
already overheated; this may be done by means of 
a {mall fine Rag faſtened to the end of a little ſtick, 
and dipt in this Remedy, wherewith the Ulcers 
may be gently rubbed, being careful nor to put 
them to too much pain, leſt irritating of them, att 
Inflammation- be cauſed ro augment the TEWEY: 
The Childs body muſt not be kept open, that che 
__ Humours 
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Humours being carried to the lower parts, ſo many 
vapors may notaſcend, as uſually do when the 
Excrements of the Belly are too-long retained. 

If che Ulcers participate of any malignity, let 
Topical Remedies then be uſed, which do their 
work ſpeedily, and as it were 1n an inſtant, for to 
correct the evil qualities of the humours that cauſe 
them, and prevenc their further augmentation; for it 
28ing impoſſible if they ſhould remain long in theſe 
parts, but their effect and vertye would be hindered, 
or much diminiſhed by the moiſture of the Mouth: 
For this purpoſe rouch the Ulcers with Water of 
Plantaye tharpned with Spirit of Vitreol, taking 
great care that the Infant ſwallows rione of it ; and 
the Remedy muſt be ſo much the {tronger and 
ſharper, as the Ulcers are profound and malignant; 
aſſoon as they have been cauterized with this Wa- 
ter, by only touching chem once or twice with it, 
according to their bigneſs, depth, or corrupuon, 
that no Toa ſerofities may diftull upon the places 
not yer ulcered, and upon the Infants Throat, 
waſh its Mouth with Plantane water, or with a 
Decoction of Barley, Agrimony,and Honey of Ro- 
ſes, continuing to touch and waſh the ulcers as 
It, may be judged convenient, and until you find 
thar they ſpread no further, To prevent that in 
Euſe of theſe ſharp Medicines, not the leaſt por- 
tion of them may fall upon the Childs Throar, and 
that by ſwallowing of them he may receive no great 
prejudice, ſome chuſe rather to cauterize theſe Ul- 
cers with ſmall Linnen cents, dipt in boiling Oy]; 
which though afterwards ſwallowed, cannot in 
the leaſt prejudice him. Ic will alſo not be amils 


to purge the ill Humours our of the whole habic of

Signs when Children will breed their Teeth, are 
when the Gummi and Checksare ſwelled, they feel 
a great hear there, wich ati itching, which often 
makes chem put cheir Fingers in their Mouths . to 
them, from whence much moiſture diſtills 
A into the Mouth, becauſe of the pain they 
feel there 3 the Nurſe in giving them ſuck finds the 
Mouth hotter, they are much changed, and cry

| To prevent theſe Accidents to the Child, the 
Nurſe muſt keep a good Dier, and uſe all things 
that may cool and temper her Milk, that a Fever 
may not follow the pain of the Teeth; and to hine 
der that the Humours may not fall roo-abundantly 
=_ the inflamed' Gums, keep the Childs Belly 
alwaies looſe, to empty - them downward, to 
which purpoſe. give him gentle Tlyſters, 1t he be 
bound ; but there ,is ofcen no need of them, be-= 
cauſe ar that time they are uſually troubled with a 
Looſnels. | 
As to the ſecond, which helps the cutting of the 
Teeth, that the Nurſe muſt do from time co time, 
who mult paſs her Finger upon the Childs Gums, 
gently rubbing them, chat being thereby ra refi ! 
they may be the eafier penetrated, and cut by 
Teech, which are ready to come'forthz to which 
alſo the Child may it ſelf be helpful, if they give ir 
a little ſtick of Liquorice to champ, or a lictle end 
of a Imall new wax-candle, which is very good to 
fofren the Gum, There is ordinarily made uſe of.

One muſt not however believe that theſe things 
have any peculiar property, * as many. Women 


Imagine z bur if they are helpful in this caſe, it 1s 


becauſe of their ſolidity, evenneſs and ſmoothnels ; 
for the Child rubbing the Gums with it, to eaſe the 
itching which it feels there, doth by degrees di- 
miniſh the thickneſs of them, and fo they are at 
length inſenfbly cut by the Teeth which are un- 
der. If chele things do no good, becauſe rhe 
Gums are either too-hard or too-thick, that the 
Child may not ſuffer ſo much, nor,by reaſon of the 
great pain, fall into thoſe accidents by us above- 
mentioned, ler the Gums be cut with a Lancet, 
where the Teeth are ready 3 Nurſes uſe to do 1t 
with their Nails, bur *ris 

better to be done with* a TA thin Groat ws 4s 
Lancet, becauſe 'tis not good or better than euher« 
ſo paintul. 

There are many Remedies, which divers per- 
ſons ajlerr have a peculiar property to help the cur- 
ting of the Teeth, as rubbing them with Bitches 
milk, Hares or Pigs brains, and hanging a Vipers 
tooth about the Neck of the-Child, and other {uch 
like, grifles ; but -fince they are founded more on 
Superſtition, than any reafon, I will not trouble 
my ſelfro enlarge upon what is ſo uſeleſs, 
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Of the Looſneſs of an Infant.

more Milk than their weak Stomachs can digel 
which corrupting there,a Looſneſs certainly follows, 
It may alſo happen by the vitiouſneſs of rhe Nurſes 
Milk, which may be too hot, (as a new-laidd Wo- 
mans allo js) being ever impure, eſpecially rhe farſt 
SSCs EE:

however, 1t 1t continues too-long it will not be anuſs 
to remedy it, leſt the Child compolcd of a tender 
and ſofc ſubſtance (calie upon this account, if o1e 
may ſo ſay, to be melted) be not too-much en- 
feebled by it, becauſe of the great dithpation of 
ſpirits, which the <nrinual evacuation of humouts 
flowing through the Belly efte&s. 

For chis purpoſe ler it ſuck well purified Milk,

' they often draw more Milk than their little Sto- 
mach can eaſily contain or digeſt, with which be- 
ng oyer-charged, they are obliged to caſt it up : 
3 it may allo happen ro them, becaule 'tis bad Milk. 
Wo The efforts of a violent Cough may cauſe the ſame 
E thing, which allo-may be ettected by their Nurſes 
too rude dancing them in their arms, ſhaking them 
too much by violent rocking their Cradle ; forat. 
much as by thoſe motions the Milk, "being too- 
much agitated and diſturbed in the Stomack, can- 
not be well digeſted 3 but very often alſo, becauſe 
t cannot be well contained in it, the Iofants Belly 
; being too much compreſſed and ſwathed with his 
\f Wwathes and Blankets in which he is ſwadled, 
| Which makes him throw 1t up, becauſe of the pain 
| pe teels, To. all theſe. cauſes the ſweetneſs and 
: lukes 
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fuke-warmneſs of the Milk, wherewith the 
Infant is nouriſhed, contributes much, 

When the Vomiting is too-frequent, *tis fit it 
ſhould be Rop'd, leſt by the Infants continual 
reje&tion of the Nouriſhment, he becomes extream- 
ly weakned for want of Food ; and poſlibly the 
aCtiou of the Stomach fo perverted, that it can 
hardly be re-eſtabliſhed afcer. that this Action 1s 
turned into an habit, 


To cure this Vomiting, regard muſt be had to 
that which cauſeth it : as, when the Child ſucks 
more than it ſhould , the Nurſe muſt nor give it 
ſo much, and bur little ar a time, that the Sto- 
maeh may the eaſier contain and digeſt what it 
receives : if itbe the ill quality of the Milk, the 
Nurſe muſt be changed for a better; it by a 
Cough, it muſt be helped by things fit to appeaſe 
It, according to the different caules wherewith it 
3s excited. The Nurie muſt not dance it ſo rudely, 
nor rock it {o fiercely after it hath ſucked, that 2h 
digeſtion of rhe Milk may not be hindgred by theſe 
agitations. Care muſt likewiſe be taken, that it 
be not too. cloſe wrapped and ſwathed upon the 
Stomach, bur that it may be freely extended ac. 
cording to the quantity of Milk received ; and be- 
ſides all chis, if any ill humours be contained in

T® che end we may not deviate too much from 
our undertaking, which is only to obſerve 
ſame particulars concerning Infants maladies, we 
L will not {tay to explain, nor throughly to treat of 
KW all che different kinds of Herma's, but be con- 
42 tented ſlightly to examine thoſe which uſually 
happen to them, as the Inteſtinal 3 ſometime as 
compleat in Cluldren as men, as when the In- 
teltinc falls inco the bottom of the Scrotum, at 
other times incompleat when it doth not paſs the 
Groine : It may be likewiſe ſome- 

* The Cawle. times, though rarely, the * Eps- 

. ploon, which makes the Rupture, 
and falls down alone as the Inteſtine doth; and 
ſ{omerimes both the one aud the other are there 
tound rogether, 

The moſt frequent cauſes of Ruptures 1n little 
Children are their fierce Cries and violent Coughs, 
to which the Moiftneſs and Softnels of their Bodies 
doth not alitcle contribucez and alſo when they 
are too-ſtraitly iwaihed, becaule their Belly (nar 
being able to be ſufficiently enlarged, when they 
cry or cough much,) 1s ſtrongly torced downwards, - 
by reaſon of which theſe Hermas, or Ruptures, are 
ealily made, os Pq 
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4 yered; for the longer it 15 nEgle&ed, the harder 


It 15 to be curcd: becauſe by the continual falling 
of the Inceſtine, the place through which it falls, 
1s every day more and more dilated. But as Her- 
»1as calier happen to Children, becauſe of the ten. 
derneſs of their Bodies, ſo likewiſe are they ſooner 
cured than in antient perſons, becauſe the parts 
dijated are eafier reunited, as well by. reaſon of 
their tenderneſs, as that the Inteſtine (being re- 
duced and contained in its natural place whilſt 
the Child is growing) 1s enlarged in proportion to 
all che other parts of the body, and the place di- 
lated lefſens by lictle and litgle, and cloſerh by che 
compreſſion of the Truſs of Swath rightly applied 
upon Jt, 

Whileſt Children arc in Swadling-Clouts, the 
care of true Ruptures, which happen to them, 
mult not be undertaken, bur by a Swath-band, 
which alone is capeable to cure borh the perfect 
and imperfect : and 1s eftefted by a Rouler, put- 
ting a Compreſs or Truſs juſt upon the Rupture, 
afrer having firſt reduced into their natural ſcitua- 
rion the Inteſtine and Epyploon hikewile, if 1t were 
fallen down : To do this, you mult lay the Child 
with the Head low, then with both Hands reduce 
it by deprees, and thruſting with oue_che Tumor 
yery gently, and cauſing with the other the In. 
teſtine to re-enter, juſt ar che dilatation, and keep= 
ing in with it that which re-entred, to hinder its 
coming forth again, continuing to do thus, until 
the reduction be compleated, after which one muſt 
lay a Compreſs or Truſs thick cnough upon the di- 
laced place, chen ſwayhe ic on this manner ; Take 
ark ad a 
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This miſchief muſt be remedied affoon as diſco» / 
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ſes 0 
a Rouler of breadth gnd length proportionable to 
. the bigneſs of the Child, fo that ut may go three or 
four times about, lay then the firſt end upon the 
Childs Belly, - towards the fide oppoſite to that 
wherethe Herma 1s, afterwards guide 1t under the 
Buttock, then conduct it in bringing it upwards 
over the applicated Compreſle, bring it thence un.

It will be very convenient that the Nurſe carry 
the lirtle Infant to a Chirurgeon, to learn the 
manner of reducing the Rupture, and exatly uſing 
the Swath, inſtead of which a ſmall Truſs may be 
had, which will be yet better for this purpoſe, 
zecauſe there 1s not ſo much trouble in removing 
and undoing it {o often as there 15 1n a Swath ; for 
which purpoſe it ought to be waxed, or oiled on 


each de 3 that the Childs Excrements may not rot - 


ic, Now if ene would have theſe Swathes or Trufles 
ſpeedily to cure che Rupture, 'tis very fit the Child 
ſhould keep its Bed, at leaſt fourry daies, br more 
according to the bigneſs of the dilatation : let care 
be taken to prevent its Cryirig and Coughing as 
much as may be, and that the Belly be not ſwathed 
too ſtrait, leſt choſe things do again force rhe In+ 
reſtine to come forth, Some before they apply the 
Swath, foment the part 'with Smiths-warter, and 
then lay the Plaiſter of contre Repruram upon it 5 
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bur this is not neceſſary, when a Truſs or Swath 
may be ſufficient, provided it be well applied.

by rubbing. and ſcratching the Scabs when they 
itch, ſhould by irritating theſe parts cauſe an in- 
flammation, whereby a yet orcater abundance of 
bumours will flow thither, 


| CHAP, 'XXX I11, 
F 4 Of the ſmall Pox and Meazels in Infants, 


He ſmall Pox 1s a contagious Diſeaſe to little 
Infants; which ſomrimes alſo happen, though 
more rarely, co perlons already advanced in agezia 
which abundance of Puſtules all alike do break 
forth throughout the ſuperficies of the SKin, en 
g2ndred from the impurity of the Blood and other 


verſal emunRory to cleanſe the whole body of 


them, = | 
Many antient as well as modern Phyſicians at- 


eributo 
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them, or with the Liniment of Oile of ſweer Al- 
. monds, laying afterwards a Cabbads or Beet-leafe 


Humours which nature there caſts out, as an unj-. 
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eribute the cauſe of this diſeaſe ,to the reſidue of the 
menſtruous blood, wherewith the Infant was nou- 
riſhed in the Mothers Womb, which afcer its 
birth coming to be heated, and to boil in the Veſ- 
ſels, is ſeparated from. che whole Maſs of Blood 
' Which hath been ſince engendred, and is ſpread 
throughout all the ſuperficies of the Body, to be 
3n that manner rejeted and expelled, This rea- 
ſoning(according to my opinion)1s not veryprobable, 
for we daily lee many Men and Women, who 
though very aged, have never had this Malady, 
which they could never have avoided, if it proceed - 
ed from the remainder of the menſtruous Blood, 
wherewith eyery one without exception 15 nou= 
riſhed in their Mothers Womb, They which nmin- 
tain this opinion,reply, that though ſome perſons be 
exempred from this Diſeaſe, ?cis becauſe their ſtrong 
and robuſt nature could digeſt and conſumeghale 
ſuperfluiries, or elſe purge them oft by other wayes, 

as by a Looſneſs, or in ſome manner more inſen- 

ſible: However chey muſt confeſs and agree, that 

this menſtruous Blood (if ir were that) could nor 

remain hid and quiet in the Body for 30, 40, or 

Foyears after Birth, without producing its eftects, 

as we ſee in ſeveral that have not this diſeaſe *cill 
thoſe years ; bur *'tis much more credible, that 
the cauſe of the ſmall Pox 1s the corruption of a 
contagious Air, which doth principally infe& and NH 
ſpoil che blood of Infants and Youth, who are 
more diſpoſed to it than they that are further ad- 
vanced in years, becauſe of the tenderneſs and * 
ſoftneſs of their Bodies, and more at certain years F 
and ſome ſeaſons than at others, as it may eaſily be 
perceived every day ; for in peſtilential times, the 
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ſmall Pox is much more” common in the Spring and 
Summer, than at the end of Autumn or in Win- 
ter. 

The ſmall Pox doth differ from the Meazels, 
though they are ſo like in the beginning, that often 
It 18 difficult to diſtinguuſh them one from the 0- _ 
ther *till after the ſecond or third day, when the 
{mall Pox, which art fir(t appeared like the Mea- | 
zels, begins to riſe into Paſtules, and to whuten, 
The Mearels are cauſed of a Blood bi/;ou and over- 
heated; which only makes red ſpots throughout 
the Skin, without or with but very little elevati- 
on, which comes ſooneſt and principally on the 
Face ; but the ſmall Pox proceeds from a ſanguine 
and pituicous matter, which being more thick and 
viſcous, produceth many Puſtules riſing high, and 
by degrees growing white and ripening, after 
which their matter drying away, they are con- 
yerted into Scabs. c 

Of che Signs of the ſmall Pox, ſome precede 
and others accompany them 5 they that 
precede are a Fever, Sottiſhneſs, Dizzineſs 
and Pain in the Head, very troubled Urine, wea- 
rineſs and pains in the Reins and Loins, reachings 
and vomitings, difficulty of breaching, frequenc 
Yawnings, Sneezing, itching of the Noſe, reaneſs 
of the Eyes, and univerſal wearineſs all over the 
Body : but when the ſmall Pox begins to come 
forth, there appears about the third or fourch day 
many Pimples riſing every where, which grow 
and augment as well in bigneſs as number, *cill the 
eighth 'or ninth day, during which time they . 
ripen and whiten by degrees, the Head and Face _ 
lwells, the Eyes are cloſed by a great flux of hu= 

mours 
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' Fiiours thither, the Noſe is ſfopped with excrements 
© which there dry, the Patient is troubled with a 
| hoarſe Voice, a dry Cough, fore Throat and great 
difficulty to breath z and then all che parts of the 
Body are ſo ſwelled through the abuudance of 

. Pimples, that ic appears blown up and monſtrous, 
| There may be two kinds of ſmall Pox, according 
a$ it is more or leſs malignant 3 the firſt is that 
' Which is accompanied with bur a fimple emotion of 
a Fever, only ſtirred up by an ebullition of Blood 
«and Humours, ſoon ceafing from the beginning 
without any evil accident, which ripens, ſuppu- 
rates, and 1s eaſily and ſpeedily cured ; the Pu. 
Qules of theſe-doriſe full, and che matrer.is white, 
ſmooth and well concocted, and the Infants cafily 
eſcape it, if they are bur well rended. 
Buc the other ſort of ſmall Pox,torally malignant 
 — jsthat which is cauſed from ſome contagious and

rown, obſcure or livid, having ſmall black ſpors 

in their middle, they come- forth but gh. and

' no Suppuration follows, or ?tis very bad, ſanious, 
watry, and accompanied with pernitious accidents, 
as a malignanc Feaver, Phrenzy, great difficulty 
of Breathing, Faintneſs, Dyſenterie, and others 
which . often are mortal, or ar leaſt malignant UL 
cers; 'foulneſs of the bone, loſs of fight, disfigure- 
ment and great deformity of the Face, or lameneſs 
ot foms member, according to the places where 

. theſe vitious humours are conveyed and retained, 
..**. Theſe havocks are cauſed by that which all Women 
+ - call uſually che Maſter-pock, which is nothing elſe 
# . bur many Pimples, by their neerneſs and bigneſs 
- .- Joining together, and mixing their matter, which 
8 -- Dd 2 | being 
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being thus in great quantity amaſſed into one place, 
gnawes and corrodes the part deeper, than if they; 
were ſpread and diſperſt.in many diſtinct Puſtules; 
for which cauſe its cavity remains much more hol- 
low and deformed, by reaſon of the great lols of 
ſubſtance there uſually made, and depoſiting or 
tranſporting this villanous matter upon che Bones 
or other parts, . it faules them, or cauſestheir other 
accidents, as we have recited, 

- The Prognoſtick is drawn from the different 
nature, which we have now explicated : for it the 
Fever be ſmall, and that ir ceaſes proportionably to 
the coming forth of the Pimples, if they be not in 
roo great quantity, and*that they ripen and 
whiten ſpeedily,it 1 a good ſign ; but if the Feaver 
be violent in che beginning, and augments every 
day with difficulty of Breathing and other acci- 
dents, according as the Pimples come forth z if 
they are in great number, black, flar, dry, and 
without Suppuration, it is a ſign of death : beſides 
Infants are not in fo great danger as elder perſons, 
10-45 much as this Dilcaſe is more agreeable to their 
Age and Nature, and that they allo have a thinner 
and ſofcer Skin, through which this matter 1s eaher 
expelled than through theirs chat is harder, and 
whoſe Pores are leſs open. 

As to the Meazcls, they are never ſo dangerous 
as.the ſmall Pox, becauſe its matter being more ſub-, 
file, is much eaſier and ſooner evaporated, which : 
uſually terminates in three, or four daies, at the - 
end of which ſometimes follows the | {mall Poxy' . 
which often makes ſome, -as we have ſaid, take 


them one for another in the beginning at Which 


time they appear,almoſt the ſame, 
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The Cure of the ſmall Pox particularly confiſts in 
the force and vertue of nature, that endeavours to 
expel theſe malignant humours ; wherefore it muſt 
be allied to overcome them as much as may be, 
and fortified that ic may be ableto finiſh the work. 
It hath undercaken, being very careful not to di- 
vert it from its operation by.an untimely bleeding, 
or a Mcdicine unſeaſonably given. To remedie this 
Malady, keep the Child to a good diet, avoiding 
ſolid meats all the time, giving it only Spoun= 
meats, as Broaths made with Veaſe and Fowl, or

a little, of a good Jelly ; let his drink be Pryſan, . 


made with cleanicd French-Barly, the roots of 
Dogs-graſs and Lr1gaorice, and a few Railons of the 
Sun, If it be a ſucking Infant, he muſt have no 
Pap 'till he be perfe&ly cured ; and fince then by 
reaſon of his age he cannot receive Remedies often 
enough, nor other food at the Mouth than Nurſes 
milk, let her obſerve a good Diet her {clt, to re- 
freh and temper her Milk, as much as may bez let 
her not carry the.Child into the Aire, but keep it 
ina cloſe Room neither too hot nor cold : for too 
hot Air weakens it extreamly, by greatly reſol- 
- ving and diſſipating the ſpirits; and a too cold Air 
drives the Humours back into the Body, and hin- 
ders the coming forth of the ſmall Pox. Some ad- 
viſe it to be kept in a Bed hung round wich Red 
Curtains, becauſe this Colour doth ordinarily 
move the Humoyurs from the Centre outwards 5 
but this ofren hurts the Eyes, and inflames them 
by its vivacity, to which alſo in this diſcaſe there 
happens a great fluxz wherefore I believe a ſofter 
Colour, what ever it be,ought to be preferred ; but 
euſtome will have ic fo, The Infants ſleep muſt be 
_—Ddg:3 moderate, 
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moderate, that the Humours being thereby better 
concoQted and digeſted, the coming forth of the 
Poſtules may be the freer; it ought not to be to a 
Stupidity, for that would be a fign nature were 
oppreſt; let the Belly be kept moderately open 
with gentle Clyſters, that the Excrements may be 
thence eyacuated, if too long retained. 


' But when the Small Pox is in the beginning ac- 


companied with a great Fever, difficulty of Breath- 
ng and other Accidents, the principal Remedy 1s 
Bleeding, alchough moſt Women not underſtand- 
Ing the Caſe do condemn it, and will not ſuffer it 
to be done to their Children, imagining that it 
would hinder the coming forth of the ſmall Pox , 
and if it happens that the Children after bleeding 


die, although it be through che greatneſs and ma- 


lignity of che Diſeaſe, they will not fail to impute 
It to Bleeding : but it is very certain this isa pro- 
fitable Remedy in the beginning of this Diſcaſe,for 
by this means »all the Humours are cooled, and 


the fulneſs of them being evacuated, Nature eaſily | 


comands and oyercomes the reſt. As to purging, 
it ought not to be uſed in the beginning, left by 
the agitation it makes inthe humours, Nature be 
hindered and diverted from doing its work ; but 
towards the end it will be yery convenient to empty 
the remaining impurities, leſt theſe reliques fall- 
10g upon ome parts ſhould ſpoil chem. 

All this while ſuch things muſt be uſed as may 
fortific the. Heart; as Cordials, ' not of the ſort of 
thoſe pretended Cordial and Threacle Waters, 
which ordinarily are made uſe of, and rather cauſe 


powders of Pearl ang Bexar, and other we ke 
rifles, 


' pne to yomit, than fortifie the Heart ; nor thoſe. 
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' trifles, which many ſuperſtitiouſly belieye, with- 


out any reaſon, to have a ſpecifick, quality to this 
purpoſe 3 bur che truer and more ſalutary Cordials 
are, the breathing of ſweet and clear Air, and 
wholeſom diet, with the moderate uſe of things 
agreeable to the Stomack, and which pleaſe and 


comfort it ; ſuch as are Syrup of Lenwmons and 


Pome-pgranats, mixed with the Childs Pryſan; or a 
little Wine well allayed with Water, which 1s the 
Cordial of Cordials : if the Fever be not great, and 
that it 1s a ſucking Child, the Nurſes Milk onghc 


to be ſuſhcienc for all. 


As to outward Remedies, or application to the 


 Puſtules, *tis beſt to leave it to Nature, only aſlilt» 


Ing it as we have ſaid, And to the end they ma 
ripen caſer, afſoon as they begin to appear, which 
is about che third or fourth day, anoint them, 
principally thoſe of the Face, wich oile of ſweet 
Almonds, rabbing them with a Feather dipt 1n t;: 
ſome mix a little Cream wich ic, qthers uſe only a 
a little freſh Butter, and others again old Hog(\- 
greaſe melted, and often waſhed in Roſe-water, 
and well beaten in a marble Mortar, with which 
they anoint them *till they are perfectly healed : 


and when the Paſtules are ripe enough, which 18 


known by the whiteneſs and ntching that follows, 


and 1s uſually about the ninth day, the bigzelt of 


them may. then be pierced to empry the maccer, 


leſt by its too long ſtay there ir ulcerates and cor- 


rodes the parts too deeply. This may be. done with 


" agold or filver Needle, or by cutring oft che tops 


with Sciflers; afterwards to dry them up, anoinc 


"the Face with a Liniment made with freſh Cream 
' mixed wich white Chalk, contmuwing this Ring 
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 ©:dinar ily but 1n reſpect to Infants, for it is hardly 
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"till the Scabs be quite fallen off, uſing it Nights 
and Mornings 3 or elſe with Ointment of Roſes 
mixed with alittle fine powdred Ceruſe. 

To hinder that the ſmall Pox do not cauſe too 
great a flux of humours upon the Eyes, 'tis good 
uſing from the b2ginning ſome cooling Remedies, 
that, by moderately 'driving back, may hinder it, 
There 1s ordinarily uſed Rofe-water and Plantane- 
water mixed together, with which they bathe 
them from time to time ; moſt Women {teep a little 
Saffron in it; but becauſe of jts ſtrong ſcent, 1 
chuſe rather the Waters alone : The Nurſes Milk 
is likewiſe very good to appeaſe the pain, Care 
muſt be allo taken from time to time to unſtop the 
Infants Noſtrils, thac he may breath the treer, 
which may be done with ſmall linnen tents ; and 
to help the Throat; which 1s alwaics hoarſe, a lit- 
tle Syrup of Violets mixed with his Pryſau may be 
uſed ; and to cut the phlegm that flicks thee, 
give It a little Syrup ot Lemmons or Pomegranats, 
or a Gargariſm of Vinegar and Water; but the - 
Milk only 1s ſufficient for ſuckiug Children, Lec 
us now ſee how a ſucking Child muſt be goyerned- 
in the Frengh Pox. 
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CHAP. XXXALV. 
How to cure the Venereal Lues in Infants. 


[* the ſmall Pox, of which we have lately diſ- 
courſed, be a contagious malady, it is not fo 


communicated 
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communnicated by frequentation to elder perſons 5 
bat it 1s not the ſame in the great Pox, the venome 
of which is ſo pernicious and ſuſceptible, that a = 
ſingle Child chat hath this Diſeaſe is capeable to - * 
communicate 1t, as it harh been very ofren ſeen, to 4 
whole families, aud as well ro: o!d as young. *Tis 
a ſad thing to ſee poor ſmall ſucking Innocents 
afflicted with ſo ill a Diſeaſe, which beſides thar 
it makes them ſuffer the pain of a fin of which they 
are innocent, it makes them alſo very often be 
abandoned by every one, and deſerted in this de- 
plorable ſtate by their own Mother her lelt. 

Thoſe that have this Diſeaſe ſo young, .either 
bring it with them into the world from their Mo- 
thers Womb, which may be known 1f ſhe were Pl 
infected with it ; or if it had at its birth Paſtsles / 
and Ulcers in divers parts of its Body, and prin. 2 
cipally about the Belly, cowards the Fundament, 
and on the infide of the Thighs, as alſu on the 
Head : or elſe they gor it fince, and took 1t from 
their Nurſe, who 1s in like manner infected with 
3t; then the firſt impreſſions will appear about the 
Mouth of the Child, where Ulcers will breed, be. 
cauſe of the acrimony of che ill Milk it ſucks, which _ 
being its nouriſhment, will not fail to communicate 
its venom to all the parts of the Body, - 

'Tis very hard to cure Children that are born 
-with this diſeaſe, for they very foon die after ; be- 
cauſe their whole ſubſtance cannot he reeſtabliſhed, 
having for its foundation had ſo bad a principle, 
as the Mothers Blood inte&ted with ſuch a venome, 
\wherewith they have been engendred, formed and 
nouriſhed : but as to thoſe who have received it 
from their Nurſes only, there 15 much more hope 
£4 : of, 
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of, and leſs difficulty in their care; becauſe the 
venom of the bad Milk not communicating it ſelf 
immediatly with its whole ſubſtance 1n the Veſlels 
of the Infants Body, doth not there make fo great 
a ſpoil as in the other, where the Blood, with 
whuch it is only nouriſhed whilſt it is in the Mo- 
thers Womb, is conveighed to him aud ſpreads, 
ſuch as it is, throughout all the parts of its Body; 
for then there 1s only the pureſt of this Pockey milk, 
or to ſay better, the lels impure, which (being 
changed into Chyle in the Stomach, and purged 
by che Inteltines of the greateſt part of its Excree 
ments) can by mixing afterwards with che mals of 
Blood, alter and corrupt it by the ill quality chat 
alwaies remains in it, notwithſtanding the diffe. 
rent preparations it hath received z however the 
Child infected by: the Nurſe can never be cured, 


fo Jong as ſhe ſuckes ic, toraſmuch as her Milk 1s 


ever inte&ted with that corruption and venome z 
and the worſt 15, that changing her for another, as 
one is obliged to do to cure it, *tis a very great 
hazard if it doth nor communicate this contagious 
malady to her. 

It may be ſaid in general, that che cure of che 
great Pox 1s very difficult in litcle ſacking Chil- 
dren; for by reaſon of the feebleneſs of their age, 
they cannot then neither take nor ſupport without 
great danger of their lite, the violence of Remedies 
convenient for 1t ; wherefore it were to be wiſhed, 
that by a palliative Cure one might delay a com- 

leat ape, until they be three or four years old; 
but fince there are very many who would perith 
before they were ſo much as a year or two old , 
þccauſe chus filthy diſeaſe doth ever ancrealc, ad 

ine 
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the ſymptomes of 1t do much eafier make impreſſi- 
ons upon their Bodies, becauſe of the delicacy and 
tenderneſs of them, than upon ſuch who are more 
adyanced in years; therefore one is ſomtimes 
obliged ro undertake the cure, though the Child be 
yet ſucking, This enterpriſe 1s then in truth very 
perillous, but one is conſtrained to reſo]veon it, 
when there is no appearance or hope that the Child 
can otherwaies eſcape. Wherefore the means follow, 

Firſt therefore change the Nurſe, if ſhe be in. 
fected, for one whoſe Milk is well purificd; and if 
it be not ſo, let her be blooded and purged, as the 
caſe requires, Moſt would have her, during the 
whale courſe (that her Milk may be very Phyſical) 
ule 2 Treacle-water and a Swdorrfick, decoction; but 
belides that T chink theſe things wall be very in- 
efteual, I fear leſt by heating her Milk, it may 
prejudice inſtead of proficing the Child ; and I 
ſhould adviſe her rather to keep a temperate and 
cooling diet , and thac ſhe may nat herſelf receive 
any hurt, it will not be arwils for her to waſh her 
Nipple with Wine, every time ſhe gives the Child 
ſuck ; and that ſhe now and then take a Purge, to 
keep her Body clcan and leſs diſpoſed to receive this 
infection, 

But yery often theſe poor Iittle Children thus 
affliced, are ſo unhappy, that they cannot find 
any Nurſe, that will by giving them ſuck, expoſe 
themſelves to the hazard of getting the diſcaſe ; in 
this caſe we muſt chooſe one that hath abundance of 
Milk, and is ſoft milche, to che end that by gentle 
ſqueezing of it, there may fall enough into the In. 
fants Mouth for its nouriſhment : or that by ha- 
ying ulked ſome ina glals, they may fecd it witha

avoid the Childs ſpoiling anyNurſe, and to ex- 


empt it from ſuch a ſ{ubjection, 1s to ler it ſuck a; 


young Goat, fed on purpoſe with good Hay and 
other convenient things, that fo the Milk of it 
may be very good.

As tothe Child, it is moſt certain it can never be 
cured of a confirmed Pox but by the uſe of Medi- 
cines wherein Mercury is mixed, which hitherto 1s 
eſt-emed the proper Anridote to the poiſon of this 
Diſcafe : wherefore atcer bleeding and purging him 
with Syrup of Roſes, or of Succory, let him,it his 
ſtrength permic,be a lictle anointed with a Merca- 


rial Ointment, wherewith only the Puſtules and 


Ulcers muſt be rubbed, in doing which by de- 
orees, reiteiating the unions, a ſmall Flux will 


| be raiſed, which mult be almoſt infenſible, left 


the Humours being ſtirred and conveighed in too 
great abundance to'the Mouth, cauſe it not to ſwell 
too much, and breed there naughty Ulcers, which 
may hinder the Sucking of ir: Wherefore but a 
ſmall quantity of Mercury muſt be mixed with the 
Oinementc, being better to be a longer time a curing, 
than coo precipitate : for this cauſe having uſcd a 
{mall Friftion or two at the moſt, forbear five or 
fix daies, to mark to what degree the Infant will 
be moved with it; and then by the effects of the 
firſt, you may judge whether it is neceſſary to re- 
iterate them, and with what doſe, which can ne- 
ver be preciſely directed ; becauſe all the habits of 
Infants are as well different as thoſe of men, a= 
mongſt whom ſome will ſpit ſooner with one Fri- 


Etion, than others. with fix 1immediatly after one + 
another; 


Spoongor elſe they may dip a piece of Linnen rolled 
up in it, and give it ro ſuck. Bur the beſt way to. 
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another. But in this caſe there is nothing near ſo 
great danger of hurting by too lictle, as there 1s by 
roo much : it beifig more caſte to repeat and aug. 
ment the doſe when not ſtrong enough at firſt 
than to ſtop the eftects when 1t exceeds, 
One may, inſtead of Frictions, or together with 
| them, wrap che Infant in a bed Jightly perfumed 
with Mercury; and as to the Ulcers which breed 
in the Mouth, let the Nurſe waſh chem with 
Barley-water boiled with Agrimony, adding to it a 
little Honey of Roſes, or Syrup of Worm-woed 
with white- Wine, wherewith alſo the Nurſe may 
/ often wipe off the froth whygh 1s uſually there ga- 
thered ; which, that he may void the ealier, ler 
him lye upon his fide, and not upon his back, leſt | 
the flime falling into the Stomach, or upon the 
Lungs, ſhould choak it. Let him alwaies be kept 
warm, without carrying him to the Air, watching 
diligently the effeR of the Remedy, which in this 
caſe ought to be managed by a prudent and expert 
Chirurgeon, an4 not left to the diſcretion of every 
one, 
The common way to make this Ointment 1s to 
take balf an Ounce ot Mercury, which mult be 
well cleanſed trom its ' filth, by patling ſeveral 
times through a double Linnen, afterwards bear ir 
well in a Mortar with tour Ounces of Hogl-greale, 
ſo much and fo long *cill it 1s wholly incorporated ; 
which being done, take two drachms of this Oint- 
ment for each friction, and tnore or leſs according 
as the Infant appears to be ſtrong and diſpoſed to 
be moyed by it, of whom chiefly the Puſtules and 
Ulcers muſt be anointed, as we have ſaid. Pzgray 
affirms, that be hath fcen Infants cured by being 


rubbed 
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rubbed with Hogf-greaſe, only Rtampr' in a leaders a 
Mortar ; but it 1s ever by reaſon of the Morouwry, ©

their ſmall Members be nor.vitiated for want of pru- 
dent conduct, or elſe being ſo, they may be by a 
diligent care reduced to their natural ſtatez now 
amongſt other things, engeayour to /prevent the 
Childs ſ{quincing, growing awry, crooked cr 
lame, and to redreſs any of theſe whatſoever, as 
much as poſſible, 

To prevent its Squinting, chuſe a Nurſe whoſe 
fight is ſtable and right, leſt by her ill example he 
ets an ill habir; and as we have ſaid elſewhere, 
let the Cradle be ever fo placed, that being laid in 
it, he may alwaies ſee the light diretly before 
him, eicher of day, candle, or fire, lett by be- 
ing 01 one fide, he come to turn continually his 

Eyes that way, whereby he will bein great danger 

of growing aſquint : Paulus e/Xpinetus and Pao 
raw alſo would have a ſquint-eyed Infant's fight 
redrefſed, by putting a Mask upon his Face, wp 
only 


only two ſmall holes right againſt the Eyes to ſee 
through 3 which will cauſe him, perceiving no 
Hoht but chrough choſe holes, to hold his Eyes 
ever that way, by means whereof they will be eſta. 


\ bliſhed in a right ſcituation, and by degrees quit 


the ill habit chey had gorten of looking alidegghis 
counſel ſeems good 1n appearance, but I believe ic 
will be very inconvenient for a Child to follow it: 


befides that the leaſt removing of the Mask, on 
- which fide foever, the little holes not correſponding 


perfectly in a direct line to the middle of che Eyes, 
the hight will be thereby more perverted. 

To prevent a Childs growing crooked, awryor 
lame, the Nurſe muſt ſwaddle its Body in a ftrait 
ſcituarion, equally extending the Arms and Legs, 
and fwathing the Child ſometimes one way, fome- 
times another, leſt ſwadling it alwaies one way, 
the parts ſhould cake an ill habit. When he 1s laid 
in the Cradle, -he muſt be ſtreight on his back, and 
not bending ; and above all when the Nurſe holds 
him 1n her Arms, ler her carry him ſometimes 
upon one, and ſometimes upon the other z for 
holding the Childs Legs alwaies on the ſame fa- 
{ſhion, 1t would be a great hazard if they did nor 
at length grow crooked : and 1t 1s often the only 
reaſon, that ſo many Children have crooked Legs, 
: rg about the Knees, and this tew Nurſes 
rake notice of, which notwithſtanding 1s of great 
conſequence, 
When theſe parts have an evil conformation un

and Boulſters conveniently placed, to keep the 
parts in a good poſture whiles che Child is in 
(wadling Cloches, afterwards being grown a little

Of the requiſites and neceſſary conditions in 
the choice of a pood Nurſe, 


"Fc firſt and principal of all the qualities 1n a 
| go04 Nurſe is, that ſhe be the own Mother 
ot the Child, as well becauſe of the murual agree- 

- ment 
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ment of their temapers,as that having much more love 
for ic,ſhe will be much more caretul than an hired 
Nurſe, who ordinarily loves her Nurſe-child but 
with a feined and ſeeming love, having no other 
end or foundation bur the hope of her recompence 
| the expects for her pains by a mercenary hure. 
|} > Wherefore the true Mother; though nor the beſt 
| Nurſe, ſhould eyer be preferred before a Stranger, 
Burt becauſe, there are ſeveral that either will not, 
or cannot ſuckle their own Children, whether it be 
to, preſerve their beauty, as all perſons of quality, 
and moſt. of che Citizens do; or that their Huſ- 
{-| |, bands will nor ſuffer them, nor be troubled with 
c fuch a noiſe 5 or that being ill or indiſpoſed, they 
eannot,. there is then, an obligation to provide an- 
| Other Nurſe, which ſhould be choſen as convenient 
| forthe Childas may be. 
1 & .* Now even as we (ce Trees, though of che ſame 
kind,8& growiflg in the fame place, being afterwards 
tranſplanced into another ſoil produce fruits of a 
difterenc. raſte, by reaſon of the nouriſhment they 1 
draw thence ; Even ſo the health of Children, and 1 
| fomerumes their manners, depends on the nouriſh- 4 
ment chey receive at the beginning : for-as to the _" 
health of the Body, *tis well known it anſwers the - ud 
. Humours that all the parts are nouriſhed and | 
maintained with, which Humours ever retain the 
nature of the food whereof they are engendred : 
A's for the Manners, they ordinarily follow the 
\ Temperament, which alſo proceeds from the qua- 
lity.of the Humours, and the Humours from the 
Food. By this eonſequence, as the Nurſe is, fo 
will the Child, be, by means of the nouriſhmene

Tins appears very eafily in Animals that ſuck a 
|trange Dam, for they alwaies parrake ſomerhing 
of the creature they ſuck ; being accordingly ether 
of -a mild or fiercer nature, or of a ſtronger or 
weaker Body ; which may be noted in the example 
of young Lions, tamed by ſucking a domeſtick 
Animal, as a Cow, Afe, or Goatz and on the 
contrary a Dog will become more furious or fierce 
if it ſucks a Wolf, , 
" The neceſſary conditions in a good Nurſe'are 
uſually taken. fronr her Age, the time and manner 
of her Labour, the good conſtitution of- all the 
parts of her Body; and{ particularly of her Brealts, 
from the nature of: her Milk, and in fine from'her 
good Manners, E = IHITQ 
As to her Age, the moſt convenient 1s from 
twenty five to thirty five years of age, becauſe that 
during this ſpace the Woman 1#moſt healchy, 
ſtrong and vigorous : ſhe is not fir before five and 
Twenty, becauſeher Body not having yet acquired 
all its dimenſions, cannor be ſo robuſt , nor after 
thirty five, becauſe not having Blood enough in1o 
great abundance, ſhe cannot have Milk enough for 
the nouriſhment of the Child. However ſome 
Women are indifterent good Nurſes from rwenty to 
tourty, but very rarely before or after. 
. As to the time .and manner of her Labour, 1t 
muſt be at leaſt a Month or fix Weeks after it, that 
1o her Milk may be throughly purified ; becauſe 
at that' time her Body is uſually cleanſed of the/Lp- 
chia, which follows Labour, and the} Humours 
" are -no longer diſturbed with it, | nor muſt it be 
above five or fix Months, that fo ſhe may be able 
[0 
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td: miake ari end of nurfing the Child, that there 
may be no necetſity to change her afrerwards for 


another 3 ſhe muſt not have miſcarried, but. have 


been, brought to Bed ar her full cime of a health- 
fal Son, for 'tis.a mark of a good confſtitutionz and 
it muſt be her ſecond or third Child, that ſhe may 
by., experience. know the better how co tend het 
Nurſery. 
- : As cotht healthful conſtitution of her Body, 'cis 
the principal thing, and on which almoſt all the 
reſt depends, In general ſhe muſt be yery health=- 
ful and of a good habit, nor ſubject to any diſtem- 
per ; that ſhe come of Parents that never had the 
one in the Reins or Bladder, not fubje& to Gout, 
Kings$-evil, Falling: fickneſs, or any other heredi- 
tary -diſcaſe ; thac ſhe- hath no Spor, nor the leaſt 
ſuſpicion of any ' YVenereal Diſtemper' ; that ſhE 
have: no Scab, 'Irgh, Scald, or other: filth of the 
like -nature z -thar- ſhe be ſtrong, che' better to 
watch and tend. the Child in all things neceſſary for 
it z tbat ſhe be; of a middle Stature, neither coo 
tall nor too low, too far nor 'too lean ; becauſe a 
perſon of ſuch a natural Symmetry performs all 
thetunQions more perfectly, and as is uſually ſaidy 
Is medio conſiſtit Virtus. Bur aboye all ſhe myſt 
not be with Child'g let her be of a Sanguine com- 
plexion, which may be known by her Vermilion , 
colour, not alrogether ſo red, bur inclining to 
white; of a firm fleſh, not fofr 5; ſhe muſt nor 
Jikewiſe have her Courles, fot that's a fign that hex 
Blood: is too hot, either becauſe her Temperament 
18-\uch,or from ſome amorous paſfttonor otherwaies; 
neither muſt ſhe be ſubject to the whites, for ſuch 
fuperfluicies are a ſign of a bad habic ; ſhe muſk not 
ER be 
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be red haired, nor marked with red Spots $ but 
her Hair muſt þe black, or of a Cheſnur brown ; 
{\h2 mult be well thaped, neat in her Cloaths, and 
comely in her Face, havirg a {prightly Eye, and a 
ſ{myling .Countenance z ſhe muſt have goed'Eyes, 
ſound and white Teerh, nor having any 'rotten or 
{poiled, leſt her Breath ſhould ſmell ; ſhe ought to 
have a ſweet voice to pleaſe and rejoyce the Child, 
and lkewiſe ought to have a clear and free pronun- 
tiation, that he may not learn anill accent from 
her, as uſually red-hair'd have, and ſometimes 
alſo thoſe that axe; very black-haw?d and white 
ſkins ; for their. Milk 1s hot, ſharp and ftinktng, 
and allo of anill taſte ; ſhe muſt not have a ſtrong 
Breath, as they who have a ſtinking Noſe, 'and 
bad Teeth,, as we have ſaid before ;- becaulſ= the 
Narſe that conſtantly kiſſes the Child, would in- 
te& 1s Lungs by ofcen drawing in her corrupted 
Breath : her Breaſts ought to be pretty big, to re- 
ceive and” concot , there a ſuthcient quanrity- of 
Milk, but not big to excefle ; they. muſt be ſound 
and free from ;Scars proceeding from «former: Im- 
poſtumes ; they muſt be indifferent firm and fleſhy, 
and not tlaggy and. hanging, - that their natural 
hcat may. be. the ironger, - The Nurſc-muſt be 
broad'breafied, chat her Milk may have more place 
to be prepared and digelied in; and becanle 'ris a 
« fign of abundance of viral heat; As to the Nipples, 
ney muſt be well ſhaped, that is, not too big, nor 
roo hard, nr grifly, nor ſunk in too deep , but 
they mult be a hittle raiſed, and of a moderate big- 
neſs and firmneſs, well perforated with many little 
bole, for co be ſoft milcht, that. the Child miay 
rot take £00 much pains to d:aw the Milk by 
| | ſucking. 
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ſucking and preſſing them with its Mouth. 
If a "hte hath all theſe recited good qualities 
reſpeRting all the parts of her Body, there 1s rcaloa 
oo preſume her Milk will be well conditioned, which 
may be known firſt by its quantity, which ought to 
be ſufficient for the Childs nouriſhment ; nor rmouſ} 
it be too much, leſt that not being all drawn forth, 
it curdles nd inflames the Breaf by us too one 
ſtay there; bur however it 1s better to have too 
much than too little, for ſhe may give the overplus 
to another Child. Ir muſt be of a middle con- 
{iſtence, neither too wateriſh nor too thick ;5 which 
may be eafi] judged, if the Narſe milking ſome 
into her Ld: and rurning it a litcle on one {1de,

and to be compleat in every quality, it muſt be 
well raſted, that 1s, ſweet and ſugared, without 
any actimony or other {trange taſte, 

We mult not forget the principal and beſt Con- 
ditions of a Nurſe, which conſiſts in her good 
manners : wherefore fer her be vigilant and careful 
to cleanſe the Child afloon as there is occaſion ; 
Jet her be wiſe and prudent, not ſubject to choler 
nor quarrclſame ; as well becauſe in the begiuning 
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It may make bad impreſſions on the Child, 'as be- 
cauſe this paſſion doth extraordinarily heat the 
Milk ; ſhe muit not be melancholy, but merr: 
and cheerful, ſmiling often to divert 1t; ſhe cl 
be ſober and nor given to Wine, and yer leſs to the 
excels of Venus ; but ſhe may moderately ule the 
firſt, and not torally abſtain from the ſecond, yt 
her nature require it, provided it be with hep 
Husband, which liberty is fxcely given them by 
Tubertwy in his ſeventh Chapter of his fitth Book of 
popular Eirors, founded upon the experience of 
all poor Women, who bring up their Childpen 
very well, notwithſtanding they lie every night with 
their Husbands; and of his own alledging that his 


Wife had nurſed his Children all yery well, al- © + | 


though he lay with her every night, and careſled 
her (as he ſaid) like a good and faithful Husband ; 
but ſhe mylt forbear at leaſt an hour or two aftex 
to give the Child ſuck. _ 

1t a Nurſe hath all or moſt paxt of theſe con- 
ditions here ſpecified, as well reſgeRting her per- 
ſon as manners, and that ſhe maintaines this con- 
dition by a Diet fit tor the Childs temperament, 
and not contrary to her own, there is then great 
realon to believe the 1s fit to make a very good 
Nurſe, aud co bring up 1 perfect health che Son of 
a Price. 

Jn fine, loving Reader, 1 believe ] have now 
acquitted my ſelf of my duty tewards the Publick, 
in communicating the kuowledg that God hath 
graciouſly beſtowed on me concerning the Diſeaſes 
of Women with Child and in Child-bed : I pray
